JOHN Major tried to calm 
Conservative nerves after the 
abrupt dismissal of Norman 
Lamont yesterday by insisting 
that there would be no change 
of economic policy under his 
successor. Kenneth Clarice. 

He moved to reassure Tory 
rightwingers concerned by Mr 
Clarice's appointment as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
tiy ruling out any early return 
to the European exchange- 
rate mechanism (ERM). 

As cabinet ministers private¬ 
ly voiced hopes that Mr 
Lament would not become the 
focus of backbench discontent, 
the prime minister tried to 
heal the wounds with a warm 
tribute to his former Chancel¬ 
lor and a frank admission that 
he understood the hurt Mr 
Lamont must feeL As he did 
so, however. Mr Major was 
given a sharp warning by one 
of the ministers he sacked on

Tory voters 
worried 
byNHS

PUBLIC concern over the 
health service has jumped 
sharply over the past 
month following specula¬ 
tion over the possibility of 
extending charges for pre¬ 
scriptions and for stays in 
hospitals. 

The latest MORI poD for 
The Times shows an ex¬ 
ceptionally large rise for a 
single month in the num¬ 
ber mentioning the Nat¬ 
ional Health Service as 
among the most impor¬ 
tant issues facing Britain 
today, up from 24 to 41 
per cent since April The 
shift has occurred par- 
ticuarfy among women 
and 35 to 54-year-olds. 
The NHS is now highlight¬ 
ed by a third of Tory 

supporters. 

This underlines the pol¬ 
itical sensitivity of the 
review of public spending 
by Michael Portillo, the 
chief secretary to the Trea¬ 
sury, and the Kkefy 
strength of public opposi¬ 
tion to any cutbacks in the

Thursday that his own tenure 
was threatened by Mr Clarice. 

Edward Leigh, the former 
trade and industry minister, 
said the new Chancellor was 
now the heir apparent and his 
appointment was a substantial 
victory for the left of the party. 
Mr Major's position had been 
weakened over the past year, 
tire MP for Gainsborough & 
Homcastle said, and he 
should be concerned. “Mr 
Clarice will bide his time — I 
would have thought it was 
quite a dangerous position for 
Mr Major." 

As tiie tension over Mr 
Lament's departure contin¬ 
ued, Michael Heseltine ad¬ 
mitted that it had been 
necessary for the former Chan¬ 
cellor to go to appease the 
party. “Thepressure had built 
upT 'the President of" the 
Board of Trade said.

Mr Major, who was in Paris 
to meet Edouard BaUadur.the 
French prime minister; said: 
“Norman is a good friend of 
mine.

We have shared the same 
policies, we have shared the 
same hopes, we have shared 
the same-dreamS^toout get¬ 
ting inflation down. 

"He has taken a great deal 
of criticism as Chancellor, as 
any Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer would have had to do — 
taken it very bFavdy with a 
great degree of courage. The 
, factJhat it has been necessary 
ftomake a change. I under¬ 
stand, must be very hurtful to 
him. Even politicians /are 
human." 

Asked about Mr Lamonrs 
decision not to send him the 
customary letter of allegiance 
after his departure, Mr Major 
said: “I think that is a matter 
tor Norman.

near future." - 

The prime minister also 
ruled out any change on the 
Budget decision to impose 
value-added tax cm fuel, bills. 

“1 dbriTantidpajle the present-- 
Chancellor changing what' 
was in the Budget, which was 
approved by the Cabinet of 
which he was a member." 

He appeared irritated by, 
perasent questioning about 
the removal of Mr Lamont 
and suggested that toe timing 
had been dictated by the start 
of preparations for the first 
unified spending and taxation 
Budget "It is necessary to 
have a new Chancellor in 
place to see' tiiai fight the way 
through tiie preparation and 
presentation in November."

Some Tory MPs expressed 
misgivings yesterday about 
the limited scale of Mr Ma¬ 
jor^ Cabinet changes. It is 
understood that be intends to 
cany out a more substantial 
facelift in the middle of next 
year, probably based around 
tiie retirement of Douglas 
Hurd, the foreign secretary, 
and the reiurn to ministerial 
ranks of Sir Norman Fowler, 
the party chairman.

Allitt jailed for life as her 
parents seek full enquiiy

SERIAL killer Beverley Allitt 
was put behind bars for the 
rest of her life yesterday as her 
parents joined- the call for a 
public enquiry into tiie deaths. 

Allitt was sentenced at Not¬ 
tingham Crown Court to 13 
terms of fife imprisonment for 
systematically lolling and as- 
saulnng children in her care. 
Mr Justice Latham said there 
was no real prospect that the 
tune would ever come when 
she could safely be released. 

Allitt had not been in court 
for most of her trial because 
she had been suffering from 
anorexia nervosa but she was 
brought from Rampton Hos¬ 
pital for sentencing. As she 
was leaving the dock relatives 
of the victims screamed abuse 
at her. , , . 

After the hearing, John

KendalL AHitfs solicitor, said 
her parents, Richard and 
Lilian, who have not once 
attended the court had asked 
him to express their deepest 
sympathy for all the victims. 
He said: “They know it is 
desperately important that all 
fatiors involving events on 
Ward Fair come into the 


public domain, which is the 
only way the true circum¬ 
stances will be known." They 
added their support to calls for 
the enquiiy to be held in 
public, he said. 

The judge summoned Trent

MORE than 100,000 
people marched through 
Florence yesterday to con¬ 
demn the car bomb attack 
on the Uffizi Gallery but the 
saddest walk was through 
the museum exhibition 
rooms littered with dam¬ 
aged paintings and statues. 

Crunching glass shards 
under foot along the Vasari 
corridor finking the Palazzo 
Vecchio to the Palazzo PStti, 
we. entered the Dosso room 
facing the epicentre of the 
explosion that desecrated 
the largest museum in Italy 
on Thursday. Windows and 
their frames were blown out 
and works of art have been 
moved elsewhere: 

Looking out on the Via 
Georgofiti, where a family of 
four was killed, we saw a 
duDing panorama of medi¬ 
eval holdings barely stand¬ 
ing and apartments exposed 
to the dements, firemen 
wearing masks are still 
clearing rubble. “What ani¬ 
mals,” an Italian journalist 
muttered. “I am 'sure the 
assassins must have child¬ 
ren too.” 

In the Niobe room the 
trunk of one of the damaged 
-Statues^ the Greek Niobide 
Dying was on a trestle. The 
mast had Hawn off its legs. 

The sickening force of the 
Hast from 220 lb of explo¬ 
sive was evident from a 
glimpse of the fop of the 
Buontaienti staircase, the 
monumental exit down 
which more than one mil¬ 
lion tourists walked last 
year. Slabs of marble 
knocked out-of one of the 
main pillars on a landing 


littered the steps and a 
handrail was budded “f 
can't let people enter the 
gallery and leave by the 
same door. It would be 
chaos," Anna Maria Petrioli 
Tofani. the curator of the 
museum, said. “And then if 
someone were to place a 
bomb there ..." A moon- 
tain of faxes and telegrams 
of support, including one 
from the National Gallery in 
London. lie in her office. She 
is adamant that none of the 
33 damaged paintings and 
statues wfll be restored out¬ 
side the dty. 

The huge Boticelli room, 
renowned as the most re¬ 
markable in the museum, 
has been turned into a 
deposit for paintings taken 
out of the worst damaged 
areas. Fortunately only tiie 
windows in this section 
were damaged. In the Giot¬ 
to room, a damaged paint¬ 
ing by G. B. Spindli , David 
Feted by Young Girls, is 
propped against the wail 
covered withTice paper plas¬ 
ters on the points where 
flying glass transfixed the 
canvas. 

Apart from security 
forces, the gallery’s 70 staff 
aiie the only people in evi¬ 
dence. Attendants wander 
around as tf in a daze, 
mingling with plainclothes 
police-carrying out investi¬ 
gations. Staff have piled up 
shattered panels of glass in 
the east wing of the 
museum. 

It was bullet proof but. 
alas, not blast proof.

Clarke narrowly

WHETHER by chance or 
malignant design something 
nasty had been left on the 
Treasuiy steps yesterday 
morning just moments before 
the new Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was to pose for the 
traditional photocall. 

Only the vigilance of a 
police constable detailed to 
hold back the media circus 
prevented Kenneth Clarice 
from sharing the steps with a 
large banana skin. Spotting 
the potential for ministerial 
embarrassment the PC swept 
up the peek much to the fury of 
the assembled photographers. 

Unaware of how dose he 
had come to satisfying every 
Fleet Street picture editor's 
dream, Mr Clarke told report¬ 
ers that was looking forward to 
an “informative and interest¬ 
ing da/ 1 at the Treasuiy. 

Wearing his trademark 
brown suade shoes, a grey pin¬ 
striped suit — unbuttoned to 
reveal his girth — and a 
startling pink and lime-green 
tie. he declined to discuss his 
predecessor. 

His de went with hopes of a 
financial upturn. Mr Clarke 
said. “1 am sporting a glorious 
tie to go with the mood of 
optimism." 

The Ciiy yesterday, howev¬ 
er. welcomed Mr Clarke to his 
new job with falls in sterling 
and renewed pressure to cut 
interest rates. Economists 
moved quickly to offer the 
novice Chancellor advice and 
to deflect him from being 
entirely his "own man". As the 
pound slipped against the 
mark. City pressure grew on 
Mr Clarke to prove his genial¬ 
ity and donate a 0.5 per cent 
interest-rate cut to the nation. 


Robin Marshall chief econ¬ 
omist with Chase Investment 
Bank, plunged in with a 
speculative prediction that the 
new Chancellor would drop 
base rates before the forthcom¬ 
ing Christchurch by-election. 

Although the Chancellor's 
political skills are widely rec¬ 
ognised, he will quickly be 
called upon to convince those 
in the City who question the 
economic expertise of a barris¬ 
ter more adept with words 
than figures. 

The latest incumbent of No 
11 has been granted just 19 
days to come to grips with the 
intricacies of economic fiscal 
policy before he delivers the 
key Mansion House speech at 
London's Guildhall 

There were broad smiles as 
Sir Terence Bums, the perma¬ 
nent secretary to the Treasuiy 
and the Chancellor’s main 
teacher in the days to come, 
greeted him on the Treasuiy 
steps and led him indoors for 
his first lessons. 

Mr Clarice promised to 
show more diligence to detail 
than he had devoted to the 
Maastricht treaty, which he 
once brazenly admitted he had 
not read. "I shall be totally 
concentrating on economic 
and financial issues for the 
next few days," he promised. 

As a newcomer, the Chan¬ 
cellor has been spared having 
to face fellow EC finance 
ministers at their Luxembourg 
meeting on June 7. Anthony 
Nelson. Treasuiy economic 
secretary, wiD cany the British 
flag at next week’s OECD 
ministers’ meeting in Paris.

GILLIAN Clarke is not a 
typical political wife. The 
partner of the new Chancel¬ 
lor has never worn pink 
Escada suits, streaked her 
hair or sported little black 
dresses and is rarely seen on 
the political cocktail circuit 

Unlike Norma Major, she 
would never think of showing 
off her hands in a glossy 
magazine. Her fingernails 
are too steeped in garden soil 
and her fashion sense is more 
gnmge-granny, with stripy 
layers, mismatched pussycat 
bows and felt hats covered in 
netting. * 

Tbe Clarkes met in 1963 as 
Cambridge students and she 
sacrificed a career as a medi¬ 
eval historiarf to support him. 
While her husband haunted 
jazz chibs, Mrs Clarke sewed. 
Their chaotic Nottingham 
home has two large hangings 
representing The Labours of 
tiie Months. 12 panels based 
on medieval manuscripts 
which won her the hand- 
appliqite prize at the 1988 
National Patchwork Champi¬ 
onships. 

How wiD she cope with 
No 11. the Domeywood resi¬ 
dence and the obligatory 
photo-opportunity of Chan¬ 
cellor with Budget box and 
wife? Mrs Clarke's horticul¬ 
tural interests will be ap¬ 
peased by looking out from 
her new home at St James’s 
Park on one side and the 
garden of No 10 on the other. 
But there is also constant 
activity. As a previous occu¬ 
pant ThSrtse Lawson, com¬ 
mented: “The most difficult 
thing about living above the 
shop is the impossibility of 
ever truly letting your hair 
down or wandering around 
with a face pack or hair 
rollers - at none in the 
morning." 


The Conservative ladies 
who lunch, while trying to be 
discreet are concerned for 
Mrs Clarke. One said yester¬ 
day: “I am afraid she could be 
his mother, he’s so youthful 
And she's a real fashion 
casualty, wearing shapeless 
shirt dresses. She is definitely 
on die comfortable side. She 
is a fish out of water in 
London. She’d probably pre¬ 
fer sherry and a night watch¬ 
ing the TV." 

Roger Smart Mr Clarke's 

agent in Nottinghamshire, 
disagreed. “She is a real hit in 
the constituency when she 
gives talks on patchwork and 
gardening and she attends all 
the functions with her hus¬ 
band. She doesn't like the 
media but she is very relaxed 
with constituents. Not being 
able to drive, she takes the 
bus and chats away. She wiD 
be more of a Barbara Bush 
than Hillary Clinton.” 

While Mrs darks might 
decide to wear her dressing- 
gown in No 11. tiie new 
home secretary’s wife, San¬ 
dra Howard, is rarely seen 
out of a slinky blade dress. 
One friend enthused: "When 
she walks into a party she 
blushes slightly, stammers 
and hesitates. Ten men imm¬ 
ediately abandon all conver¬ 
sation and rash to her tod. 
She has all the charm in the 
world. She is rather giddy, 
extremely pretty and she gets 
on with women as wefl." 

A former model she has 
been married three times 
before and has three child¬ 
ren. Her first husband, the 
pianist and writer Robin 
Douglas-Home, died from an 
overdose three years after 
their divorce and she admits 
she has had her " inning s of 
marital problems”. Married 
to Michael Howard for 18 
years, she is said to ring him 
at least eight times a day.

MICHAEL Howard got 
straight down to work in his 
new job as- home secretary 
yesterday by calling in Lord 
Taylor of Gosforth. tiie Lord 
Chief Justice, for talks. 

Lord Taylor is a critic of the 
controversial sections of the 
Criminal Justice Act. which is 
being changed seven months 
after coming into operation.

Mr Howard also met 
John Ha Uiday, head of the 
criminal research and statis¬ 
tics department which is 
working on proposals for se¬ 
cure units housing persistent 
juvenile offenders. The plans, 
opposed by penal reformers, 
and the new sentence of a 
secure training order will be 
included in a criminal justice 
bfll next session. 


He saw Derek Lewis, the 
director-general of the prison 
service, and John Woodcock, 
die retiring chief inspector of 
constabulary. 

.'Mr Howard must deride 
what sort of authority is to 
oversee the Metropolitan po¬ 
lice. Other issues include Sun¬ 
day trading; legislation to end 
unit fines and reform sentenc¬ 
ing polity; the Sheehy enquiry 
in to police pay and conditions; 
and tiie Royal Commission on 
Criminal Justice, expected to 
report before die end of July. 
In 1990 Mr Howard voted for 
the death penalty for the 
murder of police officers.

Prospects for air travellers 
planning a long weekend 
away brightened when the 
Transport and General Work¬ 
ers’ Union said that British 
Airways flights would not be 
hit by threatened strike action 
until Tuesday. 

Bill Morris, die union’s 
genera] secretary, said that its 
BA members would strike next 
week there were no settlement 
in a dispute over pay and con¬ 
ditions at Gatwick airport for 
BA staff who worked for Dan- 
Air before BA took it over. 

From early yesterday after¬ 
noon, congestion began build¬ 
ing up on roads out of major 
does. AA Roadwatch predict¬ 
ed "delays of excruciating pro¬ 
portions”. A 40-mile tailback 
built up on the M6 south¬ 
bound between junction five, 
the MS interchange and 
Kede services in Staffordshire.

Second inquest on MP 

The widow of a Labour MP who died within an hour of 
leaving a Liverpool hospital was yesterday granted a fresh 
inquest into his death. Lynda Carr, whose husband Michael 
collapsed, aged 41, in July 1990. eight weeks after victory in 
a Bootle by-election, won a declaration nullifying the 
original proceedings. Lord Justice Ned L sitting with Mr 
Justice MantelL said he had concluded “with reluctance" 
that the inquest jury had not been lawfully summoned and 
that a new inquest should be held before a different coroner.

Government efforts to loosen the Oxbridge grip on the civfl 
service succeeded last year with a decline in the proportion 
accepted for entry, but difficulties persist with recruitment 
from ethnic minorities. Only seven such candidates won a 
place into fast-stream schemes out of more than 900 who 
applied.

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Relatives of victims hurl abuse at killer 

Judge gives Allitt 13 
life terms for crimes 
against children

BEVERLY AlKtt. Britain’s 
most prolific female serial 
killer this eernmy. was given 
. 13 life sentences yesteiday for 
f. murders arid assaults on child¬ 
ren. Mr Justice Latham told 
Nottingham Crown Court 
there was no chance that she 
could ever safely be released. 

As Allitt, gaunt and fraO 
yrith cropped hair, dressed in 
jeans, a flowery shirt and a 
purple jumper, turned to walk 
from the dock, relatives of her 
victims hurled abuse. Susan 
Peck, whose 15-month-okl 
daughter Claire was mur¬ 
dered by Allitt. yefied: "Go to 
hell, you bastard.” 

Another relative screamed: 
“Lock her in a cage”, and 
another, *TU bury you, you 
bastard." 

Allitt remained expression¬ 
less as she had done through¬ 
out the evidence by dooms on 
her severe personality disor¬ 
der. The Lincolnshire hospital 
nurse raised her eyes only 
when she stood unsteadily to 
be sentenced. Because she was 
suffering from anorexia 
nervosa, Allitt had not been in 
court since fee sixteenth day of 
the 51-day trial. 

The judge told hen “You 
have been committed of the 
most terrible crimes. You 
killed, tried to kill or seriously 
harmed. 13 children, many of 
them tiny babies. They had 
been entrusted to your care. 

“You have brought grief to 
their families. You have sown 
a seed of doubt in those who - 
should have faith in the integ¬ 
rity of care their children wfll 
receive in hospitaL Hopefully, 
that seed wfll not take root and 
that doubt win recede. 

“Hopefully, the grief felt fay 
the families will become easier 
to bear, but it wfll always be 
there. The lives of those you 
killed mid the health of some 
of those you harmed can never 
be restored 

“You are seriously dis¬ 
turbed. You are cunning and 
manipulative and you have 
shown no remorse in’ die trail 
of destruction, you-have. left 
behind you. 1 accept h is all the 
result of the severe personality' 
disorder that you have. But 
you are and remain a very 
serious danger to others." 

He sentenced her to life 
imprisonment forthe murders 


■ The judge who jailed Beveriy Allitt for 
life is anxious that lessons for the whole of 
the NHS are learnt from the tragedy 


of Liam Taylor, aged right 
weeks, Claire Peck. Becky 
Phillips, nine weeks, and 
Timothy Hardwick aged 11 
but with a mental age of three 
months. He also gave life 
terms for die attempted mur¬ 
der of another three children 
on ward 4 of Grantham and 
Kesteven General Hospital 
and life sentences for causing 
grievous bodily harm with 
Intent to six: more children. 

The judge told hen “There 
can be no question of your 
release so kmg as the risk of 
danger to others persists. On 
the evidence I have heard 
dure is no real prospect that 
the time wfll ever come when 
you can safety be released." 

He said mat he hoped the 
authorities would bear in 
mind evidence on her medical 
condition, in particular that 
from Dr James Higgins, in 
considering where she should 
behekL 

Affitt. 24, had denied all the 
charges. She was flanked in 
die dock fay two Rampton 
nurses and a Group 4 security 
officer. Four policemen were 
also in court, two of diem in 
front of the dock. 

Allitt attacked her victims by 
injecting them with non- 
prescribed substances or fay 
stopping their breathing. 
Those m ho - care collapsed 
from heart attacks with chill¬ 


ing regularity during her 59 
days on the ward in the spring 
of 1991. Some died and 
others were left severely brain 
damaged. 

After the hearing Henry 
Watson, grandfather of Liam, 
said: “She did riot get what she 
deserved. But the death penal¬ 
ty does not exist any more. As 
long as she is locked away for 
her natural life that wfll be 
enough." Steve Gibson, father 
of Bradley Gibson, five, whom 
Allitt tried to murder, said: 
“He is scarred and that wifl 
last for the rest of his and our 
lives." 

Allitt will begin her sentence 
in the psychiatric wing of 
Holloway prison, where she 
wfll be assessed in order that 
the home secretary can decide 
where she is to be placed. 

Dr Higgins, a consultant 
forensic psychiatr^t, told the 
court that m.his view Allitfs 
personality disorders could 
not be treated under the 
criteria necessary for her to be 
held in hospitaL 

He said it was understand¬ 
able that she wished to remain 
in Rampton and there was 
every risk that if she went to 
prison she would engineer 
events to ensure she ended up 
in hospitaL

Bishop of London to allow women priests

THE Bishop of London ended 
months of speculation yesterday by 
defeating drat he would allow the 
ordination of women in his diocese. 
Dr David Hope's proposals will help 
to heal a long-standing rift in the 
diocese and could prevent large 
defections to the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Dr Hope will not himself ordain 
women priests: that will be carried 
oift by a commissary appointed fay 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr 
George Carry. The Bishop of WiDes- 
den, the Right Rev Graham Dow, die 
only one of six bishops in London to 
support the ordination of women. 


wfll ordain those in his area and 
could be appointed as the commis¬ 
sary. Dr Hope may also decline to 
ordain men, to preserve unity. 

Dr Carey welcomed the plan. He 
said: “I am sure many will *al«» heart 
at this further evidence of the 
determination of all trishops to en¬ 
sure that people of differing views 
about women priests can remain 
together within the Church of Eng¬ 
land.” 

Speculation had centred on wheth¬ 
er Dr Hope, one of 12 bishops drat 
voted against women priests at die 
General Synod in November, would 
ordain ana license them. He has 
received many letters, petitions and

The London diocese has one of die 


largest numbers of women who want 
to be infests and some of their most 
determined opponents. 

Dr Hope said: “We hope that 
under God we may provide a pattern 
which others, in England and else¬ 
where may find helpfuL" The plan 
meets nearly all the demands of 
clergy who oppose women priests. It 
wifl, in effect, create a church within a 
church but wiD prevent a serious 
split. The most innovative aspect of 
The London Plan is to appoint the 
assistant bishop of Fulham as the 
first “flying bishop”. The Right Rev 
John Klyberg. one of the church’s 
most determined opponents of 
women priests, will ordain other 
opponents in the Wiflesden area and 
wall have “non-geographical jurisdic¬ 


tion" throughout the diocese. Parish¬ 
es wifl be able to join his new area or 
remain with their present area bish¬ 
op. Bidrop Klyberg might also be¬ 
come the “flying bishop" for the 
Rochester and Canterbury dioceses. 

The plan takes the Manchester 
agreement, worked out by the synod’s 
House of Bishops earlier this year, 
one step further. New proposals to be 
put to the bishops next month, by a 
group led by the Archbishop of York 
Dr John Habgood, are likely to 
encompass schemes such as The 
London Plan.

French and Ger¬ 
man spymasters are forcing 
the manufacturers of a new 
European-wide mobile phone 
system lb downgrade its tech¬ 
nology and make it more 
vulnerable to eavesdroppers. 

They are doing so after 
discovering that phone calls 
on the system, known as 
GSM, are scrambled so effect¬ 
ively that not even GCHQ, 
Britain’s electronic listening 
post, is able to intercept con¬ 
versations between drugs deal¬ 
ers and other criminals using 
the device. 

GSM, which converts 
speech into digital pulses, is 
still being marketed as a 
"secure system", but indepen¬ 
dent electronic experts say that 
the encryption code will now 
be so weakened by the inter¬ 
vention of the intelligence 
services that firms which 
specialise in making decoding 
and scanning equipment wifi 
find it much easier to produce 
listening-in devices for sale to 
the public. 

The alarm was first raised 
over the proposed digital 
phone systems, including 
GSM, by the FBI, which 
argued last year that it would 
not be able to keep trade of 
drugs dealers and Mafia 
members. 

The bureau has argued for 
law enforcement agencies to 
be allowed to continue to 
access phone lines,” said a 
spokesman. “We are worried 
that digital networks will 
cause us a problem down the 
road and that even armed 
with court authorisation to tap 
a line, we will not be able to do 
so.

European countries. 

As concern has grown over 
the vulnerability of the current 
first-generation mobile phone 
networks and the ease with 
which calls on them can be 
intercepted, the GSM manu¬ 
facturers and operators plan¬ 
ning to use the new system, 
like Cdinet, have been keen to 
stress the security aspects of 
the new European all-digital 
network. 

In response to a series of 
articles earlier this week in The 
Times warning mobile-phone 
users of the dangers of eaves¬ 
dropping. a spokesman for 
Cdinet insisted that the 
encryption of GSM would be 
virtually impossible to crack. 

When the system was in¬ 
spected earlier this year al 
British Tekcorp's laboratories 
at Martlesham Heath, Suf¬ 
folk. MIS and GCHQ engi¬ 
neers deemed the system to be 
too secure. BT. which has to 
approve all phone equipment 
before it is sold in Britain, 
insisted on a downgrading of 
the code, thereby protecting 
the eavesdropping capabilities

ONE of tire biggest EC fraud 
trials ended yesterday with a 
Dutch rice importer being 
jailed for five years for a 
£480.000 plot. 

Jai Bento. 41. was arrested 
in July 1989 after customs 
officers investigated the non¬ 
payment of import levies on 
rice cargoes from outside the 
EC. Beme, whose family came 
from Surinam, put up bail 
with a £725.000 deposit and 
then fled to Holland, forfeit¬ 
ing the cash.

Normally Benie. who lives 
in Lelystad in Holland, would 
have been safe because extra¬ 
dition cannot be made on tax 
or VAT offences but customs 
officers redrafted the charges 
and accused Benie of theft and 
forgery over the unpaid levies. 

The Dutch authorities ac¬ 
cepted 24 charges and Benie 
was sent back to Britain. He 
was convicted yesterday at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court, 
east London.

Family faces 
knifeman in 


French court

THE killer of Fiona Jones hid 
his face in his hands yesterday 
as gendarmes described the 
painstaking investigation that 
finally cracked the case and 
led to his arrest 

The packed court in Beau¬ 
vais, northern France, heard 
how die body of the 26-year- 
old Welsh woman was first 
noticed by a rambler in the 
woods. 

Frederic Blancke had bur¬ 
ied her in a shallow grave after 
he slit her throat in August 
1989. But when policemen 
finally uncovered die corpse 
months later, dogs or wild 
animals had already dug itup. 
Among the remains was 
found her wedding ring. 

Blancke, now 26. listened as 
Georges Hugo, the chief of the 
local gendarmerie, outlined 
his three-month hunt for the 
kOJer. Initially, all his men had 
as dues were a £55 two-tone 
shoe left behind by Blancke 
and a description of a white 
Volkswagen Golf 

Operation Cinderella 
meant tracking thousands of 
serial numbers through shoe 
manufacturers. The gen¬ 
darmes interviewed more 
than 4.000 people in dries all 
over France. Had Blancke 
not paid for his expensive 
footwear by credit card, it 
seems he would have got away 
with murder. 

Meanwhile, some 1,500 
owners of white Golfs were 
asked to account for their 
movements on the fateful 
morning. M Hugo said he 
was pleased with the extraor¬ 
dinary detective work by his 
officers. “Once we'd started, 
you see, there was nothing that 
could stop us. No matter what 
the cost, or how long it took, 
we were going to carry out the 


investigation to the end," he 
said. 

Against normal French 
court procedure, Mark Jones, 
the husband of die victim, and 
Edward Cottrffl, her father, 
were asked if they would like to 
address the court Mr Jones, 
30. explained how happy he 
and his young wife had been 
when they came on a business- 
holiday to celebrate their first 
wedding anniversary. 

He told of how he and 
Fiona’s family had formed a 
dose unit in the months before 
the body was found, relying on 
each other for strength. “After 
her body was discovered. I 
think subconsciously we had 
all thought she was still alive. 
We had kept each other going 
with that thought,” he said. 
Mr Jones remained calm 
during his testimony, almost 
to the very end. Then, his voice 
cracking, he seemed to break, 
“Everyone loved her," he said. 

Edward Cottrill gave an 
emotional account of his 
daughter's life, recalling her 
love for animals. “All we have 
left of Fiona, which she left us 
the day she went to France, is 
her caL Little Tom is all that 
we have left of her," he said. 

Later, Mr Jones and the 
Cottrill family listened as 
Blancke described how he had 
strangled Fiona with his two 
hands. “1 don’t think she was 
moving when I left the scene." 

The judge produced a meat 
knife with a wooden handle, 
which was shown to the jury 
and the victim’s family. 
Blancke acknowledged it was 
the implement he used when 
he returned to the site to slash 
her throat The court must 
decide whether his action was 
premeditated. The trial con¬ 
tinues today.

The RAF said there was no 
requirement to carry the flight 
recorders on milhazy aircraft.

Late on Thursday night five 
bodies were recovered from 
wreckage strewn over the 
Tayside hillside mirth of Blair 
Athol!. Rescuers hove given tip 
hope of finding the remaining 
bodies, which are thought to 
have been incinerated in the 
blare that followed the crash. 
Yesterday morning, heather 
on the hills of Glen Loch was 
still smouldering. 

The plane crashed near 
, Loch Loch in the shadow of 
^ 3.600ft Beinn a' Ghk> on the 
Duke of Athofl's 140.000-acre 
estate. It was on a routine 
training flight from RAF 
Lyneham to RAF Lossie¬ 
mouth and was flying with 
two other Hercules which both 
returned safely. There was no 
Mayday call and die pilot was 
required to make radio contact 
only every half hour. 

The dead men were all 
based at RAF Lyneham. A 
spokesman for the base said: 
“The whole of Lyneham is 
completely devastated. There 
are nearly 10.000 people here 
and it has upset all of us.” He 
said expert counsellors would 
be on hand to help bereaved 
families. The mood was very 
9 sombre, he said.

are ni cknamed, are fitted with 
four turbo-prop engines and 
can continue flying even if two 
fail. The ministry said there 
were no plans to ground any 
of the remaining fleet 

Investigators were combing 
an area foe see of a football 
pitch for the missing bodies 
and for parts of foe shattered 
plane. T wo senior flying offi¬ 
cers enquiring into the crash 
flew from RAF High Wyc¬ 
ombe to foe scene.

That was a 27 per cent rise 
on the previous year. The 
trade attributes the success to 
two new theme rides and to 
the opening in France of Euro 
Disney heightening aware¬ 
ness of Britain's theme parks.

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Bishops must end 
danger of collapse

T he Church of England 
is in its most serious 
crisis since the Reforma¬ 
tion. It was a crisis waiting 
to happen, and the decision 
of the General Synod on 
November 11. 1992, to ad- 
' mrt women to the order of 
priesthood was the catalyst 
rather than the cause. But 
it has been immeasurably 
deepened by those de¬ 
lighted by the synod's de¬ 
cision, in their triumphal¬ 
ism. insensitivity, and app¬ 
arent inability to compre¬ 
hend the opponents. 

Much will depend on the 
synod's House of Bishops if 
crisis is not to become 
collapse, and the 
“put-up or shut- 
up or get-out” 
statements of the 
more acidic bish¬ 
ops do not bode 
well for the 
future. The arch¬ 
bishops speak of 
the need to hon¬ 
our the “two in¬ 
tegrities” within 
the church, and 
they encourage 
the bishops to 
make appointments from 
both sides. 

Already there is enough 
evidence to show this to be 
a vain hope. The surprise is 
not that a few have chosen 
to put ambition before 
principle, but that nearly 
4.000 clergy have had the 
courage to make their 
opposition public. It would 
be foolish to ignore the 
conscientious needs of over 
a third of the active clergy. 

But the real crisis is one 
of authority. Does a church 
which claims to be "part of 
the one. holy, catholic and 
apostolic Church” have the 
authority to overturn uni¬ 
laterally a 2,000-year-old 
tradition? Many in the 
General Synod would an¬ 
swer yes, and indeed one 
senior lawyer in its mem¬ 
bership has argued that, m 
law, if the synod decided 
that Jesus Christ did not 
rise from the dead, then 
that would be the doctrine 
of die Church of England. 



To assume such authority 
for change indicates a 
readiness for a challenge to 
the authority of scripture. 
Already the fashionable but 
erroneous concept that it is 
the world, rather than God, 
which writes the church's 
agenda, has eaten away at 
this basic principle. 

Official reports on moral 
and theological issues show 
that while those who pro¬ 
duce them would accept the 
need to look to scripture, 
reason and tradition as the 
fundamental authorities, 
they would tend to give 
primacy to reason rather 
than to scripture. Thus the 
secular over¬ 
whelms the sa¬ 
cred. Yet I do 
believe that God 
guided the synod 
in November — 
not to ordain 
women, but to 
bring this crisis 
into the open, in 
preparation fora 
new reformation 
as fundamental 
as that in the 
16th and !7th 
centuries. It is a challenge 
shared in some degree by 
every important denomina¬ 
tion, and will lead in the 
next decade to a realign¬ 
ment — not between those 
who ordain women and 
those who refuse so to da 
not between Catholic and 
Protestant not by new 
groupings of churches in a 
semblance of unity. 

R ather, it will be a 
realignment through a 
schism between orthodox 
and liberal, between those 
who accept the primacy of 
scriptural authority’ and 
those who do not. between 
those who refuse to con¬ 
form to the world and those 
who seek ft. I thank God 
that November sets us on 
this path to renewal.

Florence bombers

MORE than ]00.000 people 
filed through Florence yester¬ 
day expressing contempt tor 
the perpetrators of a car bomb 
attack on the Uffizi Galleiy. 
Officials said that the muse¬ 
um could reopen partially 
within two weeks. 

The explosion early on 
Thursday is interpreted as a 
return to the “strategy of 
tension" of the 1970s and 
early 1980s in which shad¬ 
owy right-wingers linked to 
the secret services and 
organised crime carried out a 
series of bomb attacks that 
were aimed at destabilising 
the country and preventing 
the Communist party enter¬ 
ing government 

Press speculation was that 
the bomb in the Via 
Georgoffii which killed five 
people, including two child¬ 
ren, was part of a Mafia 
strategy to ease state pressure 
on Sicily, where the Cosa 
Nostra has suffered a number 
of setbacks. “ For the moment 
I would not speak only of 
Mafia." said Pier Luigi 
Vigna. the magistrate investi¬ 
gating the bombing. 

President Scaffaro visited 
the scene yesterday as thou¬ 
sands of Florentines staged 
the mast impressive demon¬ 
stration that the city has seen 
in 20 years. The crowd airged 
into the Piazza Santa Croce, 
where trade union leaders 
and Giorgio Morales, the 
mayor of Florence, observed a 
minute’s silence in memory of 
the dead. A four-hour general 
protest strike by unions dosed 
down much of the city. 

In Rome, the Italian flag 
flew at half-mast in mourning 
on the Palazzo Chigi, the 
office of the prime minister, 
Carlo Azegfio Ciampi, who 
promised “a firm reply” to 
what he called a “shameful 
gesture” designed to ruin the 
image of Italy abroad. The 
Pope sent a message con¬ 
demning what he called the 
inhuman violence of the 
bombing. Mass rallies were 
also staged in Naples. Milan.

Brescia and Bologna de¬ 
manding an end to terrorist 
outrages after the three big¬ 
gest unions proclaimed a two- 
hour strike against what they 
branded a terror campaign to 
stop Italy’s efforts to clean up 
its politics.

Disaster highlights restoration controversy 


THE devastation caused to 
the Uffizi Gallery in Florence 
raises Important questions 
over both the techniques and 
tire ethics of picture 
conservation. 

Paintings that will need 
restoration include Giotto’s 
Madonna della Costa, fin¬ 
ished in 1300, The Death of 
Adonis by Sebastiano del 
Piombo, a follower of Michel¬ 
angelo, and a Rubens’ picture 
of Henry IV of France at die 
battle of Ivry. 

Where a damaged painting 
is not a complete write-off 
the _ first move is to consoli¬ 
date an the remainin g paint 
surtocareftity.Thlsisdooe 
with facing paper laid over 
the surface to keep die paint 
an the canvas. Second, if 
enough of the old canvas 
remains, it will be fined, or 
refined, with a new canvas 
laid on top of tbe old canvas 
or fining. Occasionally, can¬ 
vas will be pieked away from

the paintwork, but this is 
usually done only in small 
areas; and exceptionally on 
whole paintings. Next, the 
canvas will be turned the 
right way op and the feeing 
paper removed pinx by tiny 
piece, and the piunt bonded 
to the canvas. 

Tire most contentions issue 
concerns areas of complete 
paint loss. The Italians, feced 
with many frescoes heavily 
restored in the 19 th century, 
have removed the over- 
painting and adopted a tech¬ 
nique of t r a tieggio , cross- 
hatching of lost areas in an 
a ppropriate colour. A similar 
philosophy of “noo-deceptive 
retouching" prevails in the 


conservation of oil paintings. 
By contrast in En gland, 
France and Germany, the 
usual approach is to conserve 
die painting in such a way 
that die newly conserved 
areas do not distract the eye 
from the enjoyment of the 
painting as a whole—a form 
of invisible mending, or, as 
the Italians would say. decep¬ 
tive retouching. “If die restor¬ 
er insists on too visible a 
distinction between original 
work and retouched areas, he 
can make himself Obtrusive." 
according to Ian McClure, of 
the Hamilton Kerr Institute 
of Picture Restoration in 
Cambridge. 

All leading conservators of 


both schools of thought are 
agreed that any conservation 
or retouching should be re¬ 
versible. that is capable of 
being removed without dam - 
aging tbe earlier paintwork. 

At the Hamilton Kerr Insti¬ 
tute, retouching is done in 
tempura. The Getty Founda¬ 
tion uses water colour. If ofl 
paint were applied on oil it 
would in time become impos¬ 
sible to separate. Mr Mac- 
Gore said: “We use tempura 
on top of the varnished layer. 
You can build it up in very 
thin layers to match the 
original artist’s colour and 
texture.” 

The Getty Foundation also 
makes use of high-quality 
odour photographic enlarge¬ 
ments. projected actual size 
over a damaged canvas, so a 
conservator can achieve an 
almo st perfect match of tex¬ 
ture. In some instances^ 
moulds have been taken or 
paint surface to achieve an 


exact simulation. In earlier 
centuries, restorers, who 
were often artists themselves, 
tended to be less concerned 
with the preservation of origi¬ 
nal paintwork and more in¬ 
terested in achieving a 
satisfactory overall effect 
“There is very little written in 
detail on the history of resto¬ 
ration. Restorers tend to be 
very secretive people,” Mr 
MacOure said. 

Today, picture conserva¬ 
tors are becoming ever more 
faimKar with painting s in a 
state of crisis, whether as a 
result of fires, such as those 
winch struck Hampton Court 
and Windsor Castle; or the 
aftermath of ter ro rism, civil 
war, and reyolntion. In Bu¬ 
charest, British conservators, 
invited to advise on restora¬ 
tion, found paintings stud¬ 
ded with bullets and 
shrapnel 

One thing is certain: repair 
will take a long time.

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UN and Americans 
discuss air relief 
mission to Maglaj

UNITED Nations relief offici¬ 
als were yesterday discussing 
starting relief air drops to the 
northern Bosnian town of 
Maglaj with the American 
military, it has been cut off for 
two weeks because of heavy 
shelling. Planes would take off 
from the Rhein-Main air base 
in Germany, where the relief 
air drop effort to towns such as 
Srebrenica and Gorazde is 
based. 

Relief supplies now reach 
Maglaj mainly from the Mus¬ 
lim-controlled town of Zenica 
in central Bosnia. But the' 
recent outbreaks of heavy 
fighting between previously 
allied Bosnian Croats and 
Muslim militias have turned 
much of the region into a 
virtually impassable war zone, 
with rival checkpoints set up a 
few hundred yards away from 
each other and continual 
sniping. 

However, extending the air 
drop is also a hazardous 
undertaking and not just for 
the aircrews. Two people were 
killed and eight wounded 


earlier this week by an aid 
crate parachuted onto the 
besieged enclave of Srebren¬ 
ica. Four people were killed at 
the start of this month by an 
aid container dropped onto 
Goradze, in southwest Bosnia. 
Other relief supplies delivered 
by air drop have landed 
behind Serb lines, providing 
ready-to-eat meals for the be¬ 
siegers instead of the besieged. 

Bosnian Serb artillery con¬ 
tinued to pound Maglaj yes¬ 
terday. Sarajevo radio re¬ 
ported fighting spreading 
across northern ana central 
Bosnia around the towns of 
Tuzla, Brcko and Olovo, and 
heavy clashes within Sarajevo. 
Bosnian Serb officers accuse 
Muslim fighters of launching 
a fresh attack on the northern 
Bosnian town of Doboj, the 
Belgrade-based Tanjug news 
agency reported. 

The eleventh day of the 
onslaught against Maglaj 
came after UN officials said 
that 32.000 people were 
under siege in the latest Bosni¬ 
an town to come under heavy 


and sustained attack from 
Serb forces. On average, five 
people a day are being IdQed. 
food supplies are running 
desperately low, and supplies 
of electricity and running wat¬ 
er are reduced to 90 minutes a 
day. 

Fighting also erupted across 
Sarajevo and six people were 
reported injured after a recent 
lull in the fighting that saw 
residents return to pavement 
cafes and bars in a temporary 
attempt to reclaim the dty 
streets. The fresh fighting 
began as the latest round of 
talks between the Bosnian 
Serbs, Muslim and Croat 
commanders to discuss the 
military disengagement of the 
Bosnian capital collapsed. 

Fighting in the Bosnian 
town of Mostar died down 
and a fresh round of talks on a 
joint command for the town 
was scheduled for last night 
The two sides exchanged up to 
400 soldiers captured during 
recent fighting.

The three rounds fired at a 
house across the road from 
the camp's main gate, where 
Croat HVO soldiers are posi¬ 
tioned, “calmed the whole 
area". 

The exchange of fire be¬ 
tween Muslims on a hill 
overlooking the camp and the 
Croats opposite the base had 
begun shortly after 10pm. 
The NCO fired back at about 
! I pm, and the shooting then 
stopped. 

Colonel Duncan said that 
the NCO had acted according 
to the rules of engagement, 
which allow UN soldiers to 
return fire if they are directly 
targeted.

HANNA Suchocka. the Pol¬ 
ish prime minister, lost a no- 
confidence vote in parliament 
yesterday and submitted her 
resignation to President 
Walesa, precipitating the 
country’s greatest political cri¬ 
sis since the end of sommunist 
rule in ] 9S9.

GERMANY’S constitution¬ 
al court yesterday threw out 
a law that would have 
liberalised abortion rules, 
and the judges instead im¬ 
posed strict curts on termi¬ 
nations. The move trig¬ 
gered immediate protests 
from women politicians, es- 
pedally in the east, where it 
has been relatively easy to, 
end pregnancies. 

The court ruling creates a 
new legal, and serially ex¬ 
plosive, situation. Until th£ 
government comes up with 
a new law, it will be virtually 
impossible, excqjt in cases 
of medical emergency, to 
cany out an abortion in 
eastern or western Ger¬ 
many without first gather¬ 
ing a sheaf of doctors 
certificates authorising the 
operation. Abortion has 
been declared fundamen¬ 
tally unconstitutional, but at 
the same time the judges 
emphasised that it would 
not be punished. 

“It’s just impossible." said 
Regine Hfldebrandt a So¬ 
cial Democratic politician. 
"Now we will have to de¬ 
fend ourselves." Huge dem¬ 
onstrations are planned in 
German cities. Christian 
Democrats have lodged a 
protest with the constitu¬ 
tional court about the new 
law — cleared through both 
houses of parliament that 
allows women to abort up to 
three months into their 
pregnancies provided that 
they first seek counseDing 
from official advice centimes. 

The law was linked with a 
decision to give German 
mothers a statutory right to 
a kindergarten place tor 
their children, and other 
measures which were sup¬ 
posed to encourage women 
to give birth.

A Soviet masterspy charms his way out of the cold 



James Bond: not a good role model, 
according to Dimitri Yakushkin 


LEST the gentlemen from the 
CIA are wondering what be¬ 
came of their old Toe Dimitri 
Yakushkin. for seven years the 
top KGB officer in Washington, 
they can rest assured his efforts 
have not gone unrewarded after 
the unscheduled demise of the 
Soviet Union. 

Major-General (retired) 
Yakushkin. a sprightly mid cul¬ 
tured 70-year-old, has just been 
given a “special award for 
services to intelligence” by the 
Russian government and loath 
to let go of his grip on world 
affairs he still works in a 
“consultative capacity” at the 
Tiiss news agency. 

Head of Soviet intelligence in 
America from 1975 to 1982 
when he was estimated by US 
sources to run some 500 agents, 
he was the most powerful KGB 
officer outside the Soviet Union. 
Fluent in English with a raffish 
charm. Mr Yakushkin secured 
die unwilling admiration of US 
intelligence circles during his 


Dimitri Yakushkin , once the KGB's top officer 
in Washington , has emerged from the shadows 
to receive an award for his espionage activities. 
Anne McElvoy arranged a rendezvous 


time posing as “counsellor” at 
the Soviet embassy. The Wash¬ 
ington Post bade him a gratify¬ 
ing farewell when he finally left 
the lions' den. praising him as 
“a moderate of refined 
temperament”. 

Quite why the Kremlin has 
now chosen to reward Mr 
Yakushkin. the first KGB roan 
to be publicly honoured since 
the collapse of the Soviet Union, 
is undear. It does however fit in 
with the revived confidence of 
the Moscow security services, 
headed by Yevgeny Primakov, 
from whose hands Mr Yaku¬ 
shkin received his reward in a 
gesture that is seen as acknowl¬ 
edging the Russian foreign in- 
tetfigence service as a successor 


to the KGB. In his acceptance 
speech Mr Yakushkin said: 
“The main feature of an agent 
should be his ability to think. It 
is not obligatory to be a perfect 
marksman or a sprinter. It is 
necessary to be wiser than the 
enemy, a charming person and 
to love the motherland-" 

We met for tea in an elegant 
building in a residential street 
whose only indication that it 
was used by the security service 
was heavily barred windows. 
Still elegant if a little infirm 
these days, the former spy chief 
lived up to his reputation for 
charm while proving stubbornly 
uninformative about his activi¬ 
ties. He did venture that the 
collapse of the Soviet Union was 


due to “errors by conservative 
dements”, that his old boss 
Andropov was “a far better 
leader” than Gorbachev and 
that Stalin despite his “ex¬ 
cesses” had been a great figure. 

Subversion has run in the 
family for several generations. 
His forebear. Ivan Yakushkin. 
was a prominent member of die 
Decembrist group of officers 
who tried to overthrow the tsar 
in 1825. He was eatQed to 
Siberia for 30 years and even 
after his return was classified as 
a destabilising dement and 
forced to live outside Moscow. 

Mr Yakushkin's grandfather, 
a deputy in the first Russian 
Duma, was deprived of his 
noble rank, accused of sedition 
and exiled in 1899. His own 
father also spent a year in jail 
during the Stalin years because 
of his membership of the Peas¬ 
ants* Party which opposed coll¬ 
ectivisation. As an officer in an 
elite tank regiment during the 
second world war and later an 


economist for the state plan¬ 
ning authority. Mr Yakushkin 
was on the right side of history. 
He was recruited by the KGB 
and sent to the United Nations. 
“My stay there was connected 
with the international situa¬ 
tion,” he said helpfully. In 1969 
he was placed briefly in charge 
of agents in Britain. Would he 
like to tell us something about 
this work? “No.” 

He said that he admired Kim 

Phil by and George Blake and 
exhibited the unshakeable mor¬ 
al arrogance of a true KGB 
man. “The British agents who 
came to us always acted from 
idealism.” he said. "The Rus¬ 
sians who went over to you were 
motivated by materia! guns.” 

He evidently revelled in his 
status in Washington and even 
took his son to see James Bond 
movies. "We were very amused 
because M r Bond was always in 
the company of so many pretty 
ladies. The sad truth 1 can 
report to you is that a good 


intelligence officer has to avoid 
such alluring companions.” An 
hour and a half iarer he had still 
revealed nothing of any conse¬ 
quence about his own work. He 
deariy believed that an old KGB 
man’s job was to hold his 
tongue for ever. 

The Americans, meanwhile, 
are a little piqued to hear that 
only two months after President 
Clinton dug deep into his pock¬ 
ets at the Vancouver summit to 
aid Russia, the Kremlin is feting 
an old enemy. “It seems a little 
ungrateful" said one senior 
diplomat 

Asked whether he considered 
the collapse of communism and 
the Soviet Union as a defeat Mr 
Yakushkin said it was only a 
temporary setback. “There were 
a lot of mistakes but there were 
fewer fools in the KGB than 
elsewhere and we have a lot of 
achievements to our name.” 
Unfortunately he did not fee) 
inclined to tell us what they 
were. 


Washington 
, compromises 
on Peking’s 
trade status

PEKING heaved a sigh of 
relief last night after President 
Clinton decided to abandon 
his campaign promises to get 
tough with China in favour of 
a few homilies on human 
rights. 

The president renewed Chi¬ 
na's most-favoured nation 
(MFN) status unconditionally 
for one more year, but made 
future renewal of the status 
dependent on a series of 
human rights conditions. The 
president's derision attaches 
for the fust time conditions to 
trade relations with China, but 
falls far short of his strong 
rhetoric of last year. 

Chris Patten, the Hong 
Kong governor, recognised 
this. He would have preferred 
no conditions at all, he said, 
bui Mr Clinton's statement “is 
a good deal better than many 
people feared”. 

China’s leaders win contin¬ 
ue to repeat the official state¬ 
ment, preemptively uttered 
two days ago by foreign 
ministry, that MFN status is 
not a blessing, and that any 
conditions, no matter how 
woolly, are an intrusion into 
China's sovereign rights. 

Between themselves the 
Chinese leaders will under¬ 
stand that Mr Clinton's execu¬ 
tive order is an entreaty to 
China to do something: re¬ 
specting Tibet’s culture, but 
not its identity, and taking 
steps to begin to adhere, but 
not to accede to. the interna¬ 
tional covenant on civil and 
political rights, which will 
make it unnecessary for the 
president to put himself. Pe¬ 
king. and Hong Kong 
through the wringer of uncer¬ 
tainty next year. 

Mr Clinton claimed that his 
decision would “open a new 
chapter in United States policy 
toward China”. His order also 
puts, at least for the time 
being, an end to previous 
divisions between the White 
House, which favoured free 
and open trade relations with 
China, and Congress, where a 
majority has been in favour of 
using the trade privileges as a 
lever to improve China’s rights 
recorcL 

The compromise deal was 
hailed last night by die two 
leading Congressional hawks 
on China. Senator George 
MitchelL the Democrat ma¬ 


jority leader, and Nancy 
Petosi, a Democratic Con¬ 
gresswoman. who had both 
previously drafted a tough bill 
that imposed strict conditions: 

The executive order con¬ 
tains two definite, and five 
judgmental, clauses. The two 
specific conditions require that 
China will have to “substan¬ 
tially promote the freedom of 
emigration” and comply with 
a bilateral 1992 agreement to 
end prison labour. 

The remaining conditions 
call on China to permit inter¬ 
national radio and television 
broadcasts into China, protect 
Tibet’s cultural and religious 
heritage, ensure humane 
treatment of prisoners, ac¬ 
count for and release political 
prisoners, and improve its 
human rights record. 

“Hong Kong itself is a 
catalyst of democratic values, 
and we strongly support Gov¬ 
ernor Patten’s efforts to broad¬ 
en democratic rights." Mr 
Clinton said. 

Christine Loh, a legislative 
councillor in Hong Kong, 
said."I think it is good Mr 
Clinton mentioned Hong 
Kong. And that he mentioned 
die covenant, if China were to 
accede in the coming year it 
would certainly help to fulfil 
China's guarantee in the 1984 
joint declaration that Hong 
Kong will continue to be 
protected by die covenant” 

There is some hope of this, 
since the joint declaration is a 
treaty lodged at the UN. In 
China, however, the hope is 
faint During the week that 
Mr Clinton was trying to 
balance die pleas of the hu¬ 
man rights activists to say 
something tough to China, 
against those oldie American

Clinton wins narrow tax victory

PRESIDENT Clinton, dearly

plod his presidency. Instead 
he was given a desperately 
needed chance to move be¬ 
yond controversies that haw 
dominated h is first four 
months in office and get his 
administration bade on track. 

A Newsweek poll completed 
just before the vote showed Mr 
Clinton's approval rating at a 
new low of 36 per cent Fifty 
per cent disapproved. 56 per 
cent said he had lost touch 
with ordinary Americans, and 
49 per cent believed he lacked 
the ability needed to tadde the 
nation's problems.

As late as midday on Thurs¬ 
day. Mr Clinton still did not 
have the votes he needed and 
he personally telephoned 


neatly 60 congressmen in the 
final hours. 

The debate culminated in 
an impassioned speech by 
Tom Foley, the House speak¬ 
er. in which he implored 
colleagues to “stand and deliv¬ 
er”. Whips literally stood be¬ 
hind waverers as they cast 
their votes and the chamber 
erupted in wfld applause 
when, after 14 minutes of 
intense suspense, the electron¬ 
ic scoreboard finally registered 
the 217th vote in favour. 

One senior Republican sug¬ 
gested yesterday that, al¬ 
though Mr Clinton had been 
brought back from the dead, 
he was still on life support.

The president has 
brought much humiliation 
on himself, but rt could be 
that he has learnt a bit 
about foe realities surround¬ 
ing his office during foe 
past few painful weeks. In¬ 
deed, he said as much 
during his question and 
answer session on Thurs¬ 
day, claiming he now un¬ 
derstood how important 
apparently trivial matters, 
like airport haircuts, could 
be made to seem. It is such 
absurd, peripheral things 
that do most damage to a 
president if they are not 
competently handled. 
Another sign that he may 
recover has been the huge 
lobbying effort which his 
staff put into getting the 
House to approve his bud¬ 
get biH It may yet fail in foe 
Senate, but at least he now 
seems to understands foe 
realities on Capitol HflL 

In foe meantime, he told 
his audience in the Rose 
Garden, he is trying to team 
to fau gh at his lithe misfor¬ 
tunes. “You know, when 
little things get made big, 
and big things get made 
little... If you didn't have a 
sense of humour ... you’d 
be grounded down to noth¬ 
ing pretty quick." But he'll 
be grounded down to noth¬ 
ing anyway, if he doesn’t 
stop them happening.

No memorial for the terrorist 


St Ethelburga’s church must be 
rebuilt, not left as a monument to the 


evil of the IRA, Simon Jenkins says 


S o Lord Fudge has ditched 
Lord Stodge, and Fidget has 
gone the way of Midget 
Piffle has survived, bffi Wrote 
is said to be not long for this world-As 
to why Squirt was promoted, that 
baffles even the potboy, who knows 
everything. But these are passing 
fancies. In the dose at Barchester, the 
rooks are crying from the elms and a 
mightier battle is joined. And when 
baffle is joined in Barchester. every 
Fudge, Stodge, Piffle and Squirt 
should look to Itis laurels. 

I refer to the extraordinary events 
that have followed the Mowing to bits 
of St Ethelburga’s church in the City 
of London on the morning of April 
24. A bomb demolished its west waft, 
foe last stretch of medieval street 
frontage in the City, together with its 
roof and I8th-centuiybeff-turreLThe 
interior was reduced to a tangled 
mass of wood and masonry. 

From Belfast to Beirut from Brigh¬ 
ton to Manhattan, foe response to 
such incidents is always the same: 
rebuild at once. The terrorist tike the 
vandal, wishes to leave a memorial to 
his perverted grievance. He must be 
deprived of that memorial. The 
Grand Hotel, Brighton, Belfast opera 
house, foe Baltic Exchange and the 
roof of Westminster Hall were aU 
instantly restored. St Ethelburga’s, 
the smallest church in the City, was 
spared by the Great Fire.' and has 
lived on, delightfully almost cheekily, 
beneath the office diffo of 
Bishopsgate. Itwas a grade one listed 
building. The fabric is not burnt and 
most of its components can be 
numbered and reassembled- Noth¬ 
ing could be less cont r ov er sial. 

Except to the Church of England. I 
sometimes think that institution 
would split over how to multiply two 
by two. After the bomb, an appeal for 
St Ethelburga’s and other damaged 
churches was proposed to the London 
diocese. One and three-quarter mil¬ 
lion pounds was needed lor rebuild¬ 
ing. At least £ 100,000 {raised by TTie 
Times among others) was pledged at 
once. The builders. Sir Robert 
McAlpine, offered to store the various 
stones and beams. Fundraisers re¬ 
gard the sum as easily realisable. Yet 


the Diocese of London stalled- Why? 

Fra an answer we must return to 
Barchester. There the Granftys, of the 
old religion, are locked in combat 
with foe evangelical Proudies. The 
London diocese is at present domi¬ 
nated by Proudies. The new bishop, 
David Hope, is an AngloCatholic 
but in this affair is dominated fcpy his 
Proudtesque archdeacon. Gouge 
Cassidy, and Dick Lucas, the rector of 
St Hden’s Bishopsgate. both evan¬ 
gelicals and both in a position to 
determine foe future of St 
Ethelburga’s. Mr Lucas is a preacher 
of foe “Reform" evangelical move¬ 
ment His congregations at St Hel¬ 
en’s haw been large. TO him and the 
archdeacon, St Ethelburga’s was a 
bastion of Anglo-Catholic worship. It 
was declared “redundant” in 1991 
and Mr Lucas hatched plans to plant 
offices on its garden and vestry. 

With every other Bishopsgate prop¬ 
erty frantically rebuilding, the arch¬ 
deacon has warned foal foe Church 
“be not carried away by sentimental¬ 
ity, nostalgia or mere emotion”. He 
and others within die St Paul’s 
chapter regard many of the City's 38 
surviving churches as an encum¬ 
brance. A commission is now rifting 
under Lord Tempteman to investi¬ 
gate their future. Some of foe 
Proudies have even been heard to 
mutter that “the IRA should have 
demolished a few more". 

Against the Proudies are ranged 
the Grantiys. They want St 
Ethefourga’s rebuilt, either as an 
active church or as a chapel of ease. 
They indude the surviving parish 
derk of St Ethelburga’s, Paul Suther¬ 
land, and his former churchwarden. 
Cherry Stevens, They are supported 
by at least one St Paul’s canon, John 
Halliburton. Behind them must be 
counted thousands of City workers 
who might have found refuge in the 
chapel conversion proposed before 
foe bomb: a sanctuary from the stress 
of office life; a haven, a place of 
meditation. St Ethdburga’s, like 
similar churches in Norwich and 
Bristol, always had a future. 

Also among the Grantiys are those 
who feel that bombers should not be 
allowed to dictate London’s town 



Efodburga’s. Its supporters bitterly 
protest that its 1991 redundancy was 
because they pursued a “more tradi¬ 
tional form of worship”. They accuse 
the chapter of being secretly pleased 
foe bomb destroyed their building. 
Certainly those wanting to help the 
appeal have been shocked at the 
resistance from St Paul’s chapter. The 
fatter seem desperate that there 
should be no trace of St Efoelburga 
left. In tire words of the G randy 
faction: “It’s simple, they can’t risk a 
bolshie congregation back” 

The Bishop of London has rather 
desperatety proposed a garden of 
remembrance for IRA victims in 
place of the church. He is unabashed 
that this would answer foe IRA's 
dream: a gaping hole in a line of 
restored buddings, a 30-foot patch of 
grimy grass in perpetual memorial to 
the terrorist's cruelty. Even the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, .initially in 
favour of refankiing, is now said to be 
unsure. The Church fa split from lop 
to bottom. It wifl not support an 
appeal. Yet as ft delays, the mood of 
public generosity inevitahly lessens.

The City’s huge income 
should support “braidings of respose” 
as it now munificently supports 
former churchyards as gardens. The 
search for urban tranquillity is no 
different under cover from in the 
open. The City, or the Museum of 
London, should taken on St 
Ethelburga’s if the Church does not. 

Yet the Church will not have thatlt 
fa not welcoming help or fund-raisers. 
One faction turns away the assurance 
of money rather than see a monu¬ 
ment to a rival faction rise from the 
dust A bishop would prefer a 
memorial to the IRA in central 
London than allow an Anglo-Catho¬ 
lic structure be restored free of charge. 

In my view, these Proudies should 
tready warily. Stodge and Fidget may 
have been sacked, but Squirt has 
been moved to the environment 
department Squirt has read his 
Trollope and is known to be of the 
Grantiy persuasion.

VIRGINIA Bottomley may 
have survived the reshufffie, 
but she lost no time in walking 
into fresh controversy. The 
health secietaiy barely gave 
Kenneth Clarke time to get his 
Hush Puppies into No II, 
before she ser about upsetting 
the Royal Academy.

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A SHORT REPRIEVE 

Bill Clinton is in need of a new route-map 


At the end of a dreadful month for his 
presidency, the close victory for his economic 
plan in the House of Representatives has 
given President Clinton a breathing space in 
which to recreate his credibility at home and 
abroad. For this relief. Mr Clinton yesterday 
gave voluble thanks. 

Despite the asset of a 257-176 Demo¬ 
cratic majority in the lower house, the 
president forestalled a damaging defeat only 
after last-minute concessions to conservative 
Democrats which he had earlier rejected on 
principle. Last February he set out to reduce 
the deficit over five years by $496 billion. 
The total has since shrunk to $337 billion; 
and the man who swore to bury the 
Democrats’ “tax and spend" image has been 
far more drastic in raising taxes than in 
cutting expenditure. Any weakening on the 
energy tax component of the bill in the 
Senate will intensify doubts about Mr 
Clinton's ability to lead. 

Some of his problems, as he half-conceded 
this week, may be attributable to the 
ineptitude of his White House team. But 
shaking up his staff will bring no more than 
cosmetic improvements unless the president 
himself discovers how to govern. During the 
campaign. Mr Bush scoffed at his oppo¬ 
nent’s promises to take “rough decisions" to 
change America, retorting that this was a 
man who wanted to be on every side of every 
argument and was constitutionally in¬ 
capable of setting priorities and taking 
unpopular decisions. So far. MrClinton can 
set against that charge only the relaunching 
of the Middle East peace talks and one 
indubitably courageous decision, his chall¬ 
enge to Americans to see investing in 
Russia’s stability as part of their domestic 
agenda. For the rest changeability, a 
characteristic unappealing to Americans 
and alarming to their allies, is fast/displacing 
“change” as his hallmark.

DANGEROUS TO KNOW 

Judgments cannot be shirked when the public is at risk 


Beverley Ailitt was yesterday sentenced to life 
imprisonment on 13 charges of murder, 
attempted murder and causing grievous 
bodily harm to children in her care. Mr 
Justice Latham’s words made it dear that 
Ailitt was unlikely ever to be released- “The 
purpose hereafter must be the permanent 
containment of you in order to protect the - 
public." Sound words. Too often m this case, 
as in a great many less sp ectacular ones, 
there has been a suspidon that protecting 
innocent potential victims has come too low 
in the priorities of public agendes. 

By coincidence, a court case with some 
disturbing parallels also came to a conclu¬ 
sion this week. A young psychologist 
working in a hostel for the mentally ill was 
stabbed to death by a schizophrenic patient 
whose violent history should have rendered 
her ineligible for such a hostel placement 
Erhi Inweh was found not guilty of murder 
by reason of insanity, and committed to 
Broadmoor secure hospital after killing 23- 
year-old Katie Sullivan. Although in this 
case, paradoxically, the crime was commit¬ 
ted by a patient against a staff member, 
there are some striking resemblances to the 
mistakes that arose with Beverley Ailitt- 
Once again, known facts that should have 
alerted the authorities to a dangerous 
personality were ignored or dismissed. A 
combination of naivety, poor commun¬ 
ications and, perhaps, wishful thinking, 
resulted in avoidable death. 

The line between criminality and illness— 
culpability and innocence — is one tiiat has 
become increasingly blurred. This is partly 
for the good reason that society now has a 
more sophisticated and less demoniacal view 
of human behaviour, and partly for the less 
goexi one that certain ideologies that have 


become entrenched in the social services seek 
to define evil and blame out of existence 
altogether. The reluctance to make hard 
judgments or outright condemnations of 
individuals has clouded the issues of' 
criminal justice and produced real dangers 
to public safety. Protecting offenders, 
■whether they are mentally ill or not from the 
consequences of their actions takes prece¬ 
dence too often over protecting other people 
who are unfortunate enough to cross their 
paths (and who, as often as not are debarred 
from just the information which might have 
forewarned them). 

The new secretary of state at the Home \ 
Office. Mr Michael Howard, is known to be 1 
deeply committed to the cause of law and 
order. If Home Office concerns are about to | 
swing back from business management to , 
moral rectitude, then it would be .worth Mr 
Howard's while to reflect on how much 
more subtle the issue of protecting the public 
has become. What the voter in the street 
means when he cries out for a firm stand on 
law and order, is not only that he wishes to 
feel safe on the streets and in his home, but 
that he would like to believe that his elected 
government had more sympathy with the 
blameless victims of crime than with its 
perpetrators. Neither the Ailitt nor the 
Inweh case come, strictly speaking, into Mr* 
Howard’s brief, since they were the technical 
responsibilties of the Department of Health, 
but the spirit in which fatal decisions were 
taken in those cases has very much to do with 
the reluctance of public officials to make 
unequivocal moral judgements. Mr How¬ 
ard has been widely termed a “heavyweight" 
this week — and rightly so. He must use 
some of that weight to reverse the tendency 
to turn aside due responsibility.

Mr Clinton cannot both be for a 
Gatt deal and for managed trade with 
America's European and Japanese compet¬ 
itors. The retreat on Bosnia amid evolve into 
a generalised retreat from America’s 50-year 
commitment to European stability. The 
American recovery is febrile, and infla¬ 
tionary pressures are simultaneously 
increasing.

Letting down our 
young musicians 

From Professor Peter Dickinson 
and others 

Sir, British youth orchestras are the 
envy of the mrenutionai musical 
world for die opportunities they 
provide for young musicians to make 
rapid headway in and beyond their 
own schools. 

UntQ recently they ha\e been sup¬ 
ported tty a network of arrangements 
for specialist instrumental and vocal 
tuition through kxnl authorities, 
largely free of charge. 'Hie essential 
point has been this access to individ¬ 
ual teaching regardless of parental 
ability to pay for it. 

However, the new structures involv¬ 
ing local management of schools will 
leave no scope for a pattern buBi up 
since the war with such excellent 
resulis. The national curriculum in 
music fails to provide for individual 
lessons or for the co-ordination of 
performing bodies. In our view, as 
professors of music at English univer¬ 
sities, we believe the damage will be so 
great that planners must have ne¬ 
glected to assess the outcome. 

The consequences for all involved in 
musical education are grave. For 
more than a generation the perform¬ 
ing standard of entrants to university 
music departments has constantly 
risen, along with the quality of our 
orchestras and other ensembles. 

Music is a practical subject, playing 
starts early and the loss of initial 
grounding can never be made up. 
Further, at a time when the Arts 
Council is placing a new emphasis on 
broader participation in the arts (as 
stated in its document. A Creative 
Future) we believe tiiat continuing 
support for these lessons is the best 
thing that could be done for both 
amateurs and professionals. We hope 
that an impending survey commis¬ 
sioned by the council and other 
organisations will confirm this. 

If this issue is not to become a tragic 
case of ruining something that has 
proved to be of immense benefit—the 
life-blood of music in this country — 
the unanimous warning voice of all 
involved in musical education must 
now be heeded before it is too late.

Historic lesson for peace in Bosnia 


From Sir Reginald Hibbert 

Sir, The comparison is painful, but 
the five-power agreement to leave 
Bosnia stricken and defenceless (lead¬ 
ing article, "Shameful retreat", May 
24) has no more chance of bringing 
peace to the Balkans than the Munich 
agreement, stripping Czechoslovakia 
of its defences and breaking it into 
pieces, had of bringing peace to 
Europe 54 years ago. 

We are told that the agreement wlU 
serve to stop the killing and prevent 
the fighting from spreading, it is an 
extraordinary innovation to regard 
stopping the foiling as a valid objec¬ 
tive when faced with armed aggres¬ 
sion. It cannot be other than a 
euphemism for acceptance of defeat 
And, of course; the foiling by the Serbs 
does not stop. 

Even if Bosnia is reduced to a desert 
and the resulting devastation is called 
peace, the wider problem of Serbian 
nationalist self-assertion and iis vio¬ 
lent repercussions among neigh¬ 
bouring people wiU not be solved. It 
may even be aggravated as the Serbs 
are encouraged in their over-con¬ 
fidence. 

It is depressing that ministers, high 
officials, generals, etc still refer to 
events in Bosnia as civil war. This is a 
very superficial assessment One of the 
reasons for dinging ro it is presum¬ 
ably tiiat it makes it possible to avoid 
identifying the armed challenge by 
the Serbs to all their neighbours, 
thereby providing spurious justifica¬ 
tion for doing nothing effective to stop 
iL 

It is also depressing that the only 
possible remedy commonly discussed 
is massive armed intervention by 
outside powers, while die simpler idea 
of arming the Bosnian Muslims is 
summarily dismissed. This serves as a 
further guarantee against anything 
effective being done, because massive 
militaiy intervention can never be 
expected to be popular until elec¬ 
torates. 

The accent on humanitarian aid 
under United Nations auspices is yet 
another excuse for not bolstering 
Bosnian resistance. Individuals are 
kept alive while the people goes under 
and the UN is tarnished by being 
made to bear responsibilities which 
are beyond iL 

Whai now seems to be required is a 
comprehensive plan for me whole 
Balkan area, by which it would be 
made dear to the Serbs tiiat the 
Western powers intend in the long 
teim to help ail Serbia’s neighbours to 
be strong enough to frustrate Serbian 
efforts to dominate them.

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Obituaries 





Si r John D avis, former chief 
executive, chairman and 
president of the Rank 
Organisation, died on May 27 
aged 86. He was born tm 
November 10.1906. 

JOHN DAVIS was one of the most 
forceful businessmen of his time, 
exercising autocratic power over Brit¬ 
ain s postwar film industry, which he 
pruned ruthlessly, and going on — by 
means of a brilliant investment in the 
Xerox copying machine company — 
to build the Rank Organisation into 
one of the counny*s most successful 
conglomerates, controlling cinemas, 
hotels, holiday-camps and bingo- 
halls. 

An ebullient, dictatorial figure who 
acknowledged four marriages but 
was reputed to have entered into six. 
Davis ruled the Rank Organisation 
as a personal fiefdom and was 
directly responsible both for its 
successes and its failures. He was 
loathed as much as he was admired 
and was notorious for the way he 
bossed around the Rank Organ¬ 
isation's contract film stars and 
starlets; and for the cold blooded 
manner in which he axed executives, 
dispatching around 70 during his 
tenure of office. His most spectacular 
boardroom battle occurred in 1975 
when, at the age of 68 when he was 
chairman but reluctant to delegate 
authority, he sacked Graham Daw¬ 
son, the company's chief executive: It 
was a messy and public affair in 
which Lord Goodman was called in . 
for legal advice by Rank and a former 
governor of the Bank of England. 
Lord O'Brien, played a pivotal role as 
a non-executive director. 

John Henry Harris Davis was 
educated at the City of London 
School and started his business 
career with the British Thompson 
Houston Electric Group. In 1938 he 
became chief accountant to the 
Odeon cinema chain at that time run 
by a Birmingham metal merchant, 
Oscar Deutscb. 

In 1942 J. Arthur Rank (later 
Lord Rank} bought control of Odeon 
Theatres, and made Davis joint 
managing director, along with 
Deutsch. That Davis remained in 
senior management for so long was 
due in no small part to the personal 
confidence Rank had in him. and 
which he continued to have through¬ 
out the subsequent controversies. 

Davis was promoted to managing 
director of the Rank Organisation in

1948. As such he was responsible for 
more than 500 Rank cinemas in 
Britain and scores more throughout 
the Commonwealth. More signifi¬ 
cantly, although his name never 
appeared in any film credits, he 
exercised supreme power over which 
films were made, at which studios 
and with what budgets. He also 
controlled the careers of such bright 
film stars of the time as Jack 
Hankins, Kay Kendall and Anthony 
Steel and the dozens of others who 
were contracted to Rank, even in¬ 
structing them on the' way they 
should dress for official Rank func¬ 
tions. 

In the 1950s, however, the British 
film industry was facing a slump. Not 


only was the industry encountering 
intense competition from often supe¬ 
rior Hollywood productions, but die 
duty which had previously protected 
the domestic product from American 
imports had recently been scrapped. 
Public taste in entertainment was 
also changing, particularly with the 
advent of television. The company 
was in debt to the tune of £ 16 million 
and Davis felt justified in initiating a 
process of "rationalisation" of inter¬ 
ests a euphemism for the closure of 
cinemas and the making of fewer 
films. Although this was strongly 
criticised at the time, it made a 
complete restructuring of the organ¬ 
isation passible. The company was 
broken into 20 divisions, each with 


its own responsibility and account¬ 
ability to a divisional director. 

Under Davis's control. Rank 
began to diversity, extending into 
television-set manufacture, hotels 
and scientific equipment, as well as 
• leisure activities such as ten-pin 
bowling and ballroom dancing. In 
the 1970s. Davis broughi City Wall 
Properties. Butlin’s and Oddenino's 
Property and Investment Company 
into the organisation. 

Over the two decades that Davis 
was in control, the Rank Organis¬ 
ation grew into an enourmous con¬ 
glomerate and became one of the 
country's star performers in terms of 
exports. Davis’s financial manage¬ 
ment was certainly competent, but 
what really tipped die scales as far as 
profits were concerned was his deci¬ 
sion to enter the zerography market 
(the photocopying process). Davis 
was no engineer and was making a 
decision to back an unproven techni¬ 
cal product It was a gamble that paid 
off. The Rank Organisation jointly 
with Xerox corporation of Rochester, 
New York, formed Rank Xerox in 
1956. and in 1969 began to manu¬ 
facture a range of other scientific 
products including computers. Rank 
Xerox performed just as well outside 
America, and zerography eventually 
came to account for over 40 per cent 
of the group sales turnover. 

By 1969, the organisation’s total 
profits had reached £60 million, and 
by Z972 over £80 miUion Parity 
through good fortune, partly through 
management prowess and "hunch", 
Davis had became known as one of 
Britain's most formidable business¬ 
men. as well as one of the most 
ruthless. There was, it was noted, an 
unusually high turnover among se¬ 
nior management staff closest to 
him: “I eat managing directors for 
breakfast", he once said. His business 
as weD as his personal life was 
marked by squalls and acrimony, 
most of which arose from his unwill¬ 
ingness to delegate authority. 

Over the years Davis's strength 
within Rank had been underpinned 
by the 53 per cent holding that the 
Rank Foundation (of which he was a 
trustee) held in the company. This 
“undemocratic" capital structure was 
the cause of much contention with 
ordinary shareholders. In 1972, 
however. American shareholders in 
the organisation (who held only non¬ 
voting "A” shares) managed to 
effectively stop Davis's take-over bid 
for the brewery concern, Watney 


Mann, after bitter exchanges at semi- 
public meetings. The Americans 
were concerned that Rank Xerox's 
profits would be diluted by the 
takeover. 

In September 1975, disputes be¬ 
tween Davis and his chief executive 
and heir apparent. Graham Daw¬ 
son, erupted into a serious board- 
room row. The main points of the 
dispute were over Davis's diversifica¬ 
tion plans and general management 
style. But Dowson was not backed up 
by the rest of the Rank board, who 
were made up almost entirety of non¬ 
executive directors, and whose re¬ 
sponsibilities for the day-to-day 
running of the firm were not entirety 
dear. 

Although Dowson was forced to 
leave, subsequent criticism from 
shareholders and the press over the 
sacking brought matters to a head for 
Davis. In 1976. ft was announced 
that votes would be given to the 
neaity 140 voteless “A" shares held 
in the organisation, and that Davis 
would retire as chairman in March 
1977. He went on to hold tire 
position of president until 19S3. 

John Davis was knighted in the 
Birthday Honours of J 97 J. The last 
year of his chairmanship of the Rank 
Organisation was clouded by disap¬ 
pointing finandai results for the 
shareholders, but more important 
was the damage done to the “image” 
of business by the chairman's domi¬ 
neering management style, which 
had become more obsessive with age. 
The flamboyance of bis personal life 
did not improve matters. Neverthe¬ 
less. the early decisions he took with 
regard to the structure of the British 
film industry helped to ensure the 
survival of the Rank Organisation. 

His judgment was vindicated by 
the development of the zerography 
business, in which he took a bold lead 
after others had faltered. He also 
devoted much time and enthusiasm 
to encouraging the arts, supporting 
charities and promoting business 
professionalism, especially in the 
advertising industry. 

The wives whom John Davis 
acknowledged were Joan Bucking¬ 
ham, whom he married in 1926 and 
by whom he had one son; Marian 
Gavid. whom he married in 1947 | 
and with whom he had two daugh- I 
ters; Dinah Sheridan, the actress, j 
whom he married in 1954; this 
marriage was dissolved in 1965 and 
in 19/6 Ire married Mrs Felidiy 
Rutland. 


DR JONATHAN 
GLUCKMAN 


Dr Jonathan Giudunan, 
the South African 
independent pathologist 
who performed the post¬ 
mortem examination on 
Steve Biko, died in 
Johannesfairg on May 25 
aged 78. He was born in 
Johannesburg on 
December 18,1914. 

AT AN age when most people 
would be contentedly retired. 
Jonathan Gluckman took on 
the lull might of the South 
African government A year 
ago he dedr red that he be¬ 
lieved that the majority of 200 
detainees on whom he had 
performed post-mortems “had 
been violently done to death 
by.lower level policemen". His 
claims were angrily chal¬ 
lenged by the minister of law 
and order and the police but 
he refused to back down. 

In the first test of one of his 
reports last February an in- 
qiiesi found a police lieutenant 
responsible for the death of a 
black detainee who drowned 
in a swimming pool at a 
Soweto police station. 

Nor did Gluckman back 
down in 1977 when he car¬ 
ried our a post-mortem on 
Sieve Biko. the black con¬ 
sciousness leader, who died in 
the hands of the security 
police. After a lengthy inquest 
it was accepted that Biko had 
suffered massive brain dam¬ 
age although nobody was 
blamed for it 

Since 1985 when he retired 
from practice to consult on his 
three specialities — tissue, 
anatomical and forensic pa¬ 
thology — Gluckman had 
accepted work from lawyers 
acting on behalf of relatives of 
those who died in detention 
and found himself testifying at 
inquests on numerous occa¬ 
sions and dashing vigourous- 
ly with the authorities. He was 
regarded by colleagues as a 
man prepared to risk his 
reputation for justice but he 
refused ever to make any 
political statements. 

Although he had been in ill- 
health for several years he was 



still active as a consultant in 
forensic pathology up to the 
time of his death and was on 
the board of Medical Rescue 
International, art emergency 
medical service for sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa, which he helped to 
found. 

Jonathan Ghickman was 
bom in Johannesburg and 
studied medicine at the Univ¬ 
ersity of the Wirwatersrand 
and at St Barth Dimew's Hos¬ 
pital. London. He took up 
pathology during the second 
world war while serving with 
the South African Medical 
Corps in the Middle East and 
Italy, spedalising later at the 
British Post-Graduate Medi¬ 
cal School. He established 
South Africa's largest general 
pathology laboratory and 
founded the Transvaal Society 
of Pathology. 

He was also a long-standing 
fellow of the Royal College of 
Medicine and a prolific writer 
for professional journals. 
When he did relax he in¬ 
dulged a passion for opera or 
painted oils which decorated 
the walls of his Johannesburg 
office. He was also a keen trout 
fisherman. He is survived by 
his wife Lois, two sons and a 
daughter. 
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Lieutenant-Colonel Sir 
Marlin GBIiai. GCVCX 
MBE, Private Secretary to 
the Queen Mother, died 
on May 27 aged 80. He 
was bora on February 8, 
1913. 

MARTIN GILLIAT. soldier 
and courtier, would have in¬ 
spired a magnificent Spy car¬ 
toon. Tall, with wisps of hair 
spiking upwards, whimsical of. 
expression, his eyes half 
dosed, he stood in his later 
years in the shape of a ques¬ 
tion mark, head forward, 
knees bent as though from 
half a lifetime of berating bis 
ear to the lesser height of his 
royal mistress. On the Queen 
Mother’s more important 
public engagements. Gilliat 
was always a pace or two 
behind, protective, benign 


and heJpfuL He succeeded 
Captain Oliver Dawnay as 
Private Secretary to Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother 
in 1956 and for the next 37 
years was the mainstay of her 
Household, particularly after 
the death of Sir Arthur Penn 
in J 960. Gilliat was in the best 
tradition of the bachelor gen¬ 
tleman courtier, polite, brave, 
the scion of two rich, landed 
families; combining his execu¬ 
tive role with a deep personal 
friendship with the Queen 
Mother. 

Gilliat was the second son of 
Lt Colonel John Babington 
Gilliat. DSO. DL. JP, a Hert¬ 
fordshire landowner. The 
Gffliats (Sir Martin's grandfa¬ 
ther was Governor of die Bank 
of England) were seated at 
Chorieywood Cedars. Rick- 
mansworth and Frogmore 


HaE. Hertfordshire, but 
moved to the Manor House; 
Welwyn, which was Sir Mar¬ 
tin’s home, though latterly he 
moved to Appletrees. Welwyn. 
His mother, Muriel GriimeD- 
MUne, also came from a 
banking famity. 

Gffliars rider brother, a 
lieutenant in the Royals, fell 
foul of a tiger in India and 
died of his injuries in 1935, 
leaving Martin as heir. Gilliat 
was educated at Eton (where 
he was a Rambler), and pro¬ 
ceeded via Sandhurst to the 
King's Royal Rifle Corps in 
1933. 

He served in the British 
Empire Force in the second 
wo rid war. and was men¬ 
tioned in dispatches, but from 
1 940 to J 945. he was impris¬ 
oned at Colditz. Gilliat was 
awarded the MBE in 1946. 


Modestly he never liked to 
expand cm bis Colditz days. 

From 1947 to 1948 he was 
Deputy Military Secretary to 
Lord Mountbatten, when he 
was Viceroy of India. On the 
night of September 9, 1947, 
he was malting a routine 
inspection of the sentry guard 
arrangements at a hospital in 
Delhi in the company of the 
author. Alan Campbell-John- 
son. Later, possibly somewhat 
conspicuously dressed in white 
dinnerjackets, they visited the 
Pahargunj area, a particular 
trouble spot. Though die 
streets appeared deserted, 
their car was suddenly fired 
upon at point-blank range. 
Gilliat was wounded behind 
the right ear. Their Sikh driver 
was killed instantly, and only 
fry the initiative of Mountbaf- 
ten’s personal security officer. 
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Inspector Elder, was the car 
prevented from plunging over 
a bridge. The party was res¬ 
cued and Gilliat was delivered 
to the Wfllingdon Hospital. 
Though he suffered consider¬ 
able loss of blood, his head 
wounds proved supeifidaL 

From 1948 to 1951, Gilliat 
served as Comptroller to Mal¬ 
colm Macdonald, Commis¬ 
sioner-General for the UK in 
Southeast Asia. Their head¬ 
quarters were in Singapore, 
but they were constantly trav¬ 
elling between Malaya, Singa¬ 
pore, and the three British 
Borneo territories. These were 
difficult years with a great deal 
of communist terrorist activity 
in Malaya. 

Gilliat then served as Mili¬ 
tary Secretary to the Governor- 
General of Australia from 
1953 to 195 5. He was in effect 
the right-hand man to Field 
Marshal Sir William Slim. 
This was an era when the high 
standards of protocol ab¬ 
sorbed from Viceregal Lodge 
in Delhi were applied to 
Government House. Canber¬ 
ra. and tactity welcomed by the 
Australians. Bill Slim had 
Gilliat in mind when he joked: 
“Here I am a grammar-school 
bey surrounded by Old 
Etonians”. 

Gilliat was much to the fore 
when the Queen and the 
Duke of Edinburgh spent five 
days at Yarralumla in Febru¬ 
ary 1954. during which time 
there were never less than 24 
for lunch and 50 for dinner. 
Gilliat was honoured with the 
CVO. 

In 1955 Gilliat joined the 
Queen Mother’s Household 
ai Clarence House, and the 
following year took over as 
Private Secretary and Equer¬ 
ry. For neaity forty years he 
was responsible for all the 
Queen Mother's official du¬ 
ties. and there was little reduc¬ 


tion in these as the years went 
fry. The household at Clarence 
House was run in the style of 
an old world court, everyone 
breaking for tea at the appro¬ 
priate hour to mull over the 
matters of the day. The effici¬ 
ency, and occasionally military 
precision, never stood in the 
way of a spirit of friendliness 
and courtesy. A sense of kind¬ 
ness and fun. that life was to 
be enjoyed, permeated all 
levels of Clarence House, and 
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emanated directly from the 
Queen Mother. To Gilliat fell 
the pleasant task of assisting 
her in the spreading of this 
aura of bonhomie. Visitors to 
Clarence House were always 
given the impression that they 
were being allowed a glimpse 
of a special world, and if they 
needed to .be loosened up a 
little, Gilliai was the pourer of 
no mean gin-and-tonic. 

Gilliat — he was advanced 
KCVO in 1962 and GCVO in 
1981 — was also responsible 


for the many private interests 
of the Queen Mother. He 
could occasionally be spotted 
waving a catalogue at Chris¬ 
tie’s or Sotheby’s. He shared 
and encouraged Her Majes¬ 
ty's passion for the turf. He 
was himself a keen racehorse 
owner, training with Ryan 
Price, and running his stable 
in tight blue, black cross-belts 
and gold cap. 

He assisted the Queen 
Mother in the buying of her 
stable, and maintained a com¬ 
plete record of all her horses in 
a series of blue-bound vol¬ 
umes. He could be seen in 
many a royal box dad in grey 
morning suit, binoculars to 
hand, and nor was he adverse 
to placing a bet But the 
Private Eye story ihat he was 
spotted in a betting establish¬ 
ment in St James’s, placing a 
substantial sum on the as-yet- 
unannounced Christian name 
of the infant Prince William, is 
surely too unsporting to be 
true. 

It was Sir Martin’s custom, 
along with other Members of 
the Household, to invite his 
“employer (as he called the 
Queen Mother) to the theatre 
on her birthday. This outing 
required numerous advance 
reconnaissance visits, as 
Gilliat an “angel" in the 
theatre, eliminated possibility 
of happenings on stage 
deemed unsuitable for the 
Queen Mother's public 
observance. 

He was often at Royal 
Lodge, acting as animateur of 
the party, and fighting a not 
entirely successful rearguard 
action to protect the Queen 
Mother from overdoing 
things. During her weekend 
parties, she was never particu¬ 
larly keen to go to bed. Gilliat 
was never off duty. When 
playing croquet after lun¬ 
cheon, be would cast frequent 


glances at the door lest the 
Queen Mother emerge after 
her siesta. 

Every year an American 
prelate (now deceased) spent a 
weekend there. He was known 
to have a fondness for dry 
Martinis, after which he was 
less than his normal stimulat¬ 
ing company. One Sunday 
evening, the Queen Mother 
urged Sir Martin "on pain of 
dismissal" to ensure that die 
bishop had but one dry Marti¬ 
ni before dinner. 

Alas he succeeded in secur¬ 
ing a second, as a result of 
which, in the dining room he 
stood silent — interminably — 
when he should have said 
Grace, Sir Martin said later 
that in those few moments his 
whole career passed before 
him. He went through 
Ludgrove and Eton and was 
halfway through Sandhurst, 
when the bishop recovered 
himself and intoned: “For Her 
Majesty’s kindness in bring¬ 
ing us together in this place. O 
Lord, and for thy bountiful 
mercy ..." 

With such incidents and 
many more were Sir Martin’s 
later years fulfilled. He contin¬ 
ued to serve the Queen Moth¬ 
er until cancer laid him low. 
On the occasion of her 90th 
birthday he paid tribute to her 
on television, and when ■ he 
was asked about the decade to 
come, he said he was confi¬ 
dent she would be around, but 
(with a genial laugh) was Jess 
confident about himself and 
some of the others who served 
her. 

Martin Gilliat was appoint¬ 
ed a Deputy lieutenant for 
Hertfordshire and Vice-Lieu¬ 
tenant in 1971. He became an 
honorary Bencher of the Mid¬ 
dle Temple in 1977. In the 
same year the Queen Mother 
bestowed on him an honorary 
1-LD at London University.

Names get cash lifeline 
in appeal court ruling

STRICKEN members of the 
Lloyd's of London insurance 
market were thrown a multi- 
million pound lifeline by the 
Court of Appeal, which ruled 
that money recovered from 
personal stop-loss policies 
could be paid to them dir¬ 
ectly. The ruling may spare 
dozens of names from bank¬ 
ruptcy and is a setback for 
—oya's, which is attempting 
to gamer fresh funds. 

Par from attacking the rul¬ 
ing, however, Lloyd's hailed it 
as a milestone in its efforts to 
return to overall profit The 
judgment, it said, secured its 
tide to more than GOO million 
already recovered from per¬ 
sonal stop-loss policies. 

A Lloyd's spokesman said 
the judgment would be “a 
substantial benefit to Lloyd's 
solvency", ft means that recov¬ 
eries from policies committed 
to Lloyd's for solvency pur¬ 
poses may not be withdrawn. 
The amount involved covers 
£89 million for the 1990 
Lloyd's solvency test and £250 
million for the 1 99 1 test 
The court also ruled that any 
stop-loss recoveries that had 
been irrevocably assigned by 
members to their premium 
trust funds by virtue of letters 
of assignment could not be 
withdrawn. Although this 
amount is not quantified, 
Lloyd's said it was understood 
to be “very substantial". 

The Court of Appeal, presid¬ 
ed over by Sir Thomas Bing¬ 
ham. the Master of the Rolls, 
unanimously rejected an ap-

peal by Lloyd's against an 
earlier judgment in the 
names' favour. It established 
that recoveries under personal 
stop-loss policies taken out by 
names were not trust monies 
and. with certain exceptions, 
names were entitled to receive 
the recoveries direct 
Michael Freeman, a solici¬ 
tor acting on behalf of more 
than 100 names, said die 
decision was of “very great 
importance". Names will now 


be able to pay recoveries 
running into millions of 
pounds to banks and building 
societies that gave guarantees 
to Lloyd's and are threatening 
to seize homes and farms. 

Mr Freeman believes that, 
contrary to Lloyd’s advice, 
names are also entitled to 
receive their UK and US tax 
rebates directly. He said; “The 
mist money has been pouring 
into a bucket with a hole in it”

am absolutely delighted with 
the news. Many will benefit 
but it comes too late for those 
who have already lost their 
homes, their farms and their 
businesses.” 

The legal breakthrough fol¬ 
lows a rowdy meeting of 3.000 
names at London's Royal Al¬ 
bert Hall this week.

Lloyd's chairman, 
and Peter Middleton, chief 
executive, were subjected to 
three hours of hostile question¬ 
ing over plans to return die 
300 -year-old insurance mar¬

The names, many of whom

£440 million in aid was avail¬ 
able to ease the burden of this 


year's record losses of up to 
£2.8 billion. Mr Rowland said 
names could use some of the 
money in rheir 1993 premium 
trust funds to meet cash calls 
and dosed-year losses or to 
pass the solvency test 
Under a wide-ranging busi¬ 
ness plan unveiled last month. 
Lloyd’s hopes to offer limited 
liability to new members in an 
attempt to attract desperately 
needed funds.

Would-be chief 
executive paid 
£390,000 to 
stay at home

THE chief executive-desig¬ 
nate of a company heading for 
the stock market has negotiat¬ 
ed a compensation package of 
£390,000 without doing a 
days work at the company 
after another man was given 
the top job instead. 

The deal is the second time 
in three years that David Fyfe 
has won a Kg pay-off in the 
game of corporate snakes and 
ladders, in late 1990, Mr Fyfe 
resigned from an earlier job 
after a boardroom row and 
collected £397,000. 

Mr Fyfe quit Hickson Inter¬ 
national. where he ran the 
specialty chemicals division, 
last week after being offered 
the chief executive's post at 
Devro International, a maker 
of sausage skins and other 
organic food casings. Devro. a 
management buyout in April 
1991. is preparing a stock 
market flotation and had been 
seeking a successor to Frank 
De Angdi, now 68, and the 
man behind the buyout, in 
time for the listing. 

But the company an¬ 
nounced last night that 
Graeme Alexander, currently 
the technical director, will take 
the chief executive's post, leav¬ 
ing Mr Fyfe out in the cold. 
The latter had been hired on a 
three-year contract at a salary 
of £125.000. so the £390,000 
pay-oB from Devro is actually 
in excess of his total contractu¬ 
al entitlement 

“Before he got his feet under 
the table, the company decid¬ 
ed they wanted an insider to 
cany things on," said one 
source at the company. The 
decision was taken as the pre- 
marketing exercise ahead of 
the float got under way with 
the City, and he added the in¬ 
stitutions had been “very im¬ 
pressed" with Mr Alexander. 

Mr Fyfe had never formally 
accepted the chief executive

US economy still weak

AMERICA’S economy grew 
by a disappointing 0.9 per 
cent annual rate during the 
first quarter this year, putting 
hopes of a strong and sus¬ 
tained economic recovery into 
the further distance. 

The official gross domestic 
product figure, which com¬ 
pares with a previous govern¬ 
ment estimate of 1.8 per cent, 
shows that only a strong rise in 
inventories prevented the US 
economy from Ming bade 
into negative growth. It paints 
a picture of an economy still 
bumping along the bottom 
after a recession that ended 


almost two years ago. Wall 
Street was nursing a loss of 
more than 30 points after the 
figures were released. 

The continued weakness of 
the US economy will almost 
certainly affect the Federal 
Reserve, which is believed to 
have decided during a meet¬ 
ing last week to lean towards 
higher interest-rates because of 
a recent upsurge in the con¬ 
sumer price index. The Fed's 
willingness to increase interest 
rates, however, will .be con¬ 
strained by a lade of economic 
growth. 

The largest factor behind 


the much reduced growth is 
the decline in consumer 
spending from an annual rate 
of 5.1 per cent in the last 
quarter of 1992 to 1 2 per cent 
in the first quarter this year. 

In London, the pound slid 
again, pulled down by a weak 
dollar and a strong mark. 
Economists said the selling 
had little to do with the new 
Chancellor. They dismiss talk, 
that Kenneth Clarke will lower 
interest rates and that buyers 
of sterling were taking profits 
before tire long weekend.

JAPANESE carmakers’ profits have 
skidded on weak sales and the strong 
yen, and they are unlikely to get back in 
the fast lane this year. 

Nissan Motor Co, the number two 
carmaker, yesterday reported a net loss 
of 26.25 billion yen (£157 million) for 
the year ended March 31, its first net 
loss since it listed its shares in 1951. 
Four of Nissan’s smaller cousins also 
released sharply pared results, with two 
announcing losses. While Nissan 
should break even in 1993-4, that 
outlook remained hostage to the same 
strong yen and weak demand that hit 
last year’s results, the company said. 
Atsushi Muramatsu, Nissan’s vice- 


president. said: "We have good expec¬ 
tations about our internal cost cutting 
and other efforts, but external condi¬ 
tions remain uncertain. If the dollar 
stays below 115 yea achieving our 
forecasts could be quite tough.” 

The yen’s antics were enough to 
dampen even the best of years. The 
dollar averaged Y125 in 1992-3, 
against Y133 the previous year. It has 
already plumbed deeper in 1993-4. 
reaching a low of Y107.10 last week. A 
strong currency means Japanese firms 
receive fewer yen for the same amount 
of dollar sales, forcing them to either 
raise prices overseas or cut costs even 
harder at home. 

Nissan officials said changing ex¬ 
change rates could slice Y10Q billion 
off revenues this year, although they

HARTSTONE Group saw 
nearly two thirds of its stock 
market value wiped out after 
the leather goods and hosiery 
group shocked the City with its 
second profits warning within 
three months. Stephen Barker 
resigned as chairman and 
chief executive. 

Hartstone shares, which 
touched a high of 277p last 
year, slumped to 3 Ip at one 
stage, before recovering a little 
to dose 57p lower at 34p on a 
heavy volume of 12 million 
shares. 

In a statement issued 
through the Stock Exchange, 
the group gave a warning that 
its annual results will be “very 
significantly below current 
market expectations” and said 
it was in talks with its lenders 
after breaching banking 
covenants. 

The company, based at 
Thame. Oxfordshire, said the 
profits slump would be sub¬ 
stantially worse than envis¬ 
aged when it first made an 
announcement on lower prof¬ 
its ten weeks ago. 

City followers and investors 
were shocked by the latest 
profits warning. Many ana¬ 
lysts were angered by an 
apparent indication from the 
company 'a few weeks before 
its close season that it was 
confident about market profits 
forecasts, ranging from £20 to 
E25 million, and a likely 
increase in the dividend. 

Analysts had already low¬ 
ered their profit forecasts from 
the E37 million level pencilled 
in before the first profit warn¬ 
ing. blamed on the recession 
in France and Spain. 

One analyst said: “It’s very 
hard to know what has really 
happened. They were pretty 
confident with forecasts three 
weeks before the year end. The 
company has not exactly guid¬ 
ed us up to now and it could be 
a real can of worms. We won’t 
know the full extent of prob¬ 
lems until the results are 
released.” 

As a result of broken bank¬ 
ing covenants, believed to 
relate to interest cover. 
Hartstone cannot pay share¬ 
holders a final dividend and 
has defaulted on deferred 
payments to the vendors of its 
US handbag and shoes com¬ 


pany. Immediate talks will be 
held with its lenders. 

Hartstone is in talks with 
the vendors of the three com¬ 
panies it bought last year. 
Michael Stevens and Etienne 
Aigner of the US and Aznar 
International, the Spanish ho¬ 
siery business, over a total 
payment due now to the 
businesses of £13.5 million. 

The company now says pre¬ 
tax profits for the year to end- 
March wQl not be less than £9 
million, after exceptional 
items of £12 million, under¬ 
stood to relate to cost-cutting 
in France and Spain. In the 
previous 12 months, the 
group made pre-tax profits of 
£22.1 million. 

In March. Hartstone un¬ 
veiled a restructuring pro¬ 
gramme involving the loss of 
855 jobs, leaving about 2,700 
employees. Mr Barker, a for¬ 
mer chief executive of Albert 
Fisher and largely responsible 
for building up Hartstone via 
a string of acquisitions, has 
stepped down from his dual¬ 
role position but will stay as a 
director. 

Shaun Dowling, a non¬ 
executive director and a for¬ 
mer director of Guinness, has 
been appointed executive 
chairman. The group is look¬ 
ing for a new chief executive 
and a new finance director. It 
is understood David Gration 
will be stepping down as 
finance director. 

Hailstone’s debts are esti¬

More than a decade later, as 
chairman of national corpo¬ 
rate special services at Touche 
Ross, he sits in the inner 
sanctum of one of Britain’s 
most exclusive dubs: A hand¬ 
ful of names — Morris. Jor¬ 
dan. Hamilton and Haywood 
among them — triggers al¬ 
most instant recognition. 
When a shipyard is budding 
or a property giant collapses, 
they are the ones called in. By 
definition, Mr Morris and his 
colleagues are among the most 
hated professionals in Britain. 
In the morning, they may 
stand up at one end of a 
factory floor and tell thou¬ 
sands of workers they have lost 
their jobs. In the afternoon, 
they may teO. dozens of inves- 
toisthey face financial ruin. By

the time night falls, their firms 
will have made several thou¬ 
sand pounds in fees. 

Mr Morris often shares the 
headlines with Brian Smouha.

The pair teamed upon 
the liquidation of Banco 
Ambrasiano in 1984 and 
draw on the same qualities. 
“Some people have the knack 
of being calm when aO the 
others are losing their heads," 
said an associate. “They have 
this knack of managing to 
cope while telling thousands of 
people they're redundant It 
takes guts to do that"

“I’m 
more of an investigative acc¬ 
ountant" he once said, “trying 
to find where the assets may 
have gone.” Finding the miss¬ 
ing BCCI millions may be the 
ultimate challenge. And even 
to may have met his match in 
Asti Nadir. 


ICI rebels 
fail to 
prevent 
Zeneca

DISSIDENT ICI Sharehold¬ 
ers fought a inner but fruitless 
battle to prevent the chemicals 
group from splitting off its 
Zeneca life sciences arm. 

First official dealings in 
Zeneca shares, which have 
been traded on the grey mar¬ 
ket, will begin on Tuesday. 

One unhappy shareholder 
said at an egm called to 
approve the merger that there 
had not been much of an 
opportunity to express a view. 
Another said: “It is a bit late in 
the day to ask shareholders to 
agree to demerger.” 

Complaints that the resolu¬ 
tion should have required a 75 
per cent vote in favour rather 
than a simple majority were 
brushed aside by Sir Denys 
Henderson, the chairman of 
ICI. Sir Denys said that the 
meeting was required by law 
and professional advice was 
that a simple majority was 
needed. 

Although only 128 share¬ 
holders. phis about a dozen 
proxy holders, attended, they 
pressed their concerns that 
Zeneca could be token over 
before it found its feet and that 
the fees paid to advisers on the 
demerger were too heavy. 

The annual report disclosed 
£75 million of reorganisation 
costs and professional fees for 
“potential demerger”. 

Sir Denys said: ‘If you 
believe the right thing to do is 
to demerge, you are unscram¬ 
bling 67 years of history. The 
work is huge. 1 am afraid there 
is a price to pay. I do not 
believe either myself or my 
colleagues are profligate.” 

The question of the Zeneca 
name was also raised. One 
shareholder would have pre¬ 
ferred ICI Pharmaceuticals 
and ICI Industrial Sir Denys 
conceded this matter had been 
looked at carefully, but that the 
Zeneca board preferred to 
have a separate identity. 

The chorus of disapproval 
was silenced when Sir Denys 
revealed that of 236 million 
proxy votes cast by mainly 
large institutional sharehold¬ 
ers.

With the logic and language of 
second-hand car salesmen, they 
argue that commission rates will rise 
if they have to be revealed to 
customers. While some have feared 
that independents would never sell 
another insurance policy or pension 
plan once investors realised how 
much of their money was disappear¬ 
ing into salesmen's pockets, others 
see it as an opportunity to increase 
their incomes. 

If the public are told how much 
commission is paid, they will nego¬ 
tiate discounts to cut that com¬ 
mission, the salesmen say. It may be 
that those who bargain talesmen 
down substantially will have a warm 
glow about the deals they have done. 
They will not know that insurance 
companies have paid more so that a 
few of the more sophisticated cus¬ 
tomers can talk it down to the old

level. The salesmen probably suspect 
that only a bold few will tty to get 
discounts when dealing with anyone 
as grand as a financial consultant or 
investment adviser, but they will 
emphasise the need to safeguard 
their incomes. 

And when rates paid to indepen¬ 
dent financial advisers increase, it is 
certain that tied agents will also want 
an improvement, whether they have 
to reveal what they earn or not The 
Office of Fair Trading has recom¬ 
mended only that independent bro¬ 
kers should be so forthcoming. 

But tied agents, after all, deliver 
more customers to a life company 
than an agent who deals with all 
companies. 

As we know, however, tied agents 
win some pretty good deals and it 
seems that the ropier the insurance 
company, the more it has to pay to 
attract and keep agents. In some 
cases, the cost of selling policies is so 
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high that every new one dilutes the 
investment performance, of existing 
policies. 

The companies keep on in the 
knowledge that expensive market¬ 
ing forays are paid for by existing 
investors. In many cases, they must 
know, or strongly suspect, that there 
is little chance of the policies being 
sold achieving the figures that the 
regulators cheerfully allow them to 
publish. 

It is not a marketing matter and 
therefore not a problem for the Life 
Assurance and Unit Trust Regu¬ 
latory Organisation; and while the 


companies’ funds are adequate, the 
Department of Trade does not really 
want to know. 

In the meantime, if the regulators 
and Treasury are not pretty smart, 
salesmen will make yet more money 
out of another measure intended to 
protect investors. 

Euro-fraudsters 

INVESTORS tempted by better in¬ 
terest rates offered by the UK 
branches of European banks, or by 
cheaper personal or business loans, 
need to be wary. The House of Lords 


was told this week that the Bank of 
England has no responsibility for 
supervising the branches of EC 
banks in Britain. 

The information came on the 
afternoon of the announcement that 
the Bank was being sued by the tiq- 
uidators of Bank of Credit and Com¬ 
merce International over its failure 
to protect investors. 

The Earl of Caithness answered a 
question about London brandies of 
certain Dutch banks. It asked was 
the government aware that the Bank 
had no supervisory authority over 
these banks and was not required to 
investigate the promotion of ad¬ 
vance-fee loan fraud schemes by 
their London branches? 

Such frauds have been promoted 
in Britain for years. Loans at low in¬ 
terest rates are offered to people 
starting up businesses. The only 
problem is, no money is forthcom¬ 
ing once the arrangement fee is 


paid. Lord Caithness confirmed that 
no supervision was conducted by the 
Bank of England to prevent Euro¬ 
pean banks from operating such 
schemes. 

Dutch banks were the respon¬ 
sibility of the Dutch supervisory 
authorities. He did say, however, 
that if tiie Bank of England became 
aware of evidence of possible 
involvement in fraud, it would in¬ 
form the Dutch supervisors and, 
where appropriate, the police or 
other authorities. 

Such an answer is enough to fill 
the hearts of customers ana poten¬ 
tial customers with horror. There is 
already a fear that Euro-scoundrels 
will be able to come to London and 
sell all manner of dodgy 
investments. 

If the supervisory regime in their 
home country does not worry, they 
will be able to get away with it as 
long as they have a “head office" out¬ 
side Britain. Ir need only be a name¬ 
plate and a telephone answering 
machine. 

Investors, depositors and bor¬ 
rowers need to be careful. 


Coins and gems can mean risk and no profit 


Sara McConnell gives a timely 
warning to those who may be 
tempted by tangible investments

A COMPANY which market¬ 
ed portfolios of supposedly 
rare coins as a “high profit, 
low risk investment” has 
ceased trading. 

Attempts by. investors and 
dealers to contact the com¬ 
pany. Rare Coin Investments 
of Maidenhead, Berkshire, 
have so far been unsuccessful 
It is not dear whether people 
who paid for coins but never 
received them or who are 
dissatisfied with what they 
have been sold will be able to 
get their money bade. 

Those buying coins, or other 
"tangibles'* luce gemstones, 
antiques, paintings, stamps or 
classic cars as investments are 
normally not protected by the 
Financial Services Act, the 
Securities and Investments 
Board said. Because they are 
not covered under the Ac t, 
there is no compensation for 
investors if a firm goes into 
default Trading standards of¬ 
ficers say there is at present 
nothing in tire Trades De¬ 
scriptions Act allowing them 
to take firms to court if they 
make exaggerated claims 
about the value of tangible 
investments. 

The British Numismatic 
Trade Association (BNTA). 
representing coin dealers and 
auctioneers, said it had had 
calls from dealers allegedly 
owed money by Rare Coin 
Investments (RCI) but had 
been unable to contact the 
company. 

RCI’s telephone is switched 
through to another company, 
Spectrum Services of Faro- 
ham. Surrey. The receptionist 
who answered the telephone 
said she was personal assistant 
to John Roberts, the new 

company secretary of RCI.The 

company had ceased trading 
but was nor in liquidation, she 
added. Mr Roberts did not 
return telephone calls and the 
company’s fax was out of 
order. 

Jeff Ecdes, who bought 
£11,505 worth of coins from 
Rare Coin Investments, has 
been trying to contact the 
company since it ceased trad¬ 
ing last Friday. He was dissat¬ 
isfied with the quality of the 
coins he was sold last month 
and returned them to RCI. 

He said he was retying on 
the company’s written prom¬ 
ise that it would return 95 per 
cent of the cost of the coins if a 
customer was not satisfied. 
However, Mr Ecdes said, a 
cheque for £1,000 promised 
him on account never mater¬ 
ialised and neither did the rest 
of foe investment he says he is 


owed He is now left with no 
coins, no money and no 
apparent means of contacting 
RCI. Some of the coins being 
offered by RCI were English 
coins described as “indepen¬ 
dently certified coins in mint 
state”. They were sealed into 
plastic “slabs”, an American 
invention, after having been 
graded by one of two Ameri¬ 
can grading houses, the Pro¬ 
fessional Coin Grading 
Service (PCGS) or the Numis¬ 
matic Guarantee Corporation 
(NGQ. PCGS was indicted in 

1990 by the Federal Trade 
Commission for malting false 
claims about the objectivity 
and consistency of its grading 
in America. Nigel Goldman, 
RCI’s chairman and manag¬ 
ing director told The Times in 

1991 that coins were worth 
more in slabs than on their 
own because they had been 
independently certified. 

. However, coin experts say 
toe coin market has dumped 
over tiie last 10 years and is 
now at best “mixed". Those 
hoping to sell coins in slabs 
bought as an investment are 
finding h almost impossible to 
sdl at all. let alone make tiie 
sort of profits they were 
promised. ■ 

David Fletcher, toe BNTA’s 
executive secretary, said: “A 
coin is worth what someone 
will pay for it" People who 
bought “slabbed coins" are 
finding in some cases that they 
could be paying several hun¬ 
dred pounds for a coin, sup¬ 
posedly superior because of its 
independent grading, only to 
find it was worth a fraction of 
the price they bought H for. 

One BNTA member was

Michael Sharp, a coin ex¬ 
pert at A H. Baldwin, numis¬ 
matists, said: “I have 
personally seen coins of a 
common nature, overgraded, 
slabbed and sold on at prices 
which would frighten thecal" 
Berkshire County Council 
. trading standards department 
said this week it had received 
several complaints about the 


monds which he was told had 
been inspected by de Beers but 
was continually fobbed off 
when he wanted to sell them.

De Beers said there is no 
daily fixed price for diamonds 
as there is for mid.

In most cases SIB cannot do

The 
only exception to this is if 
investors are part of a syndi¬ 
cate, pooling their money to 
buy an investment Then they 
may be considered collective 
investment schemes and are 
regulated under toe Financial 
Services Act But they are only 
regulated collective invest¬ 
ment schemes if the invest¬ 
ment is realisable. Otherwise 
they are unregulated collective 
investment schemes, and the 
manager of the scheme has to 
be authorised. 

One syndicate that would 
have needed authorisation un¬ 
der the FSA was run by Dia¬ 
mond Guarantees of Harro¬ 
gate. North Yorkshire Tom 
Butler, the firm's managing 
director, said he had not setup 
any syndicates since the FSA 
came into force. But about 35 
investors in 14 syndicates, 
who have put a minimum of 
£500 into a pool to buy 
diamonds, cannot cash in 
their investment because there 
are no buyers. Mr Butler said 
toe market had been fiat for 
the last two years, but he was 
confident it would pick up. 

He agreed there was no 
indication in toe original pro¬ 
spectus that investments may 
be difficult to liquidate but 
said they had been “over¬ 
come" by poor markets. Mr 
Butler is now trying to raise 
funds to buyout the syndicates 
by marketing schemes to pay 
employees diamonds as pay¬ 
ments in kind to avoid nation¬ 
al insurance contributions. 


American conmen are coining it in 


UNSUSPECTING investors 
in the US and Canada are 

being persuaded to part with 

large sums of money for 
coins in plastic slabs. The 

coins are being sold over the 
telephone for up to five 
times what they are worth

The bureau of consumer 
protection at the Federal 
Trade Commission said it 
had had a “steady stream” of 
cases where investors had 
replied to advertisements 
offering rare coins in slabs 
with the promise that they 
would appreciate in value. 
The investors are then sent 
“stick promotional materi¬ 
als” followed up with a “high 
pressure sales call” said Rus¬ 
sell Damtoft the bureau's 
assistant to the director. Mr 
Damtoft added: They data 
rare coins are appreciating 
in value but investors should

check industry newsletters.

Many of these high pres¬ 
sure sales outfits are operat¬ 
ing out of Florida, California 
and to a lesser extent Mm* 


nesota. Mr Damtoft said: 
“They Hoe to be somewhere; 
warm. "They do not normal¬ 
ly market within these states 
but operate in other states 
and increasingly, interna¬ 
tionally. 

The FTC has also been 


investigating a new rash of 
high pressure se lling of gem¬ 
stones as investments: after 
a big outbreak of diamond 
marketing a few years ago. 
Other scams have inducted 
sales of tickets to a land 
management lottery to lease 
oQ wells and rare artworks. 
Such investments are nor¬ 
mally unregulated in the 
United States, as they are in 
Britain. 

The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission said in¬ 
vestors would only be 
covered by US investment 
regulations if there was a 
third party involved in man¬ 
aging these goods as invest¬ 
ments. This arrangement 
would be considered an in¬ 
vestment contract under US 
securities laws and investors 
who have lost out could 
bring a private action in the 
federal courts.

ANDREW Large, the chair- 
rnan of the Securities and 
Investments Board, took the 
unusual step of writing an 
open letter to investors this 
week, when he published the 
hoard’s report on how investor 
protection can be strength¬ 
ened in the wake of the 
Maxwell pension scandaL 
In the letter, he says he 
I wants to stop the crooks. "I 
want to stop them getting into 
the system. If in, I want to 
make it more difficult for them 
to steal or defraud. And if they 
do, 1 want them picked up and 
punished as soon as possible. I 
want crooks to be afraid about 
what could happen to them. " 
Mr Large emphasises the 
importance of investors in the 
regulatory structure. It is they 
who need to feel they are 
protected and who in the end 
pay for regulation. 

In the report he refers to the 
"special hazards posed by 
opaque products, delivered 
rhrough intensive selling 
methods, and bought by the 
mass public." The regulators 


have often been slow to spot 
the dangers of new products, 
often marketed by respected 
household names, that prom¬ 
ise more than they can provide 
or are sold to inappropriate 
investors. 

One such product is the 
with-profits bond. The litera¬ 
ture of some with-profits 
bonds had to be withdrawn 
after some investors were led 
to believe that they were 
similar to building society 
accounts. They are likely to get 
compensation. Regulators 
were unaware of the problem 
until alerted by press reports. 

Some brokers and tied 
agents have persuaded many 
people to leave perfectly good 
occupational pension schemes 
and to transfer their existing 
benefits into a personal pen¬ 
sion plan. 

In the vast majority of the 
cases this is not good advice. 
Scheme members lose when 
they withdraw money from a 
final salary occupational 
scheme and have to pay for the

Why insurers lim

Sir, Mr Henry Bear com¬ 
plains (Letters, May 15} about 
his household insurance pre¬ 
miums and the use of post¬ 
codes by insurance compan¬ 
ies. Perhaps he should count 
his past blessings instead. 

His cottage at Brede in East 
Sussex almost certainly rests 
upon a geological formation 
known as the Wadhuist Clay, 
which is a sequence of days 
and silts that is susceptible to 
shrinkage and cracking in dry 
weather, and to swelling in the 
wet. Such movements com¬ 
monly disturb foundations 
and trade walls so the village is 
hot unreasonably regarded as 
an area of moderate-high 
subsidence risk. 

Mr Bear sees littte danger of 
subsidence to his property and 

calls in evidence the fact that it 
has stood for 250-300 years. 
But what shrinking and swell¬ 
ing _ has it been subject to 
during that period? Based on 
die survey’s geological know¬ 
ledge of the area, his cottage 
may well be a fortunate survi¬ 
vor of turbulenoe in the clay 
rather than a witness to a 
secure bedrock. 

His insurers at United 
Friendly are rating his proper¬ 
ty by postcode district (TN31) 
and he can see no link be¬ 
tween his cottage’s vulnerabil¬ 
ity to subsidence and the Post 
Office’s coding system. I sus¬ 
pect that the link is his insur¬ 
ers' claims database, whidi is 
structured by postcode and 
tells his underwriter how to 
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rate subsidence risk across the 
Tonbridge district 
Mr Bear could reasonably 
argue that his insurer should 
combine his claims records 
with details of the geology of 


his village to give a better 
assessment of the local subsi¬ 
dence risk. Indeed, the Geo¬ 
logical Survey has jusr 
compiled such a system

No one should 
expect a complaint that such 
investments will no longer be 
available in future to be taken 
seriously. However, neither 
should anyone expect that 
having made substantial in¬ 
vestments encouraged by rules 
made by the government they 
could then be deliberately and 
substantially punished for do¬ 
ing so by a government of the 
same colour.

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Gloss rubs off gilts funds 



Tea and sympathy: Richard Youard. investment ombudsman 


GILT funds can constitute 
‘'dangerous'* advice for inves¬ 
tors wanting to keep their cap¬ 
ital intact because they do not 
guarantee to return a specified 
sum. the investment ombuds¬ 
man said this week. 

Sates of such funds are 
booming, with much of the in¬ 
vestment coming bom build¬ 
ing society investors hit by low 
interest rates. They are pro¬ 
moted as low-risk funds offer¬ 
ing a higher return than 
building societies arid the 
prospect of capital growth. 

But investing in gilts 
through a fund rather than 
buying them directly does not 
guarantee the return of a 
specified capital sum. Frank 
Adams, director or Klemwort 
Benson, which has £34 mil¬ 
lion under management in its 
gilt fund, said: “If you buy a 
UK government stock directly, 
you know that on a specified 
date, you will get a specified 
sum bade if you hold it to re¬ 
demption. When you buy a 
gilt unit trust, you don't know 
this. If it is actively and well 
managed, you could make 
money. If the fund performs 
badly, people may find they do 
worse in a gilt fond.” 

In a gilt fond, managers are 
hying to anticipate move¬ 
ments in interest rates and in¬ 
flation. which directly affect 
gilt prices. If interest rates go 
down, gilt prices rise and vice 
versa. If a fond manager 
thinks interest rates will nse. 
for example, he or she may 
buy “short-dated “gilts matur¬ 
ing in the next year to take 
advantage of the higher gilts 
prices. Fund managers say

that they are not constantly 
switching between gilts matur¬ 
ing at different dates and the 
funds are not as actively 
managed as equity funds. But 
Richard Youard. the invest¬ 
ment ombudsman, said: 
“Managers in gilt funds are 
dealing and this can reduce die 
capital value of the investment" 
It emerged in the ombuds¬ 
man’s annual report, pub¬ 
lished this week, that two 
investors were awarded a total 
of £12.000 in compensation 
after it was found that an 
investment adviser had under¬ 
estimated the risk of gift funds.

At the time, interest rates were 
low, as they are now, and 
returns from gifts were better 
than returns from building 
society deposits. A year and a 
half later, interest rates were 
rising and they warned to put 
their money back into build¬ 
ing society deposits.

One of the investors battled 
for two years to get compensa¬ 
tion. before the independent 
adjudicator called in by the 
ombudsman to arbitrate in 
the cases decided that the 
adviser had, unintentionally, 
underestimated the risk to 


Terrorism forces up school fees 


INDEPENDENT schools are being 
thwarted in their attempts to hold down 
fees by -terrorists, whose actions could 
double the increase in fees for some 
schools next year. Bursars are desperate¬ 
ly struggling to keep rises in fees to about 
the rate of inflation as parents are being 
forced to withdraw children from schools 
they can no longer afford. 

For years, school fees have risen by at 
least twice the rate of inflation and the 
prediction for the new academic year is 
for them to climb by 4-5 per cent, still 
double today’s inflation rate. 

Until last December schools were 
covered for terrorist damage under tbeir 
buildings policies but now. whenever the 
policy comes up for renewal, which for 
most schools is next September, they 
must buy separate terrorism insurance 
or be uncovered. ~ * 

Initially, for buildings worth up to £5 
million, the insurance in inner dries 
costs 9p for every £100 value of the

building. A £5 million building will cost 
£4,500 a year in premiums. Many 
schools are facing between £1,000 to

Children at schools which do not take 
out terrorist insurance can be compen¬ 
sated for personal injury under die 
school’s personal accident insurance 
pofiry, if the school has one. Mary 
independent schools have cover, grant 
maintained schools should have, but few 
state schools take out such insurance.

pensation. Of the 92 cases 
resolved by the ombudsman 
this year, only three had to go 
to arbitration and two of the 
three concerned gilt funds. 

This is not the first time that 
the ombudsman has express¬ 
ed concern over gift funds. 
Two years ago. he said in his 
report: Typically, an investor 
with modest capital for invest¬ 
ment specifies that he/she 
wants a fixed income or at 
least an income with a high 
degree of certainty, coupled 
with maximum security as to 
the preservation of the capital. 

“Not surprisingly, the advis¬ 
er draws attention to the at¬ 
traction of gilts, where the in¬ 
come return can. be staled with 
certainty and when the fact 
that you get your money back 
in frill can also be stated with 
certainty — or at least if the 
gflts are held to redemption.... 

“Having correctly advised 
the investor that gflts are an 
appropriate form of invest¬ 
ment for the stated objectives, 
the capital is then invested in a 
gilt fond. By following this 
course, a risk is introduced 
which would not exist in the 
case of direct investment in 
gilts because gilts do vary in 
price during their life and by 
the transposition of the invest¬ 
ments in the fund the manag¬ 
ers can quite easily lose capital 
which would otherwise have 
been retained safely-" 

Brochures for gilt funds 
have now improved, the om¬ 
budsman said this week. Fund 
managers say they are well 
aware of the dangers of mar¬ 
keting to investors who would 
naturally put their money in 
banks and building societies. 

Cohn Musk, business dev¬ 
elopment manager at Barclays 
Unicom, the investment arm 
of Barclays Bank, said: “We 
have been conscious of this. At 
a time when interest rates were 
dropping, we were aware that 
sales in our gilt and fixed in¬ 
terest funds were going up. At 
first we thought ‘great* — then 
we realised."

Ballesteros, 
the man above all others 
whose deeds had made yester¬ 
day’s announcement possible, 
was preparing for his first 
round. His bad back makes 
golf a trial for him at present 
and he can cope only so long 
as the faiiways are wide from 
the tee and he does not have to 
play too many long irons. 

Unfortunately for him these 
conditions did not prevail on 
the west course. Rain and a 
dampness in the air made it 
stretch every inch of its 6.957 
yards, which means it is one of 
the longest courses the profes¬ 
sionals play on. Ballesteros is 
unable these days to hit the 
bail as far as is necessary to 
take on such a course. He had 
a 78 and Olazdbal a 74.

Harrington eases 
into quarter-finals

PADRAIG Harrington, 21. 
from Dublin, who has su¬ 
preme confidence in his abili¬ 
ty, played dassy golf to reach 
the last eight of die Amateur 
Championship at Royal 
Portrush yesterday. 

The last time the Amateur 
was played at Portrush, in 
1960. Joe Carr, also a Dublin¬ 
er. won the tide. Harrington, 
who was not even thought of 
then, maintained his chance 
of emulating him by defeating 
Fredrik Jacobson, of Sweden, 
and Garth McGimpsey. the 
Portrush specialist 

Two down after seven to 
Jacobson, Harrington won 
the 17A with a birdie four to 
go one up. He followed his 
opponent into the bole for a 
birdie four at the last to stay 
ahead. Eight minutes and a 
bowl of soup later, the Irish¬ 
man was hitting off the first 
tee against McGimpsey, five 
times a winner of leading 
competitions around the 
Dunluce course. 

Harrington hit a four-iron 
to eight feet at the 1 st and 
went one up with a birdie 
three. It was a lead he never 
lost McGimpsey. now 37, 
had been by beaten the youn¬ 
ger man in the inter-provin¬ 
cial matches at Lahfoch a 
couple of weeks ago and never 
looked reversing the result 

He drove out of bounds at 
the 2nd, to go two down, and 
was let off the hook at the 3rd, 
where Harrington missed a 
birdie putt of six feet He was 


let down by his own putting at 
the next two holes, missing 
from three or four feet each 
time. Four down after five, 
there was no way back. 

Ireland had a record 15 
players through to the 
matchpiay stages and two are 
still going: Harrington and 
NeQ Anderson, a doctor from 
Belfast He is such a quiet 
gentile soul that it is hard to 
believe he is Irish: but he is no 
mean competitor, having 
twice won the North of Ire¬ 
land championship. 

Having overcome a Norwe¬ 
gian and a Frenchman yester¬ 
day, Anderson must now take 
on Van Phillips, an English¬ 
man. who is altogether more 
formidable. He made his .de¬ 
but for the senior England 
team against Spain this year 
and recently retained the 
Berkshire: Trophy by an im¬ 
pressive margin. Phillips de¬ 
feated Marie Puliau, of 
England, and Alan Reid, of 
Scotland, both by two holes. 

It was an afternoon of 
despair for Michael Welch, of 
HID Valley. Having beaten 
Craig Watson, the leading 
qualifier. Welch was four up 
after six holes against Mikael 
Lundberg. of Sweden, and 
two up with two to play but 
lost at the 20th. Also out was 
Bradley Dredge, die runner- 
up last year, beaten by Alan 
Reid. There is no crueller 
game than matchpiay.

Henry looks to give Banana the slip

CONOR Henry finished last 
year’s Milk Race wearing the 
I yellow jersey, symbol of toe 
overall winner. His victory in 
the 1,150-mfle race was all the 
more outstanding because the 
final days were marked by 
fierce rivalry between Henry's 
Irish team, fiffhting to keep 
their Belfast nder as overall 
leader, and professional teams 
from Britain and Belgium, 
trying to establish their superi¬ 
ority and maintain their pride 
by ensuring that an amateur 
did notwin. 

In cycling, that is not consid¬ 
ered unfair the maxim 
among toe photon is “if you 
can't stand toe face..After 
five days in first place, Henry 
had just enough strength to 
resist the onslaught as the 
race drew to its dose in 
Lincoln. 

His margin of victory — a 
19sec advantage over Willi 
WiDems, toe Belgian profes¬ 
sional — was narrow, but be 
nevertheless became toe first 
Irishman to succeed in the 
event 

Many of toe bitter-sweet 
memories of Henry’s win will 
still be with him when he starts 
this year’s race tomorrow at 
Tunbridge Wells unto the 
traditional prologue time trial 
over 2.3 miles. As much as his 
victoiy last year, he win be 
remembered for a spectacular 
incident in the opening 1992 
prologue ax Penzance. For tins 
individual test against the 
dock, riders are held steady at 
the top of the starting ramp 
mounted on a lony: Henry 
made an inauspicious start 
when he fell off toe back of the 
lony. dusted himself down 
and lost a minute in the 
process. 

He spent the remainder of 
last season in France — except 
to answer a late call to join 
Ireland's team in toe Olympic 
Gaines road race in Barcelona 


— and returned to his base at 
Montlhery last February, 
where he has continued to 
race, apart from a short break 
in England for toe recent tour 
of Lancashire. 

The colour yellow is likely to 
surround him again through¬ 
out this latest edition of the 
Milk Race as it features in toe 
design of the powerful British 
professional Banana team, 
which boasts overall winners 
in two of toe last three years — 
Chris Walker, now established 
in toe United States, .in 
1990 and Shane Sutton in 
1991. 

Sutton is again the squad 
leader, backed by regular rid¬ 
ers in Chris Ullywhite, Keith 
Reynolds and Brian Smith 


with two “guests" — Ben 
Luckwell and Mark 
Walsham. who leads toe sea¬ 
son-long premier calendar 
competition. 

The new Neflson-Tivoli pro¬ 
fessional squad includes NeS 
Hobart, fourth last year, and 
Tony Doyle, a specialist six- 
day racer, while the third 
professional team. Southern 
Sun, comes from South Africa 
with a good reputation. 

Britain's amateur riders 
have two teams with a large 
contingent of those who, tike 
Henry, have chosen mainland 
Europe as their battleground. 
Among them are Simeon 
HempsaJl, second two years 
ago, who has had two signifi¬ 
cant victories in France this 


year, Simon Bray, toe national 
champion, and Matthew 
Posde, all of them potential 
stage winners. 

Throw in Kazakhstan. Aus¬ 
tralia. Czechoslovakia, Den¬ 
mark, Holland, Norway and 
Poland and there are all toe 
ingredients of a dramatic 
sporting contest every d ay as 
the race makes its way north¬ 
wards — with three consecu¬ 
tive days of climbing from 
Tuesday week — to finish in 
Manchesteron June 12. 

If this is to be the last Milk 
Race, because of the proposed 
breakup of toe Milk Market¬ 
ing Board, the driving power 
since toe first event in 1958, it 
should provide a suitable 
memorial.

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Indy build-up 
for Mansell 
plagued by 
bitterness 

Oliver Holt in Indianapolis, finds

RACE day tomorrow and the 
tempo is picking up. There is 
no action on the track, but in 
the paddock Nigel Mansell, 
who else, is at the hub of the 
psychological intrigue before 
the 77th Indianapolis 500. 
the sternest test of his career. 

Never a shrinking violet. 
Mansell lapsed briefly from 
his studied portrayal of a 
happy-go-lucky cavalier in an 
exciting new adventure when 
he launched a quasi-cryptic 
broadside at some of his 
IndyCar colleagues. 

"There are a certain couple 
of drivers — and 1 will not 
mention their names — who 
did their utmost to protest 
about the delay in my rookie 
test to allow me to recover 
from my back operation and 
try to get me out of the race." 
he said. He left it at that. No 
threats, just the promise of 
lingering bitterness. 

Mansell must not allow his 
resentment to cloud his race 
tactics. Drivers like the new 
Formula One recruit, Michael 
Andretti, who was watching 
here yesterday, and four-time 
Indianapolis winner Rick 
Mears, have warned the Brit¬ 
on that he must temper his 
style for a race which last year 
turned into an intermittently 
macabre exhibition of cars 
cartwheeling across the track. 

Mears, who retired after 
being involved in one of the 
accidents that marred the race, 
was revered for his skin on 
ovals. "He was quick," 
Andretti said. “But he never 
used to push it early on. He 
used to let the others oome to 
him and stay out of trouble." 

Trouble in the 500-mile 
race is most likely to occur in 
the first 500 yards as the cars 
stampede into the first comer. 
Driver after driver here this 
week has expressed concern 
that the narrowing-of die 
track, carried out to try to

I t will be a start the like of 
which Mansell has never ex¬ 
perienced. He has never raced 
on an oval, let alone in the 
cauldron of sound produced 
by the high grandstands that 
tower over the long straights 
on this forbidding 2.5-mile 
track. 

“Nothing, and I mean noth¬ 
ing, can prepare you for the 
intensity of the Indy 500," 
Bobby Rahal series champion 
last year, said. “The first time I 
experienced it. 1 thought, well, 
I guess 1 better go into 
advertising." 

The Indy 500 is a carnival 
almost as much as a motor 
race. More than 350.000 
spectators pack the grand¬ 
stands that line the track and 
100.000 more watch from the 
huge infield 

“I’ve been all over the world 
with Formula One. but 1 have 
never experienced anything 
like this.” Mansell said. “I’m 
happy I have got this far and I 
have got a simple game plan. I 
have got to be there at the end 
to be anywhere. We can go the 
first 300 miles and then start 
raring." 

The odds are stacked 
against Mansell, who leads 
the IndyCar series. Winning 
the showpiece race would 
place him alongside British 
motor racing seats and for¬ 
mer winners like Jim Clark 
and Graham Hill, the only 
rookie to have won here, in 
1966. 

Mansell has never experi¬ 
enced racing in “dirty" air 
behind other competitors, a 
factor which can make a big 
difference to the aerodynamic 
behaviour of the car, never 
had to deal with the tactical 
problems caused by having to 
make eight or nine pit-stops 
and never driven in a race 
more than 200 miles long. 

In these areas alone, more 
experienced drivers like Mario 
Andretti, Mansell's Newman- 
Haas team-mate, who won 
here in 2969 and starts from 
the front row tomorrow, and 
Arie Luyendyk. who is in pole 
position, hold a huge 
advantage. 

If victoiy does dude him, he 
can at least take comfort in the 
words of AI Unser Jr. winner 
here last year. “What Mansell 
has done for IndyCar is fan¬ 
tastic.” he said. "HeD, he has 
made me famous."

The tabloid turnip 
tackling football’s 
mission impossible

T he new Chancellor of Ae 
Exchequer might disagree, 
but no job is more certain to 
end in acrimony and premature 
old age than that of manager of 
the England football team- Disap¬ 
pointment comes with the territo¬ 
ry, along with the jeens of the 
Wembley crowd, blood-thirsty 
journalists, an overcrowded fixture 
list and late-night telephone calls 
bringing news of pulled ham¬ 
strings and tom thighs. 

The England manager cannot 
fail, by order of the public, so it is 
inevitable that he will do so in the 
end Even Sir Alf Ramsey, the one 
man who had the chance to depart 
in peace, found that success is no 
bulwark against sacrifice. 

Unless he wants to be depicted 
with his grinning face on the block 
under the headline “Pole-Axed", 
or held up to ridicule as a stuffed 
Norwegian Blue, Graham Taylor 
had better not Sail over the next five 
days as he guides his England 
team through two mine-ridden 
World Cup qualifying matches — 
in Poland today and in Norway, 
against the leaders of group two, 
on Wednesday. 

Failure to reach the finals in the . 
United States next summer, added 
to abject defeat in fire European 
championship last summer, would 
doubtless ensure Taylor's rapid 
return to the ranks of the club 
manager, where his harshest crit¬ 
ics think he should have stayed 
anyway. Success would simply 
postpone the day. 

Taylor himself would not coun¬ 
tenance such pessimism, but the 
trade record of his predecessors — 
Don Revie. Ron Greenwood and 
Bobpy Robson, ail of whom ended 
their tenures sadder, wiser and 
more suspicious — suggests that, 
sooner or later, the likeable, jaunty 
son of Scunthorpe will have all 
decency knocked out of him. The 
process is already well developed. 

In the aftermath of England’s 
defeat in Sweden, compounded by 
the perverse decision to substitute 
Gary Lineker, the nation's favour¬ 
ite footballing son, in die dosing 
minutes of the European champ¬ 
ionship campaign. Taylor had to 
endure the modem equivalent of 
execution and mockery. 

Instead of having his bead stuck 
on Tyburn Gate for the pleasure of 
the masses. Taylor was trans¬ 


formed into a turnip on the back 
page of The Stm. 

Reprisals were swift Taylor, 
who usually discourses at length 
on any footballing matter at the 
drop of a hat, dammed up and 
himl a public relations speriaist to 
vet certain interviews and articles. 
For the son of a sports journalist 
and a man employed to lead the 
game into a more articulate, 
dassless and acceptable age in the 
wake of Heysd and Hillsborough, 
this was as much a failure as the 
performances of his team. 

Even reporters regarded as 
friends were given the cold shoul¬ 
der and. though an uneasy truce 
has now broken out in the football 
media, it would take only a couple

Sweden was not the personal 
criticism but the violation of his 
family and of his sense of respect 
values much dearer to him than 
football A nice, bright grammar 
school boy, brought up to dean his 
boras every night Imre a game 
and to follow the Protestant work 
ethic, Taylor could not understand 
the vidousness of fire attacks nor 
their lack of perspective. 

He has never regarded football 
as a matter of life and death and 
once proved as much by attending 
his daughter's degree ceremony 
instead of taking his Aston VDla 
side to Old T rafford. It was along 
summer later before he showed 
that his sense of humour was still 
intact. “What vegetables do they 
grow in Norway?" he asked before 
England's first World Cup qualify¬ 
ing match at Wembley. 

The problem for the media is 
that Taylor, with his jolly manner 
and irrepressible spirit, is not an 
easy character to vilify. He is a 


genuinely decent man and, more 
importantly, comes across as one. 
A loyal husband, devoted father, 
good- neighbour, someone you 
could cheerfully tum to in time of 
trouble. In the words of one friend, 
he is Mr Provincial, a lover of the 
theatre and Buddy Holly, muds 
happier conducting his business 
Grom foe privacy of his home in 
Little Aston in the West Midlands 
than in the more ostentatious 
surrounds of the Football Associ¬ 
ation in Lancaster Gate. 

Without winning anything of 
substance as a manager, he took 
Lincoln City out of the fourth 
division, Watford from the fourth 
division into Europe and restored 
dignity to Aston Villa. All three 
dubs would have him back tomor¬ 
row if they could, which is tribute 
enough in a world tittered with 
soured relationships and broken 
promises. 

“He had time for everyone in foe 
dub and treated the tea lady the 
same as the chairman,” Dave 
Richardson, file youth director at 
Aston Villa ami dose friend of 
Taylor, said. “He prided himself 
on knowing aU the boys on the 
staff, even the mediocre ones who 
he knew probably would not make 
it He is a very caring person yet 
can be ruthless when he needs to 
be.” In other words, be is tougher 
than he looks. 

At Watford, the team discipline 
on and off fire field was tight 
Players, including John Barnes, 
were expected to do as they were 
tokL be it run up mountains in the 
freezing rain, bang in crosses from 
every part of foe pitch or spend a 
number of hours each week doing 
community service. At Villa Park. 
Taylor found a dub flabby at heart 
and prescribed his own diet 
imposing adress code of collar and 
tie at all times and damming the 
dressing-room door in the face of 
Doug Ellis, file dob chairman and 
a notorious interferer. 

His mjddle-dass sense of thrift 
was outraged by the conspicuous 
waste at a dub languishing; in the 
middle of the second division. 
Players used to drying with three 
dub towels quickly found their 
quota reduced to one in the 
interests of economy and neatness, 
virtues that characterised Taylor’s 
own upbringing. 

But not everything fits so tidily 
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into the scheme. Take the case of 
Lineker v Taylor: Peter Pan v 
Bambi. Two acceptable faces of 
football bawling each other out 
like politicians across the dispatch 
box. The craei and lingering 
suspicion, supported by analysis of 
his present team, is that Tayior was 
not able to cope with someone 
from the same mould, a decent 
provincial boy made good and 
one, moreover, who had developed 
a continental sophistication and 
held the ear of the press. 

Strange as it may seem for such 
a mild chap. Lineker posed a 


threat to authority by exposing 
Taj^s lack of international expe¬ 
rience. It is no coincidence that 
lineker and Chris Waddle, the 
two main outcasts from the Taylor 
regime, have enjoyed successful 
careers overseas. 

Paul Gascoigne is altogether 
different the court jester with no 
pretensions to intellect the one 
touch of chaos Taylor allows in a 
footballing philosophy based on 
order, balance, shape and hard 
work. Gascoigne is a naughty bqy; 
lineker and Waddle subversive 
prefects. A modest player during 


his own career with Grimsby 
Town and lincoln. Tayior might 
have been a lineker , given fire 
right breaks, but he could never 
have been a Gascoigne 
Like most good generals: Taylor 
has now surrounded himself with 
people he knows he can trust 
players in his debt Even Barnes, 
whose fortune was made during 
those heady days at Watford. Par 
from ignoring foe criticism after 
Sweden, he learnt from it turning 
away from continental ways and 
reverting to what he did best at 
dub level moulding and motivat¬ 


ing a team To some within foe 
game, this smacks of a return to 
the up-and-under tactics so suc¬ 
cessful with Watford, but En¬ 
gland's performances in the World 
Cup so for have been far more 
coherent than their eariy efforts 
under Taylor. 

At 48, Taylor is still mastering 
his trade. The next five d*tys will go 
a long way to deciding whether be 
will be given time to succeed before 
■he fails to live up to unrealistic 
-expectations. If- he outlasts 
Kenneth Clarke, ir will be a 
triumph of sorts.

Rangers their dean sweep 


England need net gain 
from Taylor’s gamble

IT IS indisputably true that 
the Scottish Cup final between 
Rangers and Aberdeen, to be 
played at Celtic Park this 
afternoon, brings together the 
two best teams in Scotland. 

Like the FA Cup finalists. 
Arsenal and Sheffield Wed¬ 
nesday, the Scottish combat¬ 
ants have already met in one 
final this season, when Rang¬ 
ers won the Skol Cup through 
a late own goal by foe young 
Aberdeen defender, Gary 
Smith. 

Unlike file Wembley final¬ 
ists, however. Rangers and 
Aberdeen finished in first and 
second places in the champ¬ 
ionship and the Ibrox team 
now stand on foe threshold of 
their first dean sweep of foe 
three domestic honours since 
1978. The Aberdeen players, 
though, have made it plain 
that they believe the time has 
come for them to show that 
they are winners, too. 

The younger element in foe 
team — and Aberdeen have 
probably the most promising 
youths in Scotland — are 
confident that they win leave 
Glasgow with foe trophy 
swathed in red and white 
ribbons. “I'm glad to hear they 
fed like that.” Willie Miller, 
the Aberdeen manager, said 
earlier this week. 

“You must have belief in 
yourself if you are to be a 
winner, but they also have to 
keep in mind that every game 


against Rangers is difficult 
and cup finals are especially 
so. This is going to be a hand 
match and I think rt will also 
be an entertaining one 
because, although games be¬ 
tween the sides in recent years 
have been dose, they have also 
generated lots of chances." 

■ Walter Smith, foe Rangers 
manager, has enjoyed foe 
u n ac c ustomed luxury of two 
weeks away from football with 
his players. He has rejected all 
suggestions that the competi¬ 
tive edge may have gone off 
his team after a demanding 
season that saw them enjoy an 
undefeated run of ten games 
in the European Cup. 


“I find it surprising that 
anyone should question our 
attitude because I think that 
any team going into a cup 
final is keyed up for the 
game," Smith said. 

Rangers were rated as evens 
for the cup by Glasgow book¬ 
makers yesterday with 
Aberdeen at 13-4 against, 
odds that are tempting to 
anyone with a fancy for the 
underdogs especially since no 
player on either side can be 
found who does not think that 
foe contest will be dose. 

It may be that foe decisive 
factor is Miller's team selec¬ 
tion. Alex Smith, who guided 
Aberdeen to a cup victory over

The sympathy vote wfll go to Crewe, 
who in ten seasons under Dario Gradi 
have produced some of the most 
pleasing football in foe lower divi¬ 
sions. It will also be extended to 
Osvaldo Ardites, whose West 
Bromwich Albion side takes on Port 
Vale in foe second division final 
tomorrow. Ardiles was in charge of 
Swmdon when they beat Sunderland 
in tire 1990 final to earn a place in the 
top division for tibe first time.

There are few central strik¬ 
ers who have had die instant 
impact of, say.

Football fans 
invade Poland

MORE than 2,000 England 
football supporters, including 
known troublemakers, are ex¬ 
pected be in Poland today for a 
World Cup qualifying tie that 
could provoke similar distur¬ 
bances to the game 1S months 
ago. 

British police fear that once 
again there could be problems 
at the most important match 
on tiie Continent since the 
violence in Malmd and Stock¬ 
holm during the 1992 Euro¬ 
pean championship. Already 
travelling Englishmen have 
injured a number of Germans 
in a brawl in Berlin. 

Police sources in London 
are concerned that if England 
lose in either Poland or Nor¬ 
way. whom they play in Oslo 
on Wednesday, hooliganism 
will break out as it has done so 
often when bad results have 
caused frustration. 

The contingent of support¬ 
ers, which has begun to arrive 
in Katowice, is larger than 
expected because a visa is no 
longer required for Poland 
and because food and drink 
are so cheap. In November 
1991, when England quali¬ 
fied for the European champ¬ 
ionship with a 1-1 draw in 
Poznan, there was a series of 
incidents involving England 
followers and local residents 
and police. 

One police source said yes¬ 
terday: “Our supporters 
thought that the Poles were a 
’soft touch’. However, they 
fought back and now some 


English troublemakers are out 
for revenge.” 

England Under-21 enenun- 
tered little difficulty against 
their Polish counterparts in 
Jastrzebie yesterday, winning 
4-1, with two goals from 
Andrew Cole, the Newcastle 
United striker. 

Poland took the lead after 
90 seconds, when Dabrowski 
scored following a comer, but 
England replied with two 
goals in a minute. Darren 
Anderton, the Tottenham 
winger, was the architect of 
both, his deflected cross head¬ 
ed in by Richard Hail forthe 
equaliser and his free kick 
leading to first of Cole's goals. 
Cole struck again three min¬ 
utes after half-time after ex¬ 
changing passes with Ander¬ 
ton, who volleyed in the fourth 
eight minutes from time.

* tyMA POE, as he likes to 
,4, known, sits by 

* ' himself at a stone 
■. fJfcA mg chessboard in New 
~ Yoik*s Washington 
Square. “You 
wanna game?" he asks. **$10 — £5 
to you.” The game, if indeed it can 
be called that lasts about two 
minutes, and Poe is soon pocketing 
a crisp $10 Ml. 

He is neither master nor 
grandmaster, merely one of the 
many hustlers who crowd the 19 
tables in the heart of Greenwich 
Village. He has been playing chess 
“the New York way" for as long as 
he can remember. 

The New York way. as Poe 
describes it has veiy little to do with 
the brooding, cerebral game most 
often seen in Europe. It is fast 
tense and, more often than not 
accompanied by an extraordinary 
street patois understood only by an 
inner circle in this southwest comer 
of die square. 

Poe describes his non-stop taunt* 
at the chess table as “playing chess 
without the chessboard” He starts, 
in die case of certain prospective 
combatants, by saying: "You're a 
fish, you’re a patter, you cant 
play.” Fish and patter are widely 
used terms for an easy mark. If 
anyone hesitates in what must be 
some of the fastest speed chess on 
offer. Poe wfil turn, roll his eyes 
and shout to feBow hustlers: “The 
guy doesn't wanna move. Someone 
call the cops, he's loitering.” 

This constant patter, combined 
with quite serious ability, is enough 
to break the concentration of even 
the most enthusiastic amateur, and 
although Poe would never admit as 
much, he can probably make a 
healthy $200 on a fine summer's 
day. 

There are those who maintain 
that New York’s power as a chess 
Mecca is long dead. Others, includ¬ 
ing some of the game’s true 
masters, say the centre has merely 
shifted from luxurious dinner dubs 
to the streets where, they say, at any 
one time it is possible to find some 
of the world's best players mingling 
with some of its most disreputable 
characters. Garry Kasparov and 
Anatoly Karpov are among many 
of the game’s stars who have 
visited the square. Nigel Short, says 
Poe, has yet to pay his respects. 

From Central Park to Brighton 
Bead] and from liberty Square to 
Broadway, hundreds of New York¬ 
ers. and visitors, are to be found 
playing the game. Washington 
Square is probably the most atmo¬ 
spheric example of the genre — not 
least because of the ubiquitous 
crack dealing which takes place 


I love the Queen, so last 
year was an annus 
horribilis for me as well. 
Call me sentimental, but 
some of the most emotionally 
charged experiences of my life 
have occurred when watching 
royal weddings and the like, 
and I wish i had seen the 
coronation. 

It's not the royals them¬ 
selves but the human re¬ 
sponse to die occasions which 
I find moving. Anything to do 
with a mass of people celebrat¬ 
ing what they believe to be a 
good thing makes buckets of 
tears start their descent down 
my face. So many flowed 
during the wedding of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales 
that weighing myself after¬ 
wards, I was surprised not to 
have lost a couple of pounds. 

That wedding, in 1981,

within earshot of the players. It is a 
place where the culture of the street 
meets the elitist world of chess. It is 
also where Bobby Fischer once 
played in the 1950s. 

His legend lives on in die park. 
Last year Washington Square be¬ 
came the centrepiece for a film 
entitled Searching, for.Bobby Fi¬ 
scher, based on the book of die 
same name by Fred Waitekin. In 
fact tbe story is not about Fischer, 
but abour Mr Waitzkin’s son 
Joshua, a chess prodigy who found 
his caning in the square. 

„ The makers of-the film, sched¬ 
uled for release in August were less 
than delighted when they heard 
dial Fischer was coming out of 
retirement to play his old rival 
Boris Spassky. While Fischer was 


meant to be a constant metaphor 
through tbe fi lm , his was not 
intended to be a tangible presence. 
They soon realised, however, that 
having the legend back again could ; 
only be beneficial to their ceDuloid 
portrayal of youthful genius. 

What is undisputed throughout 
the city is that the film and the 
interest kindled by the Times 
World Chess Championship will 
only enhance an already wide¬ 
spread renaissance of the game in 
New York, and indeed in other 
parts of the United States. 

In New York, the new interest is 
probably imperceptible to old-tim¬ 
ers. who remember a plethora of 
romantic downbeat halls where 
they would hang out and play a 
tittle chess for a couple of bucks. 


Tbe Game Room, The Chess 
House, Rusalinos Chess Station, 
and the Times Square Chess and 
Checkers Club have all been either 
bought up or dosed down. The 
Greenwich Village Chess Shop, a 
haven for all on a rainy afternoon, 
is the only cheap indoor venue, 
where the evening diddng of speed 
docks reminds foe many observers 
of a New York chess scene now 
Jong departed. 

The richer enthusiasts, of course, 
can still be found bent over beauti¬ 
fully carved tables in foe sedate 
surroundings of the Manhattan 
Chess Qub and the Marshall 
Chess Club. Venerable bastions 
though these may be. few people 
consider them, to be at the heart of 
foe vibrant new street culture of 


chess. The new scene is foe same as 
foe old scene—except exponents of 
the game are no longer foe middle- 
class liberals of New York, but an 
underclass which sees chess, as 
other sports before it, as a way out 
of the ghetto. 

nSSjftIN A strange way, 
Jj, the blade ana white 

pieces of the board 
have perhaps come 
a to symbolise the ra¬ 
cial tensions of the 
inner city. Last year a group of 
youngsters from foe Adam Clayton 
Powell junior school in Harlem 
beat all of their fee-paying peers to 
become junior high school cham¬ 
pions. The Raging Rooks, as they 
are known, and their hip trainer 


Maurice Ashley — himself a prod¬ 
uct of Greenwich Village blitz chess 
— caused quite a stir. They came 
from poor homes, had been hound¬ 
ed for truancy, and at least one had 
never even travelled in a lift before 
being invited into central Manhat¬ 
tan after the team's success. 

“AD foe other players in the 
tournament came from exclusive 
private establishments." says Rob¬ 
ert Rice, the first commissioner of 
foe new Professional Chess Associ¬ 
ation. “but foe team from Harlem 
deaned the docks” 

Mr Rice, who founded the 
moneyed Wall Street Chess Club, is 
promoting a programme for chess 
at schools throughout America. 
Based in less affluent 
neighbourhoods such as Harlem

• More fathers: There are a lot 
of fathers about The winner of 
this year's Hawthomden Prize is

the chairman of the judges, 
remarked: “Books about fathers 
are always interesting — there’s 
Edmund Gosse, the Bible.. 

Now, Blake Morrison's And 
When Did You Last See Your 
Father? (Granta, £14.99) has 
entered the stakes. It is a memoir 
of his GP father. Arthur Morri¬ 
son, who invented new (but not 
wholly successful) forms of sleep¬ 
ing bag and electric toothbrush, 
and died 18 months ago at die 
age of 75. 

Hugo Williams was very en¬ 
thusiastic about it in the Specta¬ 
tor “Nobody's father is 
ordinaiy, but this one is an 
absolute collector’s item.” he 
said. Morrison had given us “a 
magical brainstorm of memo¬ 
ries". Nick Hornby in the Sun¬ 
day Times thought it was 
brilliant above all because of 
Morrison's “unflinching gaze". 

James Saynor in the Observer 
was more uneasy: he felt that 
“the more Morrison goes in 
search of the inner Arthur, die 
more he ends up with a cata¬ 
logue of mannerisms". Mean¬ 
while. in the Daily Telegraph. 
Nicholas Mosley had detected 
psychological problems in Mor¬ 
rison junior wasn't his obsession 
with his father “of the same kind 
as fus father's obsession to pry 
into and try to regulate the lives 
of his children"? And “totally 
unexplained is the author's re¬ 
luctance go write about his 
mother." 

Is there anybody there? Near¬ 
ly everybody knows Walter de la 
Mare's poem The Traveller, but 
few people know anything about 
die poet himself. W. H. Auden 
remarked that you never fed that 


the “ 1 “ of the poems is the man 
you might meet at dinner—and 
de ia Mare has had to wait 40 
years since his death for die first 
biographyof him. 

Theresa Whistler’s Imagina¬ 
tion of the Heart: The Life of 
Walter de la Mare (Duckworth, 
£25} received a fairly consistent 
reception, “The life hardly exists 
as an event." said Andrew Mo¬ 
tion in the Observer, but die 
book “warmly appreciates de la 
Mare’s genius." John Gross in 
the Sunday Telegraph thought 
the book skilfully steered a 
middle course between the 
“mundane facts" and the 
“gleam and vision" in the poetry, 
which was best when it conveyed 
“die child's sense of mystery and 
endlessness". 

Jeremy Treglown in the Inde¬ 
pendent on Sunday agreed that 
“most of his best verses were 
written for children" and Fran¬ 
cis King in the Evening Stan¬ 
dard said the same — there was 
“a gnomic wisdom worthy of 
Blake" in the best of those. He 
judged the book to be “impecca¬ 
bly researched", but he ended by 
comparing de la Mare with 
Philip Larkin — and managed to 
knock them both down with a 
single blow: “Does a minor 
poet." he asked, “whose life is 
unmemorable for anything but 
his poetry deserve so long a 
biography?” 

• Can yon forgive her? The new 
Joanna Trollope novel. A Span¬ 
ish Lover (Bloomsbury, £15.99) 
was praised by David Hughes in 
the Mail on Sunday: “a flood of 
well-managed emotion". But 
some of her loyal readers did not 
like her going to Spain for half 
her plot The Spanish scenes 
were “all romance and gerani¬ 
ums”, wrote Katie Owen in the 
Sunday Telegraph, while Caria 
McKay declared derisively In die 
Daily Mail: “Gone off the bofl." 

• Ready for (he Royals again? 
Three more assaults on die pot of 
gold are in tiie bookshops this 
weekend. They are A.N. Wil¬ 
son’s analytical The Rise and 
Fall of the House of Windsor 
(Sindair-Stevenson, £16.99); the 
oool Behind Palace Doors (Ori¬ 
on. £l 6.99) by Nigel Dempster 
and Peter Evans; and James 
Whitaker’s excitable Diana v 
Charles (Signet £14.99).

Where knightly spirits dwell 



ROYAL watchers »ho go to 
the Queen’s Free Chapel of St 
George to see the Queen at 
church on Sunday are likely to 
be disappointed. The Queen, 
castle staff and Crown em¬ 
ployees who live in Windsor 
Great Park usually attend her 
own private chapel within the grounds of the 
Royal Lodge in Windsor Great Park. 

The Queen and her family do go to St 
George’s on Easter Day and other formal 
occasions, when the public is welcome. But St 
George’s is well worth a visit in its own right 
simply to marvel at the exquisite music and 
architecture, and to hear the Dean of 
Windsor preach. 

The chapel is free in the sense that it is not 
under the jurisdiction of a bishop or 
archbishop, it is the spiritual home of the 

Most Noble Order of the Gaiter, and the 
quire has possibly the finest display of historic 
heraldry in the world. 

Seated before us in statuesque splendour in 
tire lower stalls were the Military Knights of 
Windsor, originally called the poor or alms 
knights, in decorative scarlet uniforms last 
redesigned in the time of William IV. 
Technically these are deputies of the Knights 
of the Garter. All are distinguished soldiers— 
a brigadier, colonels and majors — who live 
within the castle walls. 

The Most Noble Order of the Garter, the 
oldest existing monarchical order of chivalry, 
was founded by Edward HI in 1348 after the 
capture of Calais. Besides a banner, helm 
with a crest, sword and mantling, every 
knight has a brass stall plate, and this is the 
only heraldic achievement which remains in 
place in the quire after death. All other hems 
are removed, to be replaced by those of his 
successor. The oldest of die 750 brass and 
enamel plates is that of Lord Basset which 
dates firm about 1390. 

St George's feels like the ultimate parish 
church, where pre and post-Reformation 
history intermingle in colourful and at times 
bewildering display. Those of us who stayed 
after matins for communion walked to rail 
over a stone marking the burial vault of 
Charles 1. Henry VIII and Henry's third 
wife, Jane Seymour, who died giving birth. 
In front of us. the grey morning light filtered 
through tiie 19th-centuzy Clayton and Bell 
stained-glass in the east window, showing 
the magnificent 15 tfa-century Wfifiam Berke¬ 
ley woodwork at its best And in the unlikely 
event of the view from tiie pew becoming 
dull, we could browse through an impressive 
display of service books. 

Because it was matins, a choir office, the 
deigy wore the choir habit, with murrey, or 
mulberry, cassocks and surplice, scarf and 
hood. For communion they changed into 
white and gold copes with stoles. The , 
friendliness of the dergy, combined with the' 
impressive surroundings, made visitors fed 
welcome but also rather privileged to be there 
at alL The dean explained; “We are a 
mixture of stuffiness, informality and com¬ 
plete chaos.” I looked carefully but saw no 
signs of chaos. 

Matins, or morning prayer as it is 
sometimes called, grew out of the monastic 
tradition, when monks divided the day into 
“hours" of prayer. Since the Reformation, it 
has been associated mainly with the Church 
of England. Recently, a few Roman Catholic

churches have started to celebrate morning 
prayer with their congregations, although it 
has always been part of worship in monaster¬ 
ies and convents. We began with a prayer, 
confession, a hymn and a psalm, followed by 
the first lesson, a canticle, the second lesson 
and another hymn. The most beautiful part 
was the intercessionaxy prayers, when the 
dean-recited his own compilation, beginning 
with prayers for the Queen and for the Most 
Noble Order of the Gaiter. We prayed that 
Christians everywhere, mindful of baptism, 
might witness eternal values and truth, that 
we might so pass through things temporal, 
that we find and not lose the things eternal. 

This was followed by a rare event the 
publication of banns of marriage between 
Gary Wilson, a bachelor of Windsor Castle, 


and Christine Ansefi of Windsor. St 
George's, a self-governing secular commun¬ 
ity of priests, laymen and women, has no 
parish and weddings are infrequent Mr 
Wilson is the son of Fred Wilson, the castle's 
ctakof works. 

The dean took his text from St Paul’s letter 
to the Colossians. He described how, walking 
the dogs that morning in Windsor Great 
Park, he encountered a jogger in a sweater 
bearing the message “Saints”. The dean 
stopped the started runner to ask him if he 
was called to be a saint The man replied: 
“Oh no. I am only a saint in the football 
sense." The dean continued: “Now, who 
actually wants to be a saint in foe Christian 
sense in England these days? It is not a 
popular notion. But we are called to be holy. 


and that is something exciting, as He who 
calls us is holy." 

He preached about baptism. “June 10, 
1930, was a great date for me," he stated. “It 
was the date of my baptism in the parish 
church of St Andrew, Whitestaunton. Somer¬ 
set Do you all know the date of your 
baptism? If not find out It should be a great 
day of thanksgiving, a day to receive Holy 
Communion in thanksgiving. Your baptism 
and my baptism are the foundation on which 
to build our Christian life. From our baptism, 
the call to us from God is the call to be 
saints." 

The chapel supports a conference centre, St 
George’s House, founded in 1966. which 
holds regular courses and meetings to 
examine contemporary issues. Nearly all the 
income to support the chapel comes from 
donations and the admission charges. All 
collections — £20.634 last year — are given 
away — ours went to Christian Aid. The 
Friends of St George's pay for big structural 
repairs. The chapel might have fabulous 
spiritual wealth, but like so many Anglican 
churches, it labours under a myth of great 
material wealth. Its annual income last year 
was only just enough to make ends meet: 
£831,816, of which 73 per cent came from 
admission charges and the rest from dona¬ 
tions. bequests and rental incomes.

N othing brings home 
mortality like the first 
grey hair. Until it 
arrives you can cany on the 
charade of eternal youth. You 
can smoke and drink and eat 
and live the life of a ferret and 
still believe that nothing 
can ever touch you: that 
tomorrow will never come. 

With the first grey- 
hair romorrow.has arri¬ 
ved. You can look for 
solace, but none exists. 
Newspaper advertisements 
offer rejuvenation for brad 
and body: a “leading con¬ 
sultant" will reshape you at 
a Harley Street address. But 
even he can do nothing 
against the colour change. 

I telephoned two consul¬ 
tants on the off-chance. They 
could offer me new breasts, 
thicker lips and removal of 
varicose veins, but they could 
not. without a bottle, turn grey 
hair back to blade At the 
second clinic the voice patient¬ 
ly explained that my enquiry 
was absurd, gave a sigh and 
said: ’It's age; we all get old." 

And that is it The colour of 
hair comes from melanin in 
the foilide. which is genetically 
programmed to produce mela¬ 
nin fora certain time and then 
to stop. Once the melanin has 
stopped it does not start again. 
A bit of you has grown old It’s 
all up with youth. 

There is a common belief 

that women are more affected 
by the signs of age than are 
men. In fact male vanity is 
just as strong, but tends to be a 
secret vice. Women took open¬ 
ly in mirrors; men affect a 
squint and walk slowly past 
glass-fronted buildings. 

My sister has fair grey hairs 
and, like the Ancient Mariner, 
stops strangers and invites 
them to inspect her head. For 
her, life is finished. 1 am 
almost white above the ears, 
but get no sympathy. I am told 
grey hair is a mark of 
distinction. 

The trouble with pey hairs 
is that they appear just at the 
time when distinction is the 
last thing we want The thirties 
are bad enough without yet 
another badge of maturity. It 
is in our fate teens and early 
twenties that we need to look 
distinguished. That is the age 
when it is galling to have a 
client ask when we expect 
daddy to be back. 



& 
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For some the grey hairs 
come absurdly early. In the 
case of my friend Dave Robert¬ 
son they came at the age of 1 5. 
By the time he left school he 
was steel-grey. Dave claimed 
that this was an advantage in 
life. Certainty, for a man who. 
apart from the ears, looked 
like Mr Spock from the Star 
Ship Enterprise, he was re¬ 
markably successful with 
women. Perhaps because of 
the hair. Dave galloped 
through the various stages of 
maturity, moving from univer¬ 
sity don to running his own 
business until last year, at 34, 
exhausted by the material 
world, he became a Francis¬ 
can monk. The shock of seeing 
Dave as a monk may have 
contributed to the growth of 
my own grey hairs. 

Shock has a semi-mythical 
role in the greying process. 
The idea that hair can turn 
white overnight is a theme of 
honor fiction and stories 
about a friend of a friend. The 
narrator in Poe’s Descent Into 
The Maelstrom emerges from 
an uncomfortable night in the 
vortex of a whirlpool with his 


“hair, which had been raven- 
black the day before, as white 
as you see it now”. 1 am told 
that this phenomenon is im¬ 
possible. Hair is made up of 
cells which are dead before 
they emerge. They could not 
change colour even if legions 
of the damned were to hide in 
the mattress and say “Boo!" at 
three in the morning. 

A lthough the overnight 
thesis is discredited, it is 
possible for traumati¬ 
sed hair tq grow back white. 
And there is something distin¬ 
guished in a silver blaze: it is 
saidto be mesmeric to women. 

There are two ways to 
handle grey hairs: we can 
accept them with good grace, 
or we can fight them at the 
chemist’s. Hiding the signs 
can be a secretive business 
Hair dye is sold to males on 
the imperceptible change — 
the “my goodness, isn't there 
something different about 
you?" technique. Advertising 
hinges on a sequence of be- 
fore-and-after photographs 
presenting the gradual trans¬ 
formation of a greying has- 


been into a dynamic, over- 
achieving black-head. The im¬ 
plication is that this reversal of 
ail natural laws, a sort of firing 
home movie played back¬ 
wards, will go unnoticed. 

In America there is none of 
this “thief in the night” bus- 
ness. When the first signs 
appear, rather than go grey a 
man will “go blond”. Nature 
has let you down, but whafs 50 
groat about nature anyway? 
Let’s open that bottle and 
unleash the dogs of artifice. 

There was no suggestion of 
anything natural in Ronald 
Reagan's hair colour. It was a 
symbol of the triumph of 
optimism over experience: foe 
artifice was there for everyone 
to see, but because it was so 
open no one cared. 

With me it will be a race® 
see if my hair falls out before it 
turns white. Going bald is only 
an option in the Telly Savalas 
sense, a life of being offered 
seats on buses holds little 
romance. Perhaps I will join 
Dave, and emerge cowled w 
sit in the choir for compline.

The guru urges making hay, whether or not the sun shines 


G iven that the process of 
sanctification is a long and 
tortuous one. I wfl] settle 
for a statue or even a nice bhie 
plaque for the candidate I have in 
mind. It is not someone I know, but 
his writings haw been an inspira¬ 
tion to me; and if he had a few more 
disciples among modem commer¬ 
cial farmers, agriculture might be 
able to hold its head a Ktrig ltigher. 
Having said that, give'me seven 
days before I deliver* final verdict; 
but I am pretty confident I've got 
the right man, 

Newman Turner wrote three 
books at the end of the 1940s, 
knowing nothing of what is cur¬ 
rently called organics and prefer¬ 
ring to describe his practices as 
“fertility farming'’. I have made his 
books my bible. 

If I sound besotted with foe man, 
it is because I have witnessed (me of 
his miracles and may be able to 
participate in another. Two years 


ago, depressed beyond be¬ 
lief by a field of newly sown 
grass seed that was being 
smothered by every weed 
in God’s creation, I came 
upon Turner's chapter 
smugly fitted, "How I 
made a Meadow with a 
Mower. He, too, had 
sown his grass and got in return an 
abundant crop of weeds. Being of 
little faith, my solution was to 
plough die disaster under so that 1 
could start again. 

But Turner did not give up as 
easily. He took a mower to his field, 
sliced off the blossoming weeds and 
waited. He was rewarded with a 
sward of grass which would do 
justice to Centre Court With a 
prayer on my lips, I did the same. 
With our horse-drawn dipper, we 
bundled round the field ana simply 



left the dippings to rot 
Within a month a miracle 
had taken place: l had 
turned water into wine. 
Thistles, rape, nettles had 
all gone; and fresh shoots 
of young gross were now 
tall enough to sway gently 
in the breeze. 

Ever since then, I have turned to 
Newman Turner's sermons on foe 
value of herbs in meadows and 
followed his teachings; he intones, 
"Upon a basis of humus, nature 
sows her seeds..and then lays 
down his commandments for fertil¬ 
ity. Such is my faith that I have just 
put his scriptures to foe nMmatw 
test 

This year, I have a fine crop of 
lucerne, which is one of our most 
valuable crops. It grows with abun¬ 
dance and when made into hay 



delivers the most sweet-smelling, 
nutritious fodder any beast could 
ask for- Believe me, this is Michdin 
three-star stuff The only problem is 
that it grows so vigorously that we 
must take three crops a year, which 


means a first cut in mid-May, a 
notoriously showery time of year in 
which to dry the lucerne and make 
hay of it 

But Turner never lost any sleep 
over it “Now I can make hay... as 


green as the best dried grass. Each 
year, instead of greyer hair. I have 
greener hay.” 

This is very beguiling talk to a 
man such as me who has a field of 
shimmering lucerne, a week's holi¬ 
daylooming and a weather forecast 
as black as Alice's snout -Turner 
advocates making the hay on 
tripods; 8ft high wigwams of grass, 
which allow fresh, drying breezes to 
Wow through them. 

Regular readers will know that 
we have done this before in the very 
final stages of making our bay. Not 
only has it been effective, but for a 
few weeks every year we have our 
own little Stonehenge as these 
monolithic towers of drying grass 
cast their primeval shadows.

have spent nervous days, if not 
weeks, with our fingers crossed, 
hoping the weather holds. Usually, 
it does not 

Unless you have made hay, you 
cannot appreciate how radical this 
hasty approach is. It is as if a 
cookery writer had declared that a 
mere five minutes was all a loaf of 
bread needed to bake; ora vintner 
suggested that port was best drunk 
straight after bottling. 

But this saint did not let me down 
before, and so I shall follow him 
even unto every comer of the field 
of hiceme. The tripods are stand¬ 
ing. the pitchforks dusted off. The 
thunder-douds are gathering, and 
my holiday tickets are booked. Our 
crop is now in the hands of 
Another. 

I wiQ, of course, keep you fully 
informed. In the meantime, if you 
have any opportunity to light a 
candle, every little helps. 


Bats in the belfry 
face eviction 

National Bat Week starts today, but the campaign to 
protect them is being challenged. Nick Nuttall reports

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L jA ATTHE small 
13th-century 
country church 
of AD Saints at 
Mattereey in 
Nottinghamshire, foe eyes of 
worshippers will be lifted ner¬ 
vously toward heaven this 
weekend. High in the rafters 
two colonies of bats have made 
their homes and. according to 
John Mills, the churchwar¬ 
den. they threaten foe very life 
of the church. 

The traditional mythologi¬ 
cal links between 
bats and dark 
forces do not worry 
Mr Mills and foe 
489 souls of foe 
village so much as 
the bats' unsavoury 
contributions to 
Sunday worship. 

These, he feats, 
may drive foe 
congregation away. 

“The bishop is 
going grcy.

Their proposals in- 
dude securing the legal right 
to rev motorcycles, deploy 
stuffed owls, eagles and high-

church at night to repel bats. 
Without action, foe 
daims foe country 
could die because of the exists 
of cleaning up and protecting 
heritage items. 

The Rev Tim Shephard, 
vicar of a group of churches 
around Habrough, Humber¬ 
side. and a supporter of foe 
movement says he has bats in 
his house, and likes them in 
foe right place. However, at 
one of his churches, at 
Killingholme, 
foe bat colony is 
considerable. "In 
summer, they make 
an awful mess on 
foe chairs, and our 
elderly chair war¬ 
den is not always 
available to dean 
up,” he says. 

The Bat Conser¬ 
vation Trust which 
is supported by foe 
World Wide Fund 
for Nature and the 
environment de¬ 
partment fears that 
such voices could 
spdl doom lor Brit¬ 
ain’s bats. Some 
estimates indicate 
that, despite slight 
increases in Scotland, overall 
populations have declined by 
as much as ?0 per cent since 
1978; The actual size of the 
whole population is a mystery. 
Some species, such as the 
greater horseshoe, are said to 
number fewer than 4,000. 

The trust argues that 
churches are an important last 
refuge for many species, par¬ 
ticularly in areas such as East 
Anglia, where old woodlands 
have been deazed and insects 
destroyed (none of Britain's 
bars are bloodsucker^. 

A survey by the trust daims 
vicars gave bats “a resounding 
thumbs-up". The results were 
based on 2.600 replies from 
8,000 questionnaires. 

Mrs Ward is planning to 
counter these findings with a 
survey of foe costs and dam¬ 
age to churches from bats.

Whether the emotive issue of 
bats creates a schism similar to 
the ordination of woman 
priests remains to be seen. 

The Rev Ron Wood, vicar of 
Gussage St Andrew, a 12th- 
century church in Dorset, 
counsels calm. He says 
churches should delight in 
their role as guardians of one 
of God’s most maligned crea¬ 
tures. “We have 14th-century 
medieval wall paintings here, 
but recently we had a bat-flap 
installed in one of the win¬ 
dows for access and egress. 
They are no problem,” he says. 
“I go in in the morning to say 
my prayers and dean up a bit 
of bat do. This slight inconve¬ 
nience is more titan recom¬ 
pensed hy foe privilege of 
having the bats around.”

Call of the spotty adolescents 


A n excited squeaky buzz 
is coming from the 
depths of foe bushes. 
You may have heard ft some¬ 
times in April when it was the 
call of foe female robin being 
fed by ho- mate during court¬ 
ship. Now it is the call of foe 
fledgling robins as they, in 
turn, are being fed. Soon the 
woods and gardens will be foil 
of the sound. 

Uke many young birds, foe 
robins look different from 
their parents; they .will not 
acquire foe red breast till the 
autumn moult, and at present 
are dappled brown above and 
spotty beneath. When their 
mother begins a second brood, 
they will remain in foe charge 
of their father for a few days. 
After that they will settle down 
to an idle summer, with plenty 
of caterpillars to feed on. 

Many such unfamiliar 
sounds win be heard in foe 
countryside in June. Young 
blackbirds have a distinctive 
squeak, and there win be 
millions of those about there 
are thought to be about seven 
million pain of blackbirds 
breeding in the British Isles 
every summer. The fledglings 
are also easily picked out they 
have a more rufous tint than 
foe dark-brown females and, 
like the young robins, are 
spotty below. 

Greenfinches have a wheez¬ 
ing note, like a long sucking 
kiss; their young, which are 
grey rather than green, have 
even more long-drawn out. 
slurping calls, which they re-

peat interminably in the heart 
of a flowering elder or a 
rhododendron on a sunny 
afternoon.

Young titmic e will soon be 
out and about, calling to their 
parents; sometimes mere are 
ten or 12 from a single nest 

The newly fledged Wuetits 
lack the blue cap of *«r 
parents ten are more yellow aD 
oven young coal tits are also 
ydlow beneath, where their 

parents are greyish-white. 

All these small songbirds are 
feafoeriess and blind when 


they hatch out they stay in foe 
nest for a fortnight or so while 
they grow their feathers and 
are then fed for a few more 
weeks after they have flown. 

Young skylarks have a 
slightly different life. The nest 
is on foe ground, among long 
grass or grouting com. and 
they are very vulnerable there. 
So, although their flight feath¬ 
ers take the usual fortnight to 
grow, they leave the nest after 
about eight days, and hide in 
foe foliage around them until 
they can fly. 

Some larger birds, notably 
foe waders, have nidifugous 
young — that is to say, binds 
which leave foe nest as soon as 


they have struggled out of the 
eggshell Young lapwings trot 
away into the undergrowth; 
their parents resolutely chase 
off predators. In fact meadow 
pipits sometimes nest in lap¬ 
wings’ territories, because foe 
camon or hooded crows are 
driven away. . 

Ah this care for foe young 

comes from the fact that 
nature selects binds who bring 
up most offspring. Among foe 
small binds, the young usually 
hatch out all together and 
grow up at foe same speed. 
But with some larger birds, 
such as tawny owls, who may 
find it hand to get enough 
food, foe young hatch out'at 
intervals, and foe earlier ones 
are foe stronger. 

In a good year for food, all 
the ow) nestlings will get 
enough to eat; but in a bad 
year, foe stronger will take 
most of it, and roe weaker will 
die. In either event, the parent 
owls will have brought up foe 
maximum possible number 
under the drcumstances. 
Birds may show devotion to 
tharyoung—but nature itself 
is not loving,

H ow do you fancy some 
marinated fresh' tuna 
grilled with lime and 
coriander, served with a tomato 
and pepper salsa? Or what about 
the roast stuffed saddle of rabbit 
with morels and basil served with a 
sorrel sauce? No. die choice is not 
from Quaglino’s, The Canteen or 
any of London's other fashionable 
eating spats but that bastion of 
conservatism, the Carlton Club. 

Club grub is not what it was. 
Instead of the overcooked beef, 
soggy greens and nursery pud¬ 
dings of the past, chefs are serving 
up food that would not disgrace a 
five-star hoteL 

Don Irwin, head chef at the 
Carlton and secretary of the two- 
year-old League of Club Chefs, 
claims that the popular perception 
of dub food as not much better 
than school dinners is unfair. “It’s 
the public who are out of sync. 
There always has been quality in 
club kitchens, but it has never been 
recognised.” He and his Mow 
chefs are out to prove that they rank 
along with the best in the industry 
(not greatly assisted, it must be said, 
by the clubs themselves, which 
verge on die paranoid about reveal¬ 
ing what members are eating). 

Typical of the new breed of dub 
chefe is Philip Corrick. a former 
chef of the year, who was head¬ 
hunted horn the Grosvenor House 
hotel by the RAC three years ago. 
He presides over three dining¬ 
rooms, five banqueting rooms and 
a kitchen brigade of 50. Mr 
Corrick's menus indude such up-

to-the-minute offerings as car¬ 
paccio de saumon aux Sconces de 
citron vert et blinis de sevruga, 
nage de langoustines et St Jacques 
au Sancern, and supreme de 
pigeonneau de Bresse aux ravioles 
de noisettes, all priced on a par with 
neighbouring luxury hotels. 

Mr Corrick has seen great 
changes since he joined the RAG 
“Once, if I’d said I was going to put 
marinated raw salmon on the 
menu. I’d have been laughed out of 
court Now we seO lots of it We've 
slowly taken the dubby dishes off 
the menu. We’U still do something 
like a Barnsley chop if a member 
asks for it, but they've got to ask." 

Mr Corrick and his colleagues 
have been assisted in their endeav¬ 
ours by a greater health conscious¬ 
ness among members. The days of 
the two-hour lunch fuelled by daret 
and port are numbered. “Many of 
our members want to be in and oul 
in 40 minutes.” says Alan Riddle, 
head chef at the Reform. “It’s often 
no starters and straight on to the 
main course. ” 

One in ten of all dishes served at 
the Reform are now vegetarian, 
including flageolet, artichoke and 
goafs cheese bake, avocado pear 
with vegetable nut risotto, and 
courgette and peanut pancake. 

Club food can stifi be unrivalled 
value for money. There are few 
other places in London where you 


can get a slap-up threeoourse hinch 
for £10.50. as you can at the 
Ganrick —- or pick from the a la 
carte menu a starter of quail eggs 
and asparagus salad for £4.50, 
medallions of salmon and monk¬ 
fish with pink peppercorn sauce 
(£10.75), and raspberry syllabub 
(£2.50), as at the Reform. 

Club cellars are still lavishly 
stocked with vintages you would be 
lucky to find at a specialist wine 
merchant's, let alone a restaurant 
“There are very few duhs that have 
a wine list as good as ours. even 
though it’s not as grand as it used to 
be." says Robert Linsley, the sec¬ 
retary of the Carlton. "We always 
used to have three or four vintages 
of every first-growth dareL But you 
can st31 buy a bottle of 1963 port 
for less than you would pay at 
auction at Christie's across the 
road." 

Chaps can also continue to expea 
things to be done the proper way. 
At toe Reform, members order 
their meals on little yellow pads that 
are left on their tables so that the 
waiters do not disrupt the dis¬ 
cussion of affairs of stare. In the 
strangers’ room they are trusted to 
give toe cashier an accurate account 
of what they have eaten. “We used 
to have a biscuit tin for payments in 
toe main bar, but we have got rid of 
that" says Mr Riddle. 

Lapses in toe quality of food or 


service are taken seriously. At the 
Reform, while minor transgres¬ 
sions may merely meet with a 
verbal rebuke, deeply felt com¬ 
plaints are written on the back of 
toe bdl and have to be submitted to 
the general committee and an¬ 
swered in writing. 

“These days people expect first- 
dass standards.” says Simon Allen 
of toe RAC. “They’re not prepared 
to accept second best, even from 
their dub.”

I have only the dimmest mem¬ 
ories of my coronation day treat of 
soft rolls filled with fish paste, egg 
sandwiches and strong tea; the 
A strongest recollection is of the 
scratchy straw bales on which we 
sat at long trestle tables in a 
neighbour’s bam. Steam rose, and 
the rain drummed on the roof. 

For celebratory food next weds, i 
have explored the dishes of the first 
Elizabethans. And very good they 
were, too. The food was colourful, 
imaginative, subtle and foil of 
flavour; tbe kind of food we like to 
eat Without turning it into a 
slavishly “olde Englishe” travesty, 
you can easily create an Elizabe¬ 
than feast for friends. 

There are one or two culinary 
howlers to avoid: potatoes were not 
yet part of the diet, although sweet 
potatoes were; tomatoes were not 
cultivated in southern Europe until 
the end of the 16th century, and 
f were not much liked — “The whole 
plant is of a rank and stinking 
savour", wrote one critic, the fruit 
yielding “very little nourishment to 
the body”. 

Chocolate was unknown to the 
Elizabethans, and rhubarb was 
used only medicinally. There were 
no bananas until 1633 or pine¬ 
apples until Cromwell’s day. Wild 
strawberries .would have been coF 
lected from the woods. 

You can incorporate many dif¬ 
ferent types of fish dishes in your 
menu: fillets of mackerel, salmon 
or herring, cooked (and cooled) in a 


well-seasoned broth, the predomi¬ 
nant notes of which should be 
sweet, sour and spicy. The sweet¬ 
ness would have come from dried 
fruit, the sourness from alegar 
(made from beer) or verjuice (made 
from pressed unripe grapes), for 
which you can substitute malt and 
dder vinegar respectively. Cinna¬ 
mon. ginger ana pepper, albeit 
expensive, were widely used. 

An alternative fish dish would be 
a delicate salad of shefifish, such as 
winkles, cockles, crab meat and 
shrimps with fresh herbs, small 
salad leaves and edible flowers. 
Elaborate salads were popular, 
decorated with borage, violets, 
pinks, marigold petals and roses. 

To start your feast, try this dish of 
prawns cooked in ale; it’s quick and 
easy to cook. Serve it with pieces of 
toast in shallow soup plates.

Melt the fat in a heavy frying pan 
and in it gently cook the shallots, 
onions and garlic until soft. Raise 
the beat and add the prawns.

Add the pepper and dill and 
cook together for a few rammes 
only, bearing in mind that the 
prawns are already cooked. With a 
slotted spoon, transfer the prawns 
to soup plates ora serving dish.

I THOUGHT deeply about what 
meal to cook for my Elizabethan 
banquet Turkey was a possibility, 
with a celery, herb and oyster 
stuffing. But I chose venison. Fora 
large gathering, I would roast a 
haunch or a saddle, but two dishes 
1 have cooked recently and liked 




very much are venison “allawes” or 
olives — thin slices of lean meat 
spread with a forcemeat rolled and 
baked — and a venison and 
mushroom pie. in which I stretched 
out the venison with mushrooms 
and sausage meat I used wild 
venison from Safeway. Waitrose 
and Sainsbuzy’s have armed veni¬ 
son. The forcemeat was Safeway*s 
wild venison and pork sausages.

Depending on their thickness, slice 
the steaks horizontally into two or 
three pieces.

Squeeze the meat from the sau¬ 
sages into a bowl and mix with the 
anchovies, crumbs and spices, 
lemon zest and juice. Spread this 
stuffing thinly on each dice of 
venison. Roll the rest of the staffing 
into balls. Roll up the meat and 
secure with a cocktail stick or string. 
Brown tire onion lightly in the fat, 
then the venison and the forcemeat 
balls,and then transfer it to an 
ovenproof dish. De-glaze the pan 
with stock and wine, scraping up 
any bits, and pour over the meat. 
Tuck in the bay leaves, cover, and 
cook in a preheated oven, at 
180C/350F, gas mark 4, or on top 
of the stove over gentle heat for 
about an hour. After 45 minutes, 
mix the flour and butter together. 


form into balls and stir into the 
sauce to thicken. Add the port and 
continue cooking for a further 15 
minutes. Serve from the dish in 
which it was cooked, or arrange tbe 
venison rolls on a bed of steamed 
greens — cabbage, spinach and 
chard, for example. A dish of 
glazed sweet potatoes goes very well 
with the venison, as does a batter 
pudding, which you can bake like a 
Yorkshire pudding or steam in a 
pudding basin. A handful of fresh 
herbs improves the latter greatly. 

ELIZABETHAN desserts would 
be cool and creamy, such as 
syllabubs, junkets and fools. 1 
would also indude a fresh cream 
cheese, mixed with chopped sage, 
marigold petals and seasoning. 

Saffron and rosewater, which 
you can buy from Boots, were pop¬ 
ular as flavourings in sweet and 
savoury dishes and I have used 
than m my biscuit recipe, com¬ 
bining them with other flavours 
used in Elizabethan times. For 
more desserts, try a rosewater 
junket and a lemon syllabub.

Also, 1 wanted a menu 
which would leave time to deal 
with inevitable unforeseen dif¬ 
ficulties. Everything was 
scheduled to be prepared two 
days ahead except for baking 
the mfllefeullles and roasting 
the salmon. 

I find some shortcuts a 
necessity. I had nointention of 
making my own puff pastry, 
and since the supermarket 
freezer variety did not have 
butter in it I rang a few 
bakeries. One finally agreed to 
sefl me raw dough. On the way 
to pick it up. I found this new 
bread to serve with the soup 
made by a company called 
Man ouch cr. It tastes home¬ 
made since you finish off the 
baking yourself 

The day before the party I 
went to Harrods for an assort¬ 
ment of berries to garnish the 
dessert and also found deli¬ 
cate water asparagus (about 
fain in diameter) to accompa¬ 
ny the salmon. I had never 
seen anything like them. One 
of foe knowledgeable men in 
white coats told me bow to

cook them. They were truly 
exquisite. Everyone asked 
where 1 got them. 

Once the shopping is done, 
my favourite thing is to display 
all the produce on the kitchen 
table and then see the mound 
disappear as containers fill up. 
Every time a dish is completed 
I check it off my schedule. 

Guests were invited for 
8pm, when the light is still 
glorious in our drawing-room. 

I was looking forward to 
drinks with die French win¬ 
dows thrown open. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the London weather 
did not cooperate. It was the 
first rainy, cold day in a week, 
and I was ready to use tbe 
fireplace:

Stewart Tendler visits Germany’s oldest 


city, once the home of Roman emperors 


A chorus of song burst in 
the shadowy nave and 
floated for a moment over 
the sepulchre of St 
Matthias, one of the Apostles. As 
the doors of the 12th-century 
church opened, the singers. led by a 
Benedictine monk, were framed in 
die sunshine of a glorious spring 
afternoon in Trier, in Rheinland' 
Pfalz. 

After a three-day 
march, the first of 
this year's pilgrims 
to the holy sites of 
Germany’s oldest 
dry were preparing 
to go home. They 
gathered in the cob¬ 
bled courtyard in 
the shadow of the 
white Romanesque 
facade, leaving a 
small woven bag 
filled with their 
prayers lying by the 
altar. “During the 
day we walk and 
pray.” said their 
leader. “At night 
we talk and.. .ja, 
we drink." 

Religion and 
wine are two of the 
abiding features of 
one of the prettiest cities in 
Germany. I n Trier, serried ranks of 
vines sweep down towards the 
Mosel overlooking a cathedral 
dating from the early days of 
European Christendom. The statue 
of the Virgin in the church of St 
Matthias holds the baby Jesus in 
one hand, and balances a fat bunch 
of grapes in the other. 

It was the march of the Roman 
legions northwards which led not 
only to the creation of the imperial

city of Augusta Treverorum. but 
also m die arrival of the vine and 
the cross. It is said the wine-loving 
Romans realised die value of the 
high summer temperatures on 
slopes above the Mosel, and 
launched a viniculture which led to 
the famous Riesling wines. 

Conquered by Julius Caesar in 
57 BC and settled in 16 BC by the 
Emperor Augustus, the city, also 
known as Treves, 
was the base for the 
Roman array on 
the Rhine. Set 
among the lands of 
the Treveri tribe, 
the city guarded a 
key bridge over the 
Mosel and became 
the capital of GauL 
From AD 293, Tri¬ 
er was home to a 
caesar ruling an 
empire from Spain 
to Britain, and in 
AD 306 the city be¬ 
came the capital of 
the Western Em¬ 
pire and residence 
of the Emperor 
Constantine. 

Nearly 2.000 
years later. Trier 
offers the greatest

collection of Roman remains north 
of the Alps. The city is a treasure 
trove stiU unknown to many Brit¬ 
ons: only 5.900 visited in 1992. Yet 
a walk through the streets of the city 
will take a visitor through die 
glories of pre-Christian Rome to the 
days of conversion, the world of 
medieval Germany, where town 
and princely cleric jostled and on 
to die birthplace of Karl Marx. The 
entire aty is recognised by Unesco 
as one of the world’s cultural g ems. 


Its greatest landmark harks bade 
to its Roman origins. The great 
stone mass of the Porta Nigra has 
survived since the 2nd century. One 
of four great gateways into die city, 
the Porta is the largest and best 
preserved Roman aty gate still 
standing. Built with an inner 
courtyard and towers, the gateway 
became borne to St Simeon, a 
hermit and was converted at one 
stage into a church. 

The blackened sandstone gate¬ 
way now leads into a pedestrian dty 
centre, including a medieval mar¬ 
ketplace with a cross daring from 
AD 958. The Dreikonigenhaus, 
the House of the Three Magi, is 
one of the earliest Gothic houses in 
Germany and was once only acces¬ 
sible by a wooden staircase to fire 
upper floors. The Stripe nearby was 
begun in the 15th century as a town 


festival halL On its front stand two 
armoured knights, one of whom 
has bis visor down and cautiously, 
symbolically looks towards the ca¬ 
thedral and the fount of derical 
power. 

- The original cathedral in Roman 
times was a double church, extend¬ 
ing out as far as the marketplace 
and built over a Roman palace: 
part of an excavated Roman kitch¬ 
en is now used by a. nearby 
restaurant which includes exhibits 
from the largest Roman glassware 
collection in private hands. Excava¬ 
tions also revealed the remains of a 
Roman ceiling painting, which has 
been painstakingly pieced together 
and is now housed in a former 
Prussian jail nearby. 

The oldest church in Germany, 
die cathedral is also the repository 
of the Holy Robe, said to have been 


used tty Christ Protected by 
armoured glass and coverings, die 
robe, acquired by Constantine’s 
mother, the Empress Helena, has 
been publicly displayed only six 
times since 1512: the next occasion 
wfll be 1996. 

N ext to the caifaediai 
stands the simple splen¬ 
dour of die Lieb- 
frauenkirche. started in 
1235 and one of the two earliest 
Gothic churches in Germany. On a 
summer evening, visitors can sit in 
the shadow of the cathedral and the 
church and drink Riesling from 
one of the great local vineyards as 
die bells above chime the hours. 

Across the city lie die remains of 
the great baths, and an 
ampilheatre capable of bolding 
20.000 spectators. The great walls 


of Constantine’s basilica, the scene 
erf his audiences, provide yet more 
evidence of imperial might. Tower¬ 
ing more than 100ft into the air. 
the basilica is the largest enclosed 
Roman budding extant outside 
Rome.. The known world was once 
ruled from within its walls, as 
emperors held audience. 

Part of that world lay along the 
winding valley of the Mosel and 
Trier prorides an ideal starting 
point for exploring villages and 
vineyards. A wine trail runs above 
the city, and summer boats will take 
visitors down the wide river past a 
patchwork of vineyards and andent 
villages towards the Rhine.

Raining in Spain 


E ven to me. the eternal 
optimist, it seemed am¬ 
bitious: northern Spain 
for the weekend. But ignoring 
the advice of my friends to go 
to the Cotswolds instead. I set 
off from home one Friday 
morning for Asturias, known 
as “green Spain”, for reasons 
which were to become obvious. 
And no, I hadn’t heard of it 
either. 

I flew by Iberia Airlines 
from Stansted to Asturias air¬ 
port and was through Span¬ 
ish customs two hours later. 
My hotel Posada de Babel m 
La Pereda, was two hours by 
car on the pictureseque coastal 
route, via Gij6n, or 90 minutes 
on the direct route on the fast 
N634. However, it took me 
two and a half hours on the 
fast route, after I got lost on the 
scenic one. Haring already 
been delayed two hours at 
Stansted, I began to yearn for 
the Cotswolds. But as the 
dramatic contrast between the 
imposing mountains and the 
peaceful green plains struck 
me, my doubts evaporated. 

I arrived at the hamlet of La 
Pereda at 8.15pm and found 
the hotel at the bottom of the 
magnificient Picas de Europa 
mountain range. It was a 
revelation. As well as the view, 
it had huge fireplaces and a 
mix of modem and antique 
furniture. The peace was dis¬ 
turbed only by the chime of the 
dairy-herd bells (the cows were 
the only neighbours). Lucas 
Gomez, the owner, one of the 
few people 1 met who was 
fluent in English, was 
charming. 

Haring lived in hotels for 12 
years. Senor Gomez was deter¬ 
mined to create an alternative 
to the traditional Spanish 
hotel. He succeeded. Dinner 
for two would cost £60, not 
what I expected in Spain. But 
the gourmet food — I had

bull’s tail—and the surround¬ 
ings were not what I expected 
either. 

I was woken up in the 
morning not. as I had hoped, 
by sun streaming into my 
bedroom but fry the sound of 
heavy rain. Leaving ray bucket 
and spade in the hotel, I set off 
for the hills on the coastal 
road, but was distracted two 
miles later by the rugged 
charms of rite Playa del Toro 
beach at Cue. If the sun had 


that he abandoned his passen¬ 
gers halfway up. They were 
ferried down in taxis. 

After a nap — the humidity 
makes you sleepy — I tried a 
merendero, a family-run bar 
where you can wine and dine 
for about £5 a head. Bar Roxa 
in- La Pereda is a good 
example. Situated in a bam, 
which has not been altered for 
50 years, it has a limited 
menu. Fabada, a curious but 
tasty stew of black sausage and

appeared, I would not have 
moved all day, in high season 
they call the beach overcrowd¬ 
ed if you have to share it with 
25 people. 

With riie rain still falling. I 
drove instead for four hours 
through the mountains, pass¬ 
ing dramatic waterfalls, salm¬ 
on rivers, Romanesque 
churches, forests, medieval 
bridges, gorges and caves. In 
the village of Porrua I even 
had a brush with bullfighting 
when I foolishly took a short 
cut across a fanner's field. 

The views were breathtak¬ 
ing, but I never made it to die 
2,600m peak. I was fright¬ 
ened off ity die story of an 
Andalusian coach driver who 
was so daunted by the drive 


butter beans in a spicy sauce, is 
the staple diet, but they all 
serve chicken, steak and fish as 
welL 

All visitors have to try the 
local drier, which the natives 
drink as we drink tea. This has 
to be poured over your shoul¬ 
der into the glass. Haring 
poured mine on to my shoes. I 
tried on a pair of mndrierm, 
large wooden dogs on stilts, 
which ‘ no self-respecting 
Asturian villager would be 
seen without. My progress 
across the barn floor, imper¬ 
sonating a chicken to try to 
make my host understand my 
craving for an egg, is already 
part of local folklore. 

After breakfast the next day, 
I went to the Sunday market at 


Canga de Onis. an hour up the 
coast The market particularly 
noted for its cheeses, was 
worth visiting but the shops, 
all flamenco dolls and minia¬ 
ture bulls, were not 

After succeeding at last in 
ordering drinkable coffee (ask 
for it with milk if you want to 
avoid the disgusting local 
brew). I drove into the moun¬ 
tains in search of historic 
Covadonga, a place of pilgrim¬ 
age. The battle fought there is 
the Spanish symbol of the 
Christian triumph over the 
Islamic world in the strugg 
to expel the Arabs from 
country, and Covadonga is 
dominated by a magnificent 
Romanesque basilica and a 
mountain shrine to Our Lady 
of Covadonga, patron saint of 
Asturias. 

It is a place which all 
Asturians must visit Unfortu¬ 
nately, the Sunday 1 was there, 
20.000 teenagers had the 
same idea. I fled, unable to 
stand whal sounded like 20 
years of Eurovision Song Con¬ 
test music blaring from loud¬ 
speakers in the hiQs. 

I dined in another 
merendero, retired early, and 
left tire hotel at 6.30ara on 
Monday for breakfast at the 
airport I was home in time for 
lunch, refreshed but as pale as 
the day I left wishing I had 
packed my umbrella.

Their choice was perfect 
Dougga. about 50 miles 
southwest of the capital has an 
air of expectancy, as though 
the ghosts who left it 60 
generations ago are ready to 
return, to throng its majestic 
squares and people once more 
its wide streets and imposing 
houses and public buildings. 

They would find much to 
recognise, despite the depred¬ 
ations of time and weather. 
Sprawling over the side of a 
1.800ft full, this former resi¬ 
dence of the Numidian king 
Massinissa presents a virtual 
snapshot of a moment in time. 

Dougga, or Thugga as the 
Romans called it, peaked dur¬ 
ing the 2nd and 3rd centuries 
AD, when the vine and the 
olive enabled die region to 
flourish; then it died. The 
Romans pulled back, the ver¬ 
dant valleys and hillsides 


into disuse, the echoing dty 
became silent Today its im¬ 
posing theatre, built of local 
stone the colour of caramel to 
seat 3.500 dozens — the 
rough rule of thumb, to gauge 


local population by multiply¬ 
ing theatre capacity by four, 
surely cannot apply here — 
retains its magnificent view 
down the quiet valley, and it is 
again in use for performances. 
On the pediment of the 
remarkable Capitol the apo¬ 
theosis of Antoninus Pius can 
be made out. carried off by an 
eagle. 

A few steps away lies 
another Dougga marvel the 
semi-circular temple devoted 
to Juno Caelestis. the Roman 
version of the local goddess 
Tank, who demanded sacri¬ 


fice of the first-born. 


But Dougga is not all public 
buddings: winding down the 
hill, the homes and shops echo 
today's Mediterranean style, 
with living quarters behind 
the shop facade; and further 
down again is the House of the 
Trifolium, named for the do- 
ver-shaped ante-room to the 
dozen “workrooms" constitut¬ 
ing Dougga’s richest private 
house, its brothel 
One imposing edifice, a 60ft 
tower, does not “fit" the 
architecture... it is a delight 
to learn that this Punic mauso¬ 
leum dates to five centuries 
before the Roman occupation, 
when Carthage and the Num- 
idian princes- dominated- Re¬ 
moval of its dedicatory 
inscription by the British con¬ 
sul in 1842 caused its 
collapse, but sensitive restora¬ 
tion means that the stone lion 
crouches once more above its 
Greek pilasters and Egyptian 
detail - 


Dougga is virtually com¬ 
plete, and silent Equally tran¬ 
quil, though apparently less 
extensive because much exca¬ 
vation remains to be done, are 
the vast Roman sites of Bulla 
Regia and Thuburbo Majus. 
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Cherub and dolphin 
mosaic in Bulla Regia 

Both lie within easy reach of 
Tunis, and conceal ai least 
part of their wonders under 
carpets of spring flowers, but 
both delight with what has 
been revealed. At Bulla Regia, 
the elaborate villas—built 20ft 
below the surface of the 
ground to protect them from 
the scorching summer sun — 
indude a magnificent mosaic 
of Amphitrite surrounded by 
cherubs and dolphins. 

Thuburbro Majus is domi¬ 
nated. now as then, by its 
Capitol, built on a platform 
and retaining four of its mono¬ 
lithic Corinthian columns, 
towering over the hinterland. 

i have always wanted to go 
to Rome to study the Colosse¬ 


um; now there is less need. 
The amphitheatre at El-Djem. 
the anoint Thysdrus, is third 
only to Rome and Niraes in 
size, and its mellow golden 
stone stands 120ft and three 
tiers of arches tali. The im¬ 
mense oval 526ft by 406ft, 
rises over the olive plain and 
though many of the seats for 
30,000 spectators are gone, 
die sheer size and drama of its 
past are captivating. 

But what the archaeologist 
reveals from the protecting 
sofl, he destroys, whether 
immediately or gradually, and 
Tunisia's authorities have 
been quid; to rescue antiqui¬ 
ties in danger. 

A repository of quite stagger¬ 
ing content is the Bardo 
National Museum in Tunis, a 
converted palace packed with 
Carthaginian, Roman, Byzan¬ 
tine and Muslim fascination. 
Here in all their original . 
colour and glory are the mos&- I 
ics you cannot see in situ, 
removed for safe-keeping. For 
Bulla Regia, see Room VI, for 
Thuburbo Majus, Room VIII; 
Dougga has a vast area on the 
second floor (Room XI). 

The mosaics of the Bardo 
have to be seen to be believed. 

If the charming “village" of 
Sidi Bou Said, all blue and 
white, sunshine and oranges, 
on Tunis's northern outskirts, 
represents today's ideal living 
standard, then the art of 
pictures in stone— from exotic 
scenes of gods and muses to 
daily life in bakehouse or 
butcheiy. hunting or diariot 
race— allows us a glimpse into 
ancient hopes and aspirations. 

Hakima and her friends, 
heirs to a rich and colourful 
past, acknowledge the link, 
and revel in its delight

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Forging some 
stable 
friendships 

Children adore horses. Kari Knight finds 
out where they can get dose to the animals 

T ake children on ajoumey by shoes for the massive, one-ton shire 
car. train or even aircraft and. at the other end of the equm 
and you can be in for a spectrum, for the Shetland panic 
stressful time- but sit them that also have a home at die cent* 


T ake children on ajoumey by 
car. train or even aircraft 
and you can be in for a 
stressful time—but sit them 
on a horse, or in a cart pulled by one, 
and watch their faces light up. 
Throughout the centuries humans 
and horses — and children and 
horses in particular—have enjoyed a 
special relationship, and today there 
is still a deep need to work with, and 
look at, horses. Even if you would 
rather study horses than ride them, 
there are many centres in Britain that 
provide an introduction. 

The Miniature Pony Centre, run 
by retired jockey Tony Dennis and 
his wife Jane, covers 120 acres, 
stretching into Dartmoor National 
Park, and is a working stud for 160 
miniature ponies. As well as Shet¬ 
land, Dartmoor and Welsh ponies, 
the centre is building a collection of 
more spectacular full-size breeds — 
including the Austrian Lrpizzaner. 
the Andalusian Arab, grey shire, 
American pinto — used by American 
Indians — and the palomino. 

Children's pony rides are offered 
all day throughout the summer 
season, and talks are given on the 
evolution and history of the horse. 
“Now is a particularly good time to 
visit as there are plenty of foals.” 
Angela AnnaJy, the centre's secretary, 
says. By the end of the foaling season, 
towards the end of June, the centre 
wQl have an estimated 45 foals. 

The Courage Shire Horse Centre, 
at Maidenhead Thicket in Berkshire, 
is more suited to the upper-primary 
schoolchild and older. This centre is 
one of many dedicated to the heavy 
horse, and charts its development 
from its beginnings as a knighfs 
charger, to the draft horse that pulled 
the nation's ploughs until long after 
the industrial Revolution, and on to 
its existence today mainly as a show 
horse, bred, in some cases, to ensure 
that the numbers are kept up. 

Although the centre is small Ion six 
acres), it is a monument to the beauty 
of the shire horse and a model of care. 
It welcomes disabled visitors and. as 
it is all on one level, it is easily 
accessible by wheelchair. 

On some days the farrier is hard at 
work in the yard, beating out die 


shoes for the massive, one-ton shires 
and. at the other end of the equine 
spectrum, for the Shetland ponies 
that also have a home at the centre. 
"One of the most attractive features of 
the shire horse is die enormous 
‘feathered' feet and hooves, which 
need a great deal of looking after to 
prevent infection,” says Joan Davis, 
the centre’s senior guide. A set of 
shoes for a shire can cost £100 — and 
they need a new set every six weeks. 

D ray rides are also an offer 
at the centre twice a day 
— at 11.45am and 
2.30pm — and visitors 
can watch the horses being groomed, 
their manes plaited (always an un¬ 
even number of knots, according to 
ancient superstition) and an audiovi¬ 
sual presentation in the theatre (with 
rocking horses for toddlers). 

Taking the educative process one 
step further is the Norfolk Shire 
Horse Centre, which aims to repro¬ 
duce the working world of the heavy 
horse before the days of mech¬ 
anisation. The centre has an exten¬ 
sive collection of restored horse- 
drawn machinery, wagons and carts 
from the pre-war period. 

Here you will see the heavy horses 
working the land, ploughing, seed¬ 
ing and harvesting, and giving cart 
rides. Four different breeds of heavy 
horse are bred at the centre, includ¬ 
ing the Suffolk punch, now the rarest 
of the heavy-horse breeds, with an 
estimated 40 mares left in Britain. 
There is also a riding school where 
you can book a ride on the day.

Well versed in the art of planting 


T he Irish tend to celebrate 
natural scenery more than 
gardens, but investigating 
the garden landscapes of 
the fertile; chalky lowlands from 
Dublin to co. Wicklow, I found 
something of foe Celtic fed for foe 
poetry of landscape in both large 
and domestic gardens. 

Helen Dillon's fabulous Dublin 
garden, a small masterpiece of 
design and planting, and Daphne 
Shaddeton’s garden nursery of 
unusual plants, featuring tins week 
at the Chelsea Flower Show, were a 
sign that Ireland is waking up to 
the exciting way its gardens are 
developing. 

The Shaddeton walled nursery 
and garden at Clonsilla. to the west 
of Dublin, has many rare cottage 
garden and alpine plants. To foe 
northwest, Jim Reynold’s oountry 
idyll at Butterstream (Trim, co. 
Meath) is a glorious example of 
creative plant associations. South of 
Dublin, the Wicklow Garden Festi¬ 
val began this week and goes on 
until June 27. About SO gardens 
are taking part, including domestic 
gardens not usually open, as well as 
established celebrities such as the 
glorious landscape of Powers 
Court with its famous vista over the 
water garden to the distant Sugar- 
loaf mountain, and the lush abun¬ 


The Wicklow Garden Festival inspires Francesca Greenoak 
with magnificent displays, ranging from the epic to lyric 


dance of Mount Usher, along the 
banks of foe river Vartry. Also on 
tire Vartry is tire small garden of 
Hunter’s Hotel, a haven for two 
centuries. 

This part of eastern Ireland has a 
dimate similar to southern Britain, 
but there was a distinct character in 


the choioe and use of plants in the 
gardens I visited Graigueconna, 
Rosemary Brown's garden at Bray, 
is one of the most richly planted 
and beautiful gardens l have ever 
encountered with its combination 
of fern gardens, its sunken path, 
wildflower bank, hillocks and 


shapely shrubs. Thanks to a gentle 
maritime dim ate, tender plants 
such as the honey-scented Euphor¬ 
bia melli fern and the scented 
Drinrws thrive.

thought up in 1891 by an Irish 
racing cyclist, Richard J- 
Meroedy- He had retired from 
racing, but was looking 
around for some strenuous 
amusement while editing the 
Irish Cyclist. The idea soon 
caught on, and it spread 
around cycling nations like 
wildfire- The first international 
was at Crystal Palace in 1901. 
when Ireland beat England; 
and at an exhibition match at 
the Olympic Games at Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush, west London, in 
1908. Ireland beat Germany. 

The first world war put an 
end to sport Bui 15 years later 
another young racing cydist, 
Cyril Scott, this time English, 
had a brainwave — bicyde 
polo. He had never heard 
about the earlier game, and 
excitedly invented it all over 
again, forming the Bicyde 
Polo Association of Great Brit¬ 
ain in 1930. 

Up to die 1970s the sport 
was taken very seriously by 
participants and spectators. In 
1967 a match was played at 
Windsor Park in front of the 
Queen, and even the Duke of 
Edinburgh had a bash at it 
But in the 1980s its support 
dwindled, leaving only a few 
teams around of any note. 

The remaining enthusiasts, 
who are still playing, are deter¬ 
mined to get bicyde polo 
rolling again. Gary Beckett for

sample, whose father and 
grandfather were both keen 
players, is secretary of the 
association and has played 
since he could ride a bike. Mr 

Beckett has recently left his job 

in the City, and is delighted to 
have the time to devote to his 
hobby. “My driving ambition 
is to return it to what it once 


was. I hope to be able to start 
promoting bicyde polo proper¬ 
ly. There are many good play¬ 
ers dotted around the country 
who would be more than 

willing to start up and coach a 
local team.” 

One chilly spring evening I 
went to watch the Chelsea 
Pedlars. They have been going 


strong for ten years, and play 
in London regularly from April 
to September. 

The two teams donned their 
blue and red bibs and lined up. 
The ball was placed in the 
middle of the pitch and one 
cydist from each end hurtled 
forward to gain possession. 
From then on it was like 


watching a rather haphazard 
and hurfy-buriy dance as fig¬ 
ures entwined and parted, 

moving up and down the pitch. 

Helen Twigge-Motecy was 
having her second go when I 
watched the Pedlars in action. 
"I don’t even own a bike," she 

told me, “but it’s great fun even 

if you can’t hi! the balL It takes 


a while to get used to the 
bicyde. The wheels are afi 
wacky, when you look down 
they look all wobbly because 
the rims aren't straight- 
“I like it because it’s ready 
different, it's quite addictive. 
It's quite tricky when you start, 
having to ride the bike, hold 
the mallet and try to hit die ball 
all at the same time. And when 
some burly man is hurtling 

towards you, afl you want to do 

is jump off." . „ 

The bicydes are specially 
designed with a short frame 
and fixed back wheel, which 
means as soon as you step 
peddling the bike stops, and to 
go backwards you have to 
peddle backwards. There are 
no gears. When you’re good, 
you can dribble the ball with 
your front wheel, block it and 
then pick it up with the mallet. 

It can be a rough game. 
Chains often get broken and 
wheels bent, but the rims are 
made of steel so they can easily 
be bent back into shape. You 
are allowed to push and shove 
with your bike, and tumbles 
occur. 

Y ou need a good eye. to be 

reasonably fit, and have 
good bike handling 
techniques. Some people pick 
it up straight away, once they 
have got used to riding a bike 
with a fixed wheel It appeals to 
cyclists and horse polo players 
ainw> but many players have 
never done either. Apart from 
the rough and tumble, there’s a 
great team spirit which is why 
racing cyclists, who are used to 
being involved in a totally 
solitary sport like it 
The first international to 
talm place this year, in Scot¬ 
land. should provide much 
entertainment and the fore¬ 
runners in the sport are hoping 
that it might engender the 
enthusiasm and following, not 
to mention sponsorship, they 
; are looking for.

Starters could be bought but 
even when they were honest, 
they could be incompetent 
Tom McGeorge started most 
of the horses ahead of the post 
in the 1862 Derby, leaving 
some behind. Next year he was 
so nervous that there were 34 
false starts, all in the teeming 
rain. And for trainers beset by 
all the worries of health, injuiy, 
bribery, temperament and 
weather, there were the simple 
problems of just getting their 
charges to the course and the 
start itself. Winners had sev¬ 
eral near-misses. 

In 1855, the box ro take 
Wild DayreU to Epsom was 
sabotaged; the stable discov¬ 
ered this by testing it with a 
bullock inside. It collapsed, 
breaking the bullock's leg. In 
1896. Persimmon refused to 
get into his box at the station, 
and Richard Marsh, his train¬ 
er. had to pay the crowd 
watching the train to lift him in 
bodily.

But the Captain was very 
attached to his trainer. Fred 
Darting, and when he heard 
Darting's voice calling he 
turned round obediently and 
trotted back. 

In 1928. die crowd got out of 
control as the horses came on 1 
the course. It surrounded the 
favourite. Lord Derby’s Fair-, 
way, picking hairs out of his 
tail, so that, not surprisingly. 1 
he was sweating and shaking 
with fright In 1932, the 
horsebox taking April the 
Fifth, owned and trained by 
the actor Tom Walls, was 
caught in an impossible traffic 
jam. April had to be taken out 
and walked to the course, 
which he reached in time and 
won. The times when luck 
destroyed other good horses’ 
chances at Epsom cannot be 
calculated. 

But there was one Derby 
winner who apparently never 
worried about anything, suited 
himself and always found bad 
luck passing him by. He was 
Cremome (1872}. He had one 
rule in life he ate everything 
that came his way, usually his 
straw bedding. Before being 
saddled for his Derby, he was 
found lying fast asleep in his 
box. his stable lad singing him 
a ditty from a penny song- 
book. Fn the race, it was his 
jockey, Maidment, who was 
almost caught napping, but 
Cremome came home un- 
worried. 

He then won the Grand Prix 
de Paris and faced, equably as 
was his way, a hostile anti- 
English demonstration on his 
way back to the paddock. His 
apprehensive handlers decided 
to take him across the Channel 
on the Boulogne steamer that 
nighL He was unperturbed by 
the storm, although it meant 
he got to his stable two and a 
half hours late. The next eve¬ 
ning, he was boxed to Ascot, 
where he had a win and a 
walkover at the Royal meeting. 

At stud he ate himself to death 
in 1883. It was thought to be 
quite a way to go.

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Race to rescue ancient giant 


Can the experts 
protect Santa Sophia 
before an 

earthquake brings it 
tumbling down, asks 

Marais Binney 




T he race is on to save Santa 
Sophia in Istanbul. A big 
earthquake is expected in 
the next ten years and it 
could devastate the I,50(tyear-oid 
church. "We have had a major 
earthquake every hundred years in 
Istanbul over the past two thousand 
years and the last one was in 
1894," says Professor Mustafa 
Erdik. an earthquake engineering 
specialist at the University of the 
Bosphorus. The two most vulnera¬ 
ble locations, he says, are the 
church’s east and west main arches, 
which have collapsed in previous 
earthquakes. “They could take half 
the dome with them." 

Santa Sophia is. with the pyra¬ 
mids, the greatest surviving wonder 
of the ancient world. Indeed if 
could be claimed as the greatest 
space in ail architecture. Built in 
just five years, between 532 and 
537, for the Emperor Justinian, it 
remained the world's largest en¬ 
closed structure for 800 years. 
Designing the vast arches and 
vaults was a feat ~of stupendous 
daring on the part of the architects: 
the mathematician Anthemius and 
the geometrist Isidorus. “You could 
put Notre Dame on wheels and roD 
it in," Erdik says. 

The present crisis has brought to¬ 
gether an unprecedented gathering 
of Byzantine, Ottoman and engi¬ 
neering specialists whose studies 
have just been published by Cam¬ 
bridge University Press {ffagia 
Sophia: From the Age of Justinian 
to the Present, edited by Robert 
Mark arid Ahmet CakmakJ, Santa 
Sophia's central dome first coll¬ 
apsed in 558, following two big 
earthquakes in 553 and 557. Ac¬ 
cording to a 9th century Byzantine 
chronicle. the new emperor Justin 
II called in one of the architects and 
interrogated him. The architect 
replied that the wooden scaffold 
used to construct the arches had 
been removed too soon, because 
Justinian was in a rush to decorate 
them with mosaics. Worse still, the 
workmen had thrown the timbers 
on to the floor shattering the 
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Old meets new: the technological wonders of the modern world are being harnessed to protect Santa Sophia, a wonder of the ancient world 


foundations. In the restoration that 
followed, the scaffold was left in 
position for a whole year. When it 
was removed the church was filled 
with water, so the falling timbers 
did not shake the foundations. 

The most obvious sign of Santa 
Sophia’s predicament comes in the 
solid stone piers which support the 
arches. These tilt backwards at an 
alarming angle, but the evidence 
suggests that most of the tilt took 
place during construction. None¬ 
theless. collapses have continued at 
intervals. An earthquake in 989 
caused the collapse of the western 
arch and a portion of the dome, 
while in 1346, following a series of 
earthquakes, the eastern arch and 
parr or the dome collapsed. 

Further damage followed an 
earthquake in 1450, three years 
before the Ottomans took the city. 
According to a 17th century Turk¬ 
ish traveller, an architect was sentto 
the Byzantine emperor by Sultan 
Mehmet II to repair the damage. 
The architect, Ali Neccar. returned 


saying: “I have secured die cupola 
of Aya Sofya. Oh Emperor, by four 
mighty buttresses; to repair it 
depended on me; to conquer it 
depends on thee." 

The extraordinary reverence in 
which the Ottomans held Santa 
Sophia is one of the dues to its 
survival in so unaltered a state. 
Indeed, the alterations over the 
next four centuries were far fewer 
than in any equivalent Western 
cathedral Even the name re¬ 
mained. though interpreted not as 
“Holy Wisdom" but as “Place of 
Worship for the Pious". 

Mehmet II visited Santa Sophia 
directly on his formal entry into the 
conquered city, and showed his 
concern for its long-term well-being 
by dedicating all die income from 
the property that constituted his 
share of the vanquished dty to its 
upkeep. Sultan Selim II consolidat¬ 
ed the church’s pre-eminence. After 
the conquest of Constantinople, all 
the Ottoman sultans had been 
buried next to mo9ques built in 


their own names. Selim (hose 
Santa Sophia as the site of his 
mausoleum and forever changed 
its appearance by increasing the 
number of its minarets to four. 

During renovation by Ahmed I, 
many of the mosaics disappeared 
under paint Remarkably, these 
bad remained exposed for nearly 
150 years after the conquest They 
were uncovered during restoration 
work in 1847-9. 


E rdexn YuceL the museum 
director, says “We will 
shortly scaffold the interi¬ 
or to begin work on the 
mosaics." The mosaics are vulnera¬ 
ble in even a small earthquake. 

What is the solution? Part of the 
problem is that much of the struc¬ 
ture can only be guessed at and it is 
unlikely that a complete set of core 
samples can be taken to provide 
data on materials and their condi¬ 
tion. The task is further complic¬ 
ated by the numerous repairs and 
extensive buttressing. “Some but-

A new musical opens next 
Thursday, Leonardo — A 
Portrait of Love. As its 
audience leaf through the pro¬ 
gramme, glancing at the expected 
j photos of the cast, they will turn 
Over page 27 and find an unexp¬ 
ected photo: of a coral island. The 
show is not South Pacific, after 
all nor is the page a travel advert 
though the blurb tells us to at 
Nauru (eight square miles in 
area) lies midway between Austra¬ 
lia and Hawaii and is valued for 
its deposits of guano, the excre¬ 
ment of generations of birds.

into a barren lunar 
landscape, and confining tire 
population to the coastal fringe. 
Compensation is being sought by 
the Nauru government, which 
since independence (in 1968) has 
had greater say in processing toe 
resource. The island now has toe 
second biggest per capita income 
in the world, and over $1 billion 
invested in property and other 
income-earning enterprises. Now 
is toe time. Minks implies, to 
indulge in a little gamble. If the 
investment pays off — great If 
not wefl, thafs showbiz. 

Minks is the link between Leo¬ 
nardo and the South Seas. He is 
impressively relaxed for a man 
with a major musical about to 
give its first public performance. 
“Back in the sixties I was road 
manager for Tommy Moeller’s 
group Unit 4+2. You may re¬ 
member ‘Concrete and Clay’ 
which got to No 1? He was 


working at the Stock Exchange, 
and the story goes that he wrote 
the song one lunch hour, well, 
that's not strictly the case, but it 
was a great success. We each 
moved to Australia and kept up 
with one another. He’s one ofme 
three composers on the show.” 

The other two composers hare, 
it transpires, no less formidable a 
pedigree in pop music. “There’s 
his younger brother Greg, who 
backed Whistling Jack Smith 
with ‘l Was Kaiser Bill's Batman', 
and Russell Dunlop, who wrote 
‘Space Invaders’. Both those went 
to No 1 as well. 

“So about two years ago Tom¬ 
my told me they were working on 
a musical about the life of 
Leonardo, and from that moment 
toe four of us have been concen¬ 
trating on it Rob Bettinson is our 
director — he directed Buddy! — 
and Michael Pavelka has de¬ 
signed sets that are realty clever 
blowups of parts of Leonardo's 
paintings. The audience can play 
‘spot the masterpiece'." 

The connection with Nauru be¬ 
gan in the seventies. “I used to 
work for Citibank advising on in-

vestments for the Australian, New 
Zealand and various South Paci¬ 
fic governments. That’s how I 
came across Nauru. Last year I 
flew to Britain with the concept 
tape and script to talk to people, 
and we had a social evening with 
Kdty Emiu, toe special advisor to 
the president of Nauru. We hap¬ 
pened to be listening to the demo 
tape. Kelly was intrigued, so I told 
him we were planning a West 
End show, gave him toe financial 
feasibilities, and be said, ‘Let me 
take this back to the island’. He 
presented it to toe island’s cabi¬ 
net, and they decided to invest” 
So that's how a coral island 25 
miles south of toe equator is 
backing a West End musical 
about Leonardo. Couldn’t be 
simpler, really.

Don't Leave Me This Way 
Tomorrow, BBCI. 9pm 
This is the deft engaging 
sequel to last year’s A Mascu¬ 
line Ending. It is again adapt- 
ed by Catherine Buchanan 
from the loan Smith thriller, 
and again stars Janet McTeer 
(the tall one) and Tmelda 
Staunton (the small one) as die 
professional academics who 
turn their hands to amateur 
sleuthing. The sequel is vague¬ 
ly feminist in its dainty buddy- 
buddiness — two single 
women who are able to pene¬ 
trate the mysteries of love and 
death far better than the male 
police officers — but at the 
same time it does not resist the 
temptation to indude slightly 
sneaky shots of the McTeer 
breasts (albeit politely covered 
by sweaters, towels and CND 
T-shirts). 

McTeer and Staunton are 
both very good, as is BiB 
Nighy (recently seen in the 
rerun of The Men’s Room), 
who has perfected the useful 
ability of perching on the arms 
of sofas and chairs while 
having conversations m a 
slightly flat, slightly sexy voice. 
But the highlight is the char¬ 
acter of Sandra, a glam forty¬ 
something siren, whom men 
find it hand to resist while 
women find it surprisingly 
easy. Sandra is the nightmare 
house-guest from hell, the one 
who runs the hot water cold, 
who strews casual insults 
wherever she goes (“Do you 
want to change first?" “I have 
changed, Sandra"), who 
wears a tight leopard-skin top 
to offer a vista of her cleavage 
to her friends’ dates — and is 
the sort of character who exists 
only to be murdered. 

The plot disentangles itself 
satisfactorily. (There is a slight 
similarity with Inspector 
Morse — the film is set partly 
in Cambridge, with lots of 
shots of spires and quadran¬ 
gles, and would-be comic ba¬ 
dinage between the college 
porters.) 

Mercifully, there is only one 
gratuitous car chase and one 
brief, flashback moment of 
violence. And perhaps the 
most poignant element in the 
whole thing is the character of 
Sandra’s heart-broken hus¬ 
band, who is too grief-stricken 
to remember to hang on to his 
American accent.

A fascinating — 
and scary—portrait of the woman who, 
60 years ago, created the screen image 
of Hitlerism is the highlight of a week 
that also offers a pair of excellent new 
comedies and a fine drama thriller.

fans' programme Standing 
Room Only, directed this wdl- 
shot and excellently edited 
film of the final test of the 
disastrous England tour. 

It is particularfy good on the 
sights and sounds of Bombay 
and the frenetic and odd 
moments that accompany ma¬ 
jor sporting events — the 
Indian supporters in the 
crowd, delirious with the ease 
of their victory, chanting, 
whistling, dancing and yelling 
out proud statistics: the dis¬ 
gruntled snake charmer out¬ 
side the ground furious with 
his lazy snake that refuses to 
dance, even when he finally 
gives it an impatient shove; the 
grim acceptance of inevitable 
defeat (Graham Gooch weari¬ 
ly looking up from his news¬ 
paper when the roar of die 
crowd alerts him to the loss of 
the final England wicket); the 
hypocrisy of the English on¬ 
lookers (a fan babbles in the 
stands: “Hick — he’s not even 
an Englishman is he? His 60 
was a fluke”: but later, when 
Hick has come good: “fVe 
always stuck with Hide. I’ve 


always had faith in him”). 
And throughout it all — com¬ 
mentating on television, care¬ 
fully choosing his buffet hmch, 
watching in the stands, or 
courteously chatting to his 
pretty girl fans — the cheerful 
spectre of David Gower. 

Busman’s Holiday 
Monday, /7V, 7pm 
Last week the dog-kennel 
managers from Kent won 
their way to a prize holiday 
working with teams of huskies 
in Lapland. This week the 
children's librarians battle the 
balloon pilots in this likeable 
general-knowledge quiz that 
puts ordinary people on dis¬ 
play. It is a good formal, with 
its mixture of general ques¬ 
tions and potentially embar¬ 
rassing ones on the contest¬ 
ants’ own occupations, and is 
pleasantly presented by little 
Elton Welsby, although the 
questions in the final round, 
which offers die winners the 
chance to convert their Bus¬ 
man’s Holiday in Europe into 
“the Busman’s Holiday of a 
Lifetime?", are far too easy. 


The Wonderful, Horrible 
life of lad Riefenstahl 
Monday and Tuesday* 
Channel 4,9pm 
An absolutely compelling two- 
part biography and interview 
with die film-maker who 
transformed images erf Nazi 
power into the most frighten¬ 
ing combination of propagan¬ 
da and art Riefenstahl is now 
a remarkably fit and alert 90- 
year-old with dyed blonde hair 
and a sharp, argumentative 
manner, who worts mostly as 
an underwater photographer 
(this programme opens with 
Shots of her going deep-sea 
diving). When she refers to her 
work with Hitler as a “pact 
with the devil", you end op 
believing this is more than a 
metaphor. 

After die second world war, 
she was banned from making 
fil ms and reinvented heiself as 
a photographer. She now 
regrets her Nazi films of the 
1930s, but only, you feel, 
because of the effect they had 
on her subsequent career. She 
denies that there is any propa¬ 
gandist dement in her master¬ 
piece, Triumph of the Will, 
claiming the only messages it 
contains are “work and peace 
It is like a musical composi¬ 
tion. Whether it was about 
politics or about vegetables or 
fruit, I couldn’t give a damn." 
The vegetables and fruits on 
display are the Nazi workers 
and leaders at the 1934 Nu¬ 
remberg rally. 

This fascinating German- 
made documentary takes us 
thoroughly through her differ¬ 
ent careers. First as a dancer, 
as which she met huge success 

— although the footage here 
shows an amateurish, chunky. 
pr etty mil throwing her limbs 
around in wiDy~wIly pagan joy 

— and then as an outdoorsy 
actress who specialised in 
climbing mountains and hav¬ 
ing snow hurled at her, and 
most famously, as Hitler’s 
favourite film director (he was 
initially captivated by her 
dance in die movie The Sacred 
Mountain, in which she hops 
and jumps about on a jetty 
with her arms out wide to 
greet the setting sun). 

She claims her only interest 
in Nazism was first of all as an 
artist; and secondly as an 
admirer of Hitler’s analysis of 
social problems. And whether 
she is being truthful or not 
about her relationships with 
the leading Nazis (she is 
furious in her denial of Goeb- 
bels*s references to her in his 
diaries), she made, first in 
Truunph of the Will (“the 
main thing was to get die 
swastikas in") and then in her 
film of the 1936 Berlin Olym¬ 
piad, two films that still 
arouse fear and awe.

DaysofM^esty 
Wednesday, /TV, 8pm 
Pageantry again, hut this time 
in its relatively harmless Eng¬ 
lish version. Today is fire 
fortieth anniversary of the 
Queen’s coronation, and there 
are plenty of programmes on 
this week to commemorate the 
occasion. 

This one includes original 
footage and interviews with 
Those Who Were There, but is 
primarily a year-long diary of 
royal engagements. There is 
some interesting footage of 
royal events never shown on 
television before, same pleas¬ 
ant chats between royalty and 
commoners, and demonstra¬ 
tions of the chest-bracing 
pride of the ones along the 
way who have had some 
spatial function to perform — 
the recipients of Maundy 
money; the man who looks 
like Captain Birdseye and has 
the responsibility for labelling 
the Queen’s swans: the bearer 
of the flag for Trooping the 
Colour (“I was actually begin¬ 
ning to fed slightly ill”), and 
the splendid nnnyday square- 
bashing rehearsal for that 
event, when one trooper man¬ 
ages to fall over. 


The commentary, however, 
is excruciating. It is of the 
gushing kind that is calculated 
to sell overseas (“She rode to 
Westminster Abb^ in a fairy¬ 
tale coach. She was young, she 
was beautiful. For one man. 
who organised the great spec¬ 
tacle, that day a dream came 
true!. 

Sin with Bruce Morton 
Wednesday. Channel 4, 
1030pm 

Bruce Morton is a Glaswegian 
stand-up comic. He is thin, 
pasty-faced, balding, wears a 
dangly earring, is good at 
mime and is very, very funny. 
The first of bis four-part 
peroration into the delights of 
sinning deals with doth. The 
highlight is his wild excursion 
into the animal kingdom, in 
which he holds up for ridicule 
the industrious beaver, com¬ 
paring it to its cousin the lazy 
doth. Along the way there are 
plenty of good gags, ranging 
from fiie politically incorrect 
(“I could no more give birth to 
a child than my girlfriend 
could walk past a shoe shop") 
to absurdist plays on meaning 
(“recently I bought my own 
flat — crazy 1 know, I would 


have been better off buying 
somebody else’s”). 

Rik Mayall Presents: 
Dancing Queen 
Thursday. J7V. 9pm 
A very sweet, if slight, senti¬ 
mental tale of love blossoming 
between a rich repressed 
sports-car driving southerner 
(Rik Mayall) and a brittle 
northern lass who makes a 
kind of living taking her 
cloches off in public (Helena 
Bonham Carter). 

This is the final programme 
of three attempts to show 
Mayall off as an all-round 
actor and is by far the best 
The slim story is pleasant; the 
misadventures of a bride¬ 
groom on file eve of his 
wedding, the prank that goes 
awfully wrong. And Mayall is 
good, he underplays well, 
managing to restrain what he 
is actually funniest at doing — 
the schoolboy delight in bodily 
functions accompanied by 
lewd farcical expressions. But 
Helena Bonham Carter is by 
far the best reason to watch 
this programme (and not just 
because of her endearingly 
awkward, and sexy, stripper 
routine).

"We take writers, comedy 
writers, seriously,” says Denise 
O’Donoghue, who is manag¬ 
ing director of Hat Trick and 
executive producer of most 
Hat Trick programmes. She is 
smarter, shrewder and sweeter 
than a band load of treacle- 
covered weasels. “I think at the 
time [about 1983. when Ms 
O’Donoghue was producing 
Channel 4’s so-sue-me satiri¬ 
cal sketch show.

care of file laughs, and Ms 
O’Donoghue taking care of 
the business. And business has 
been good. Hat Trick gained 
three of the four Best light 
Entertainment nominations 
at this year's Bafta awards. 
Have I Cot News tops BBC2’s 
ratings like a halo of fairy 
lights, and Hat Trick came 
third in the independent on 
Sunday’s league of fire fastest- 
growing British companies. 
They have a reputation so 
shirty someone must be buff¬ 
ing it up with Brasso. 

Of course, success on this 
level breeds jealousy and petty 
nastiness. On the surface, Ms 
O'Donoghue seems not to 
care if she is branded “a tough 
cookie” or “a hard-nosed busi¬ 
nesswoman”. 

“WeB, I’m not a very funny 
person myself” she says. "I 
don’t like jokes, or people 
trying to make jokes. It gets in 
the way of conversation." But 
as the interview progresses, 
she opens up a little more. “Of 


course, if someone doesn't [ike 
you, you pretend you don’t 
care — you oomment on all 
their bad points and disparage 
them. But inside, you’re bleed¬ 
ing: “Why don't they like me? I 
want to be liked’" 

In this business, women are 
written off as one of two types: 
the flirty ones who got where 
they are on their backs: or the 
hard-nosed bitches. No time 
for subtle nuances here. I’m 
afraid. And as the only time 
Ms O'Donoghue would spend 
on her back in connection with 
work would be to check the 
sump ofl levels in her convert¬ 
ible, she is described as self- 
contained, self-possessed, 
ruthless. 

"But I am not," she sighs. “I 
am the most dependent per¬ 
son in the world." 

Her first job was delivering 
newspapers, which she bad for 
four years, and never missed a 
day. Not once. Not even when 
a particularly good episode of 
Banana Splits was on early in 


the morning. This attitude of 
thoroughness and rigour ex¬ 
tends to all Hat Trick projects. 
Script meetings are called "not 
to boost people’s egos, but to 
make things better. If some¬ 
thing's good, it stands to 
reason it could be better. And 
when it’s even better, we bone 
it until it’s the best" 

She has great fondness and 
affection for all her company’s 
employees and their projects, 
"Fm not a brave person,” she 
says, “but if I am representing 
one of our writers, one of their 
ideas. I'D fight and fight and 
fight If I think they are bang 
ripped off. I’ll blow up or walk 
away. It’s like having children, 
really. Hundreds of children. 
And if you realty low them, 
you have to discipline them.” 

And as we climb back down 
from Comedy Mountain, we 
can hear Tony Slattery shout¬ 
ing. “I’ve been a naughty 
horse. Beat roe! Whip me!" ’
